First  Session 


Tuesday,  June  29,  1920. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Millard 
at  3:40  p.  m. 

Secretary  KELLY :  I  have  a  letter  from  Mr.  White, 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association,  stating  he 
is  unable  to'attend  as  a  delegate  representing  that  Association. 
Mr.  George  W.  Rhodes  is  announced  as  a  delegate  from  the 
Delaware  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  National  Whole¬ 
sale  Druggists’  Association  announce  Mr.  John  C.  Muth,  Mr. 
H.  H.  Robinson  and  Mr.  G.  Frank  Baily  as  delegates.  The 
New  Jersey  Pharmaceutical  Association  will  send  as  a  dele¬ 
gate  Professor  Jennot  Hostmann. 

President  MILLARD:  Next  in  order  is  reading  of 
communications. 

Secretary  KELLY:  I  think  it  would  be  very  much 
better  to  defer  the  reading  of  these  communications  until 
tomorrow. 

President  MILLARD:  There  are  no  reports  of  dele¬ 
gates.  Next  in  order  will  be  the  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Mr.  C.  C.  NEAL:  The  Executive  Committee,  through 
its  chairman,  begs  to  report  that  we  have  had  frequent  meet¬ 
ings,  and  the  work  of  the  Committee  has  been  mostly  as  to 
questions  of  policy.  The  work  done  will  appear  in  reports 
of  other  committees. 

President  MILLARD:  Next  in  order  is  report  of  the 
Treasurer.  I  think  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  defer  that 
until  tomorrow.  I  will  now  call  for  the  report  of  the  Secretary. 
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Secretary  KELLY:  Mr.  Chairman,  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men:  I  feel  that  my  report  should  be  in  the  form  of  an 
apology  for  the  late  issuance  of  the  Annual  Proceedings.  I  I 
might  tell  you  that  the  reason  the  book  did  not  come  out  ; 

sooner  was  that  we  did  not  have  enough  money  to  print  it.  i 

The  book  was  delayed  for  this  reason,  and  I  appreciate  that  |: 
the  book  coming  out  at  this  time,  is  hardly  satisfactory  to 
the  members.  Mr.  Harris  has  certain  suggestions  to  make  to  i 
remedy  this  condition.  It  is  a  very  serious  condition.  We 
are  conducting  our  Association  with  the  same  dues  that  we 
had  as  far  back  as  1904 — I  go  back  that/ar,  I  don’t  know  how  | 
much  further  back  it  went;  since  1904,  we  have  further  de¬ 
creased  our  receipts  by  providing  that  clerks  in  drug  stores 
should  pay  but  one  dollar.  We  are  attempting  to  carry  on  j' 
the  activities  of  an  Association  on  an  income  on  that  basis,  - 
when  the  expenses  are  increasing.  The  cost  per  page  of  - 
printing  the  Annual  Proceedings  will  be  higher  this  coming 
year.  The  printer  who  took  the  contract  to  print  the  Pro¬ 
ceedings  of  this  past  year  convinced  me  the  other  day  that 
at  32.75  per  page  he  did  not  make  any  money.  I  recall  the 
first  year  when  I  was  secretary  we  got  the  book  printed  at  90 
cents  a  page.  If  everybody  paid  the  dues,  the  story  would  I 
be  different.  The  members  must  realize  that  this  is  a  serious  * 
condition. 

In  regard  to  the  Proceedings  I  have  already  mentioned 
that  it  costs  over  $2  a  page  to  print.  I  am  informed  that  the 
new  book  will  cost  us  34.75,  including  postage  and  everything. 

We  have  a  return  of  about  3275,  which  consists  of  3200  re¬ 
turn  from  advertising,  so  the  net  cost  to  the  Association  is 
about  3200.  That  3200  means  for  the  issuance  of  the  book  and 
does  not  include  expenses  for  stenographic  work.  Some  time 
ago  the  book  did  not  cost  us  a  cent. 

We  have  attempted  to  handle  the  correspondence  of  the 
office  in  the  best  way  possible.  As  Mr.  Neal  has  represented 
to  you  that  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  will  be 
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found  in  the  reports  of  other  committees,  I  might  say  that 
the  report  of  the  Secretary  is  partly  represented  by  the  other 
reports  presented. 

President  MILLARD;  I  hope  you  will  remember 
what  the  Secretary  has  said  about  finances. 

Next  in  order  is  the  report  of  the  Entertainment  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr.  W.  L.  PIERCE:  The  Travelers’  Auxiliary  was  or¬ 
iginated  or  organized  in  1916;  we  had,  from  my  notes,  just 
sixteen  members  that  year.  This  year  we  have  something 
over  forty.  Now,  it  has  been  a  real  pleasure  to  the 
traveling  men  of  the  city  and  State  to  take  over  the  enter¬ 
tainment  features.  As  Mr.  Kelly  has  been  talking  about 
figures,  I  think  it  would  be  not  unwise  for  me  to  talk  figures. 
We  have  paid  3100  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Association;  I 
mean,  that  is  the  dues  that  the  traveling  men  pay  into  the 
Association  very  nearly  covered  that  provided  all  paid  up. 
Our  dues  are  33  in  addition  to  that  35.  You  should  realize 
that  it  was  a  real  pleasure  to  us  to  have  the  privilege  of  con¬ 
tributing  this  small  amount  of  pleasure  to  the  meeting,  to 
overcome,  at  least  any  dryness  in  the  regular  business  ses¬ 
sions  due  to  our  President. 

The  entertainment  features  for  this  year  are  as  you 
find  them  on  the  program,  plus — now,  “plus”  we  don’t  care 
to  say  anything  until  it  happens — 

While  we  don’t  expect  the  fellows  to  have  the  same 
feeling,  I  won’t  say  enthusiasm — I  believe  they  are  going 
to  have  a  better  entertainment  at  these  meetings,  there  are 
no  special  rooms  designated  as  heretofore.  I  think  the 
fellows  are  going  to  have  clearer  and  leveller  heads. 

I  want  to  say,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Chairman  of 
your  Executive  Committee,  as  President  of  the  Auxiliary,  we 
have  had  a  splendid  year,  and  the  entertainment  features 
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have  been  handled  by  our  good  friend,  Mr.  Catlin  here. 
Perhaps  you  would  like  to  hear  from  Mr.  Catlin. 

President  MILLARD:  We  will  be  glad  to  hear  from 
the  Chairman  of  the  Entertainment  Committee  if  he  does  as 
well  as  last  year. 

Mr.  CATLIN:  I  do  not  think  I  can  add  anything  to 
what  Mr.  Pierce  said  about  the  entertainment  features.  We 
will  do  everything  we  can  to  show  everybody  a  good  time 
until  they  go  away.  We  are  running  about  the  same  program 
as  last  year.  I  am  reminded  of  a  story  of  a  traveling  man  go¬ 
ing  out  of  a  hotel.  He  gave  the  colored  porter,  Jim,  a  pint 
bottle  of  whiskey.  When  he  returned  to  the  hotel  after  a 
period  of  two  months  he  said  to  the  colored  porter,  “Jim,  how 
was  that  whiskey  I  gave  you?”  Jim  replied,  “Just  right,  boss; 
if  it  had  been  any  worse  I  could  not  have  drank  it,  .and  if  it 
had  been  any  better  you  would  not  have  given  it  to  me.” 
We  are  going  to  give  it  all  to  you,  and  it  is  going  to  be  good. 

President  MILLARD:  That  is  all  the  program  calls 
for.  There  is  the  report  of  the  Membership  Committee. 

Secretary  KELLY:  I  will  report  for  that  committee. 
We  have  secured  several  applications  and  the  Committee 
hopes  to  add  to  those  at  the  sessions.  I  think  we  have 
fifteen  applications  at  the  present  time. 

President  MILLARD:  That  is  all  on  the  program. 
Anything  under  new  business?  If  not,  a  motion  to  adjourn 
is  in  order. 

(Upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  an  adjournment 
was  taken  until  Wednesday  morning,  June  30th.) 


Second  Session 


Wednesday,  June  30th,  1920. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10.30  a.  m.  by  Presi¬ 
dent  Millard. 

President  MILLARD:  Mr.  Guy  K.  Motter,  one  of 
Frederick’s  well  known  attorneys,  will  tell  us  how  welcome 
we  are. 

Mr.  GUY  K.  MOTTER:  Members  of  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association:  It  gives  me  more  than  the 
usual  pleasure  to  welcome  you  to  Braddock  Heights  on  the  oc¬ 
casion  of  this,  your  Thirty-eighth  annual  gathering;  that  you 
have  once  again  chosen  Braddock  Heights  as  the  place  of 
your  annual  gathering  is  evidence  of  the  fact  that  you  are 
well  pleased  with  the  treatment  received  and  pleasure  re¬ 
ceived  on  this  beautiful  spot  on  the  top  of  the  old  Catoctin. 

A  glance  at  your  program  shows  you  have  an  abundance 
of  work  to  do,  and  that  very  little  time  has  been  allotted  for 
an  address  of  welcome.  Since  brevity  is  the  soul  of  wit,  I 
will  be  brief.  I  want  you  to  know  that  we  are  very  pleased 
to  have  you  come  to  Braddock  Heights,  and  because  my  re¬ 
marks  are  short,  do  not  think  your  welcome  is  not  a  warm 
and  cordial  one.  I  assure  you  that  the  residents  of  this 
colony  join  with  me  in  extending  to  you  a  most  cordial  wel¬ 
come. 

Associations  of  men  such  as  this  deserve  to  be  well  re¬ 
ceived,  for  they  hold  a  very  important  place  in  the  life  of  the 
community.  Apart  from  the  consideration  of  those  things 
in  which  you  are  vitally  concerned,  and  which  you  are  more 
intimately  associated  with,  and  to  which  you  will  give  your 
deliberations  and  time,  I  am  persuaded  you  are  intensely 
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interested  in  things  connected  with  the  best  traditions  of 
this  country;  when  strife  and  turmoil  seem  to  be  the  order  of 
the  day;  when  weariness  and  distress  are  prevalent  from  war; 
when  it  seems  that  a  covenant  should  be  entered  into  whereby 
war  may  cease;  where  higher  wages  and  under  production 
are  playing  havoc  with  our  economic  life.  May  I  venture  to 
hope  that  you  will  consider  these  as  the  prevailing  evils,  and 
assist  by  your  good  counsel  and  good  offices  to  alleviate  these 
disastrous  conditions.  It  is  not  in  my  province  to  map  out 
your  work. 

I  simply  wish  to  extend  to  you  a  most  cordial  welcome 
to  Braddock  Heights.  I  can  not  allow  the  opportunity  to 
pass  without  thanking  my  good  friend,  Mr.  Williamson,  for 
mentioning  my  name  in  connection  with  this  pleasant  duty. 
I  want  you  to  know  that,  personally,  I  am  pleased  at  your 
presence,  and  I  hope  that  your  stay  with  us  will  be  pleasant 
and  profitable,  and  that  it  will  be  so  pleasant  as  to  compel 
your  early  return  to  Braddock  Heights  and  make  this  your 
appointed  meeting  place.  I  am,  indeed,  grateful,  Mr.  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  ladies  and  gentlemen,  for  your  kind  indulgence. 
(Applause). 

President  MILLARD:  Mr.  Hostmann  of  the  New 
Jersey  Association  is  with  us  today.  We  will  be  glad  to  hear 
from  Mr.  Hostmann. 

Mr.  HOSTMANN:  Mr.  Chairman  and  friends:  When 
I  came  to  you  last  year  I  delivered  several  messages  and  one 
of  them  with  regard,  at  that  time,  to  the  approaching  meeting 
of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  New  York. 
We  were  very  much  pleased  to  see  that  your  Committee  sent 
a  delegation  to  New  York,  and  I  hope  they  had  a  good  time. 
The  other  invitation  I  extended  to  you  was  to  attend  the 
Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the  New  Jersey  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  and  I  must  say  that  your  State  Association  had 
a  big  representation  at  that  meeting.  They  overcrowded  the 
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hotel,  and  it  was  necessary  to  put  some  of  our  folks  out.  It 
was  the  first  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  any  pharmaceutical 
association,  and  we  feel  it  will  become  a  matter  of  history. 
Many  matters  were  discussed  at  this  meeting,  including  the 
very  good  work  done  by  State  associations.  I  am  sure  it 
was  a  great  inspiration  to  the  younger  men  present,  in  so  far 
as  it  showed  to  them  the  great  amount  of  work  to  be  done  by 
State  associations. 

I  would  like  to  make  a  few  remarks  about  the  coming 
meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association.  I  had 
a  talk  with  Doctor  Schaeffer,  who  is  chairman  of  the  Trans¬ 
portation  Committee,  and  we  thought  it  would  be  a  very  nice 
idea  to  have  the  people  from  the  New  England  States,  New 
York,  Pennsylvania,  charter  a  boat  so  we  could  keep  together 
and  go  to  New  Orleans  in  a  body,  that  would  keep  us  together. 
You  will  get  a  letter  from  us,  and  we  hope  you  will  give  this 
serious  consideration.  A  few  other  things  I  would  like  to 
call  your  attention  to,  as  some  of  the  things  that  have  happen¬ 
ed  in  our  neighborhood.  We  instructed  our  Legislative  Com¬ 
mittee  to  do  something  along  the  lines  of  separating  the  drug 
store  and  pharmacy.  In  New  Jersey  the  chain  stores  are 
getting  very  strong  and  don’t  compound  prescriptions  in 
their  stores.  That  is  necessary  for  this  consideration,  it  is  a 
very  big  question. 

We  elected  about  158  new  members  and  more  gratify¬ 
ing,  we  had  about  80  per  cent,  of  our  members  present.  The 
presiding  officer  was  a  man  who  helped  organize  the  Associa¬ 
tion  in  1870  There  was  some  talk  about  raising  the.  dues. 
I  understand  the  Pennsylvania  Association  started  to  raise 
its  dues  from  two  to  three  dollars  and  the  Connecticut  Associa¬ 
tion  begins  to  pay  five  dol  ars  this  year. 

Connecticut  has  decided  to  open  a  College  of  Pharmacy. 
They  thought  the  State  was  getting  large  enough  to  have  a 
College  of  Pharmacy  and  they  thought  it  should  be  fathered 
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by  the  State  Association,  and  over  which  the  State  Association 
should  have  supervision.  They  invited  Dean  Rusby,  ot 
our  College,  to  write  a  paper,  and  upon  his  recommendation 
they  decided  to  raise  a  fund  of  3250,000,  and  to  institute  the 
four  years  high  school  prerequisite. 

I  think  I  have  told  you  all  I  ought  to,  but  I  have  not 
told  you  all  that  I  would  like  to,  because,  when  I  get  started 
on  these  association  affairs,  which  are  closest  to  me,  I  will 
talk  too  long.  As  the  gentleman  who  made  the  welcoming 
address  said  to  you,  you  have  so  much  business  to  do,  I  think 
I  had  better  stop. 

President  MILLARD:  We  will  extend  to  Mr.  Host- 
mann  all  the  time  that  he  wishes  in  all  three  of  the  sessions. 

Mr.  Pearce,  will  you  take  the  chair  for  a  moment? 

(Mr.  Pearce  takes  the  chair.) 

President  MILLARD:  I  am  next  in  turn  to  tell  what 
I  know  about  it. 

(Mr.  Millard  reads  his  address.) 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 

Association: 

It  is  with  unusual  pleasure  and  pride  that  I  preside  over 
your  deliberations  here,  in  this  -beautiful  resort  in  the  midst  of 
this  most  fertile  region  of  our  great  country.  This  is  the  38th 
annual  meeting  of  our  association  and  it  marks  an  advanced 
step  in  our  efforts  to  perfect  the  union  and  organization  ol  the 
pharmacists  of  this  State.  I  trust  that  our  sessions  will  prove 
instructive  and  that  the  entertainment  provided  for  you  will 
be  enjoyed  to  the  fullest  extent. 

We  have  passed  through  a  period  of  strenuous  years. 
The  life  of  the  retail  druggist  is  at  no  time  an  enviable  one, 
but  never  has  this  fact  intruded  itself  so  persistently,  as  during 
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the  epoch  now,  which,  we  hope,  is  drawing  to  a  much  desired 
end.  What  with  endeavoring  to  conduct  a  refined  grog¬ 
shop  business,  trying  to  run  a  soda  fountain  in  spite  of  25c. 
sugar,  a  complicated  system  of  revenue  tax  collection  and  high 
salaried  employees,  life  has  not  been  one  sweet  song  for  us. 
The  unravelling  of  red  tape  and  the  licking  of  revenue  stamps 
leaves  little  time  for  the  compounding  of  prescriptions  and 
the  other  normal  functions  of  the  old-time  (druggist. 

Nowadays  when  the  druggist’s  friends  w^ant  to  see  him 
they  go  to  the  Internal  Revenue  Collector’s  office.  If  they 
do  not  find  him,  they  simply  wait,  he  will  soon  be  back! 
When,  in  the  course  of  human  events,  it  became  necessary  to 
apportion  the  responsibilities  incident  to  the  collection  of 
war  taxes,  and  the  sheep  were  separated  from  the  goats,  the 
retail  druggists  were  found  lined  up  with  the  latter.  However, 
be  it  said  to  their  credit,  the  responsibilities  and  vexations 
thrust  upon  them  were  borne  with  considerable  cheerfulness. 

Ask  any  druggist  and  he  will  tell  you  that  Mr.  Volstead 
opened  a  Pandora’s  box  of  evils  when  he  framed  the  law  that 
bears  his  name.  Out  of  that  box  came  thousands  of  yards 
of  red  tape,  millions  of  stamps,  backed  with  sticky,  tongue- 
cloying  mucilage,  billions  of  book-keeping  details,  disputes 
with  booze-hounds,  interviews  with  revenue  officials,  and 
.countless  other  vexations  of  spirit. 

The  abnormal  conditions  of  the  time  of  actual  war  and 
the  chaos  that  immediately  succeeded  the  coming  of  the 
so-called  Peace,  still  lingers  with  us,  The  optimist  will  tell 
you  that  we  are  almost  through  our  era  of  troubles — that  things 
are  looking  up,  while  the  pessimist  will  insist  that  things  are 
“so  flat  on  their  back  that  they  can’t  do  anything  but  look 
up. 

How^ever,  we  have  at  least  became  so  accustomed  to  the 
litter  of  revenue  stamps  and  the  tangle  of  red  tape  that  if  old 
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conditions  should  return  the  druggist  would  feel  out  of  place 
and  probably  fail  to  recognize  his  own  store. 

But  seriously  speaking,  we  have  a  great  problem  before 
us.  If  our  government  fails  to  give  us  relief  from  the  burden 
of  extra  duties  entailed  by  the  reconstruction  period  we  will 
continue  patriotically  to  do  our  duty,  but,  while  we  do  not 
wish  to  shirk  our  responsibilities,  I  for  one  hope  that  some 
other  agency  may  be  found  for  the  working  out  of  a  plan  of 
whisky  dispensing.  The  revenue  stamp  inconvenience  will 
doubtless  continue  for  some  time  to  come,  but  as  to  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  the  handling  of  whiskey,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
course  of  the  Missouri  Association  should  be  followed  by  our 
organization  here  in  Maryland.  At  their  recent  meeting 
they  passed  the  following  resolution  unanimously: 

“Believing  that  the  Government  committed  a  tactical 
error  in  ‘wishing’  the  liquor  business  upon  the  retail  druggist, 
we  do,  therefore  resolve,  in  the  interest  of  law  enforcement  and 
that  the  high  standard  of  pharmacy  may  be  preserved  un¬ 
tarnished,  to  politely  but  very  firmly  decline  the  ‘honor,’ 
standing  pat  on  the  proposition  that  liquor  should  be  dis¬ 
tributed  through  dispensaries  owned,  operated  and  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  Government.” 

There  is  one  duty  that  I  must  not  overlook  in  delivering 
my  valedictory. 

In  conformity  with  the  custom  of  all  retiring  presidents 
and  Baltimore  grand  juries,  I  must  emit  a  few  more  or  less 
useful  suggestions  and  recommendations: 

Committees 


In  the  first  place: 

I  favor  the  forming  a  new  committee,  for  work  only  at 
this  Convention,  or  continued  to  report  at  our  next  annual 
meeting,  which  shall  be  called  the  Committee  on  Committees. 
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I  would  ask  that  its  members  meet  and  not  only  consolidate 
and  rename  existing  committees,  where  necessary,  but  con¬ 
cisely  state  just  what  the  specific  duties  of  the  various  com¬ 
mittees  are  to  be. 

For  instance  I  would  suggest  that  our  Committee  on 
Ethics  be  a  committee  that  really  deals  only  with  ethics  and 
deals  with  it  in  a  practical  way.  Among  other  things,  it 
should  take  up  the  problem  of  the  cut-rate  druggist  who  pays 
small  wages  and  offers  a  P.  M.  or  rake-off  on  every  substitute 
sale  of  goods  not  asked  for  by  the  customer  but  abnormally 
profitable  to  the  dealer.  The  ligitimate  druggist  pays  salaries 
in  keeping  with  the. times  but  is  put  in  competition  with  the 
druggist  who  advertises  sales  and  then  puts  on  his  counters 
only  a  limited  quantity  of  the  advertised  article,  (often  at  a 
loss,)  so  that  the  early  giving  out  of  that  commodity  will 
allow  him  to  work  off  on  the  readers  of  his  advertisement  a 
substitute  that  pays  a  bigger  profit.  He  pays  his  clerks  small 
salaries  but  gives  them  a  bonus  on  the  sales  of  the  substitutes. 
If  their  sale  slips  do  not  indicate  the  predominant  sale  of  the 
substitutes  they  get  their  walking  papers  at  the  end  of  the 
week.  This  practice  involves  what  is  essentially  a  matter  of 
“ethics”  and  has  resulted  in  the  making  of  a  problem  of 
sufficient  importance  to  warrant  the  attention  of  this  associa¬ 
tion.  I  have  no  doubt  that  our  Committee  on  Ethics  could 
secure  the  co-operation  of  the  Advertising  Club  in  this  matter. 

Under  our  present  system  we  have  twelve  standing  com¬ 
mittees  and  numerous  special  committees,  many  of  which  do 
not  function  satisfactorily  I  do  not  want  to  anticipate  the 
action  of  the  proposed  “Committee  on  Committees”  but  the 
sort  of  thing  that  is  in  my  mind  would  be  carried  out  by  making 
changes  of  this  sort;  Consolidate  the  Committee  on  Adult¬ 
erations-  and  the  Committee  on  New  Remedies;  also  merge 
the  Committees  on  Pharmacy,  Laws  and  Trade  Interests; 
let  the  grand  old  Committee  on  Entertainments  be  saddled 
with  the  duties  of  the  Publicity  Committee  and  let  this  live 
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crowd  interject  some  of  its  “pep”  into  the  publicity  work  of 
the  association. 


Finances 

Conducting  this  Association  is  a  business,  not  a  habit, 
and  to  operate  any  business  successfully  a  smooth  working 
system  of  financing  and  a  budget  are  essential.  In  the  olden 
days  when  the  costs  of  the  Annual  Proceedings  was  from  90c 
to  31.00  per  page  the  present  fees  of  32.00  for  members  and 
31.00  for  clerks  proved  sufficient,  but  in  these  times  when  it  is 
going  to  cost  33.70  per  page  to  issue  our  next  report  and  other 
items  in  proportion  the  present  fees  are  entirely  inadequate,  as 
our  Treasurer’s  report  will  show.  It  will  be  absolutely  im¬ 
perative  to  either  discontinue  our  year  book  or  increase  our 
revenue.  I  feel  confident  that  there  is  not  a  member  of  our 
association  who  will  for  a  moment  sanction  the  discontinu¬ 
ance  of  our  yearly  report,  therefore  I  recommend  that  the 
annual  dues  be  increased  as  follows:  35.00  per  year  for 
members  and  32.00  for  clerks.  I  also  recommend  that  our 
advertising  rates  be  increased  to  320.00  for  a  full  page,  and 
312.00  fcir  a  half  page.  The  present  rate  is  310.00  and  36.00. 
I  am  not  averse  to  forming  some  arrangement  with  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Pharmaceutical  Association  and  other  allied  Pharmaceu¬ 
tical  bodies  calling  for  a  club  subscription  or  something  of 
that  kind;  but  would  suggest  that  if  any  such  arrangement 
should  be  made,  in  all  events  it  must  net  the  sum  of  Five  and 
Two  dollars  respectively  to  this  Association.  To  bring  this 
matter  more  emphatically  to  your  attention  I  beg  to  submit 
the  following  budget,  prepared  at  a  conference  with  your 
Secretary,  Treasurer  and  representatives  of  the  executive  and 
legislative  committees.

This  will  leave  a  balance  of  360.00  and  no  association  or 
business  is  in  a  healthy  condition  without  a  balance,  be  it  ever 
so  small. 


Delixquexts 

I  recommend  that  members  or  clerks  one  year  back  in 
dues  be  not  sent  the  year  book,  and  those  two  years  back  to 
be  automatically  dropped  from  the  rolls. 

Revisiox  of  the  List  of  Pharmacists  axd  Assistaxt 
Pharmacists 

As  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  some  little 
time  it  became  very  apparent  to  me  that  the  list  of  pharmacists 
and  assistant  pharmacists  registered  under  the  Maryland 
Pharmacy  law  needed  revising.  There  being  no  yearly 
registration  there  is  no  way  that  this  list  can  be  kept  per¬ 
fected.  I  recommend  that  a  committee  of  six  be  named,  two 
retailers,  two  jobbers  and  two  traveling  men  to  co-operate 
with  a  committee  that  I  am  sure  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  will 
name,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carefully  go  over  the  list  and 
bring  it  up  to  date  and  so  far  as  it  is  in  their  power  to  do  so. 
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The  School  of  Pharmacy 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  review  the  history  of  the  Mary¬ 
land  College  of  Pharmacy  for  all  of  you  are  well  acquainted 
with  this  institution  and  its  record  of  achievement.  During 
the  last  session  of  the  General  x^ssembly  of  Maryland,  a 
measure  was  passed  merging  the  Maryland  State  College  and 
the  University  of  Maryland,  the  merged  institutions  to  be 
known  as  the  University  of  Maryland  and  to  be  governed 
by  a  Board  of  nine  Regents  appointed  by  the  Governor. 
Under  this  arrangement  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  hereafter 
to  be  known  as  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  becomes  an  integral 
part  of  what  it  is  confidently  believed  will  be  rapidly  develop¬ 
ed  into  a  great  State  University.  The  School  of  Pharmacy 
will,  therefore,  after  July  1st  of  this  year,  be  the  property  of 
the  State  and  more  particularly  of  the  pharmaceutical  citizens 
of  the  State,  since  it  may  be  assumed  that  these  latter  are  more 
directly  interested  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy  than  in  the  other 
schools  of  the  University.  It  is  believed  that  if  the  phar¬ 
macists  of  the  State,  through  their  State  Association,  represent¬ 
ing  as  it  does  the  several  pharmaceutical  interests,  at  once 
take  an  active  interest  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  they  can 
and  will  be  of  great  assistance  in  its  continued  development 
and  have  great  influence  upon  its  future.  It  is  apparent 
that,  with  the  passing  of  the  so-called  apprenticeship  system, 
pharmacists  must  in  the  future  look  more  than  ever  to  the 
colleges  of  pharmacy  for  the  training  of  the  pharmacist.  This 
does  not  mean  that  the  individual  pharmacist  cannot  take  an 
important  part  in  this  training  in  a  practical  way,  but  that  the 
college  of  pharmacy  must  do  the  scientific  training  and  a 
large  part  of  the  practical  training  also. 

The  State  will  naturally,  in  the  course  of  time,  make 
provisions  for  the  necessary  financial  support  of  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  of  the  University  of  Maryland,  but  if  the  pharma¬ 
cists  hope  for  the  prompt  development  of  the  school  that  they 
have  a  right  to  expect,  they  must  lend  great  aid  morally  and 
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financially  to* this  result.  I  would  therefore  recommend  the 
appointment  of  a  Standing  Committee  on  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  of  five  members  to  represent  this  Association -in  an 
advisory  capacity  in  connection  with  the  School  of  Pharmacy. 
I  may  say  that  those  in  charge  of  the  School  have  been  con¬ 
sulted  in  this  connection,  are  in  hearty  accord  with  the  plan 
and  urge  its  adoption,  as  they  believe  that  the  co-operation  of 
this  committee  will  keep  them  in  direct  touch  with  the  phar¬ 
macists  of  the  State  and  materially  assist  them  in  making  the 
School  of  Pharmacy  of  the  greatest  service  to  the  pharmacists 
of  the  State.  Through  this  Committee  the  School  of  Pharm- 
macy  can  consult  with  and  work  with  the  pharmacists  of  the 
State  in  this  important  phase  of  pharmaceutical  development. 
This  Committee  should  represent  all  branches  of  pharmacy,  and 
it  is  urged  that  only  those  be  appointed  on  the  Committee 
who  are  willing  and  prepared  to  give  the  necessary  thought 
and  effort  to  the  work. 

This  suggestion,  I  believe,  deserves  careful  considera¬ 
tion  also  from  the  standpoint  of  the  practical  interest  of  the 
pharmacist,  that  is  that  while  the  pharmacists  of  this  State 
are  not  only  willing  but  anxious  to  have  pharmaceutical  edu¬ 
cation  broadened,  they  must  see  that  this  is  sanely  done  and 
that  it  is  not  erratic  or  more  rapid  than  the  general  interests 
of  pharmacy  will  justify.  It  would  seem  that  if  the  step  above 
recommended  is  taken  the  pharmacists  of  the  State  will  there¬ 
by  be  put  in  a  position  to  influence  the  future  of  the  School 
of  Pharmacy  in  this  respect.  I  wish  to  emphasize  that 
those  in  charge  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  are  also  heartily 
in  accord  with  this  view  of  the  situation. 

Yearly  Registration 

At  our  annual  meeting  at  'Ocean  City  last  July,  the 
Pharmacy  Board  made  several  recommendations  regarding 
proposed  legislation,  all  of  which,  unfortunately,  were  adopt¬ 
ed  without  discussion.  This  Association  was  instructed  to 
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lend  every  effort  to  have  these  recommendations  enacte'd  into 
laws.  One  of  these  recommendations  was  to  have  our  Phar¬ 
macy  Law  so  changed  as  to  require  yearly  registration  for 
pharmacists  and  assistant  pharmacists.  It'  was  thought  that 
the  measure  would  automatically  correct  the  Board  of  Phar¬ 
macy  rolls  and  also  provide  it  with  funds. 

The  Board  of  Pharmacy  considered  it  unwise  to  have  this 
measure  introduced  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  as  it 
was  thought  that  the  members  of  the  Association  should  be 
given  every  opportunity  to  express  themselves  on  such  a  vital 
subject,  and  to  this  the  Legislative  Committee  agreed. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend,  therefore,  that  a  time  be 
set  apart,  for  the  discussion  of  this  very  important  subject. 
Right  here,  too,  I  wish  to  ask  that  this  recommendation  shall 
be  taken  up  formally  by  the  full  membership  of  this  Conven¬ 
tion  under  the  head  of  new  business  which  is  scheduled  for 
Thursday’s  session  instead  of  merely  allowing  it  to  come  under 
the  consideration  of  the  Committee  on  the  President’s  address. 

And  now  it  would  not  be  fitting  for  me  to  close  without 
calling  your  attention  to  the  splendid  work  done  by  some  of 
these  committees,  more  especially  the  Committee  on  Legisla¬ 
tion  and  the  Executive  Committee. 

Telling  work  was  done  by  those  two  committees  at  the 
last  session  of  the  Legislature  and  a  number  of  important  laws 
were  placed  on  the  statute  books.  Their  work  entailed  numer¬ 
ous  trips  to  Annapolis  often  made  at  great  personal  sacrifice, 
and  the  untiring  work  of  the  members  of  these  two  com¬ 
mittees  is  deserving  of  the  gratitude  and  appreciation  of  this 
Association.  Mr.  Williamson,  chairman  of  the  Legislative 
Committee,  will  no  doubt  give  you  a  detailed  account  of  the 
work  done.  I  will  say,  however,  that  while  we  might  have 
accomplished  much  more  had  we  adhered  to  our  original  pro¬ 
gram,  we  thought  it  wise  to  change  our  plans  in  order  to  con¬ 
form  to  certain  suggestions  of  His  Excellency,  Governor  Ritchie. 
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The  everlasting  gratitude  of  this  Association  is  due  to  our 
active,  efficient  and  faithful  secretary  whose  capacity  for 
detail  surpasses  my  understanding.  He  is  a  model  of  in¬ 
dustry,  patience  and  tact,  always  saying  the  right  thing  at  the 
right  time,  and  his  never-failing  watchfulness  of  the  interests 
of  your  Association  have  been  a  constant  source  of  inspiration 
to  me  and  to  the  members  of  your  working  committees. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  assure  you  of  my  deep  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  honor  of  having  been  your  president  for  the  year 
past  and  to  thank  you  for  the  splendid  support  that  I  have 
received.  As  I  look  back  over  what  you  have  accomplished 
during  this  year  I  am  impressed  by  the  lesson  that  it  teaches, 
a  lesson  of  the  power  weilded  by  such  a  body  of  men  and  women 
when  its  members  work  with  unity  of  purpose. 

The  year  has  been  a  notable  one  in  our  lives.  We  have 
done  our  part  toward  bringing  about  business  readjustment, 
accepting  cheerfully  the  assignment  of  some  of  the  most  un¬ 
pleasant  features  of  that  work.  For  having  done  your  part 
in  the  great  readjustment  now  going  on,  you  are  to  be  con¬ 
gratulated  and  I  am  proud  of  having  had  the  honor  of  serving 
as  your  president. 

I  thank  you. 

Mr.  PEARCE:  Ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion:  You  have  heard  the  “weather  report”  of  our  President, 
and  I  believe  a  resolution  is  in  order  to  accept  this  report. 

Mr.  PIERCE:  I  move  that  the  report  of  the  President 
be  accepted  and  referred  to  a  committee  of  five  members. 

Mr.  PEARCE:  What  is  your  pleasure? 

Mr.  NEx'\L:  I  second  the  motion. 

(The  motion  was  put  and  carried). 

Mr.  PEx'\RCE:  This  Committee  will  be  appointed  later. 

(President  Millard  now  takes  the  chair). 
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President  MILLARD:  Next  is  the  report  of  the  Board 
ot  Pharmacy. 

Mr.  HARRIS:  It  is  a  big  job  for  a  little  fellow. 

It  is  my  pleasure  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
to  submit  the  following  report. 

AXNXAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MARYLAND  BOARD  OF  PHARMACY. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  governing  the  activities 
of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy,  this  its  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  May  31st,  1920  is  respectfully  submitted,  being  the  Seventeenth 
Annual  Report  to  the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth  and  the  Seventh 
Annual  Report  to  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

During  the  year  just  ending  much  ot  interest  to  the  profession  has 
transpired,  particularly  the  passage  by  the  1920  session  of  the  Maryland 
Legislature  of  the  law  ordinarily  referred  to  as  the  “Pharmacists’  Pre¬ 
requisite  Law.’’  This  Act  is  known  as  Chapter  525  of  the  Acts  of  1920, 
and  repeals  and  re-enacts  Section  184  of  Article  43  of  the  Annotated  Code 
of  Maryland,  under  the  general  title  of  “Health,’’  sub-title  “Commissioners 
of  Pharmacy.’’  The  law,  which  became  effective  on  June  1st,  1920,  is 
designed  to  limit  the  examinations  for  registration  as  Pharmacists  and 
Assistant  Pharmacists  to  those  persons  having  certain  specified  qualifica¬ 
tions. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  law,  only  those  persons  will  be  eligible 
to  submit  to  examination  for  registration  as  Pharmacists,  who  have  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  have  had  at  least  four  years  actual  experience 
in  the  retail  drug  business,  have  had  at  least  four  years  standard  high 
school  training  or  its  equivalent,  and  who  in  addition  have  been  graduated 
from  a  reputable  College  of  Pharmacy.  Such  persons,  after  examination 
by  the  Board,  if  deemed  competent,  shall  be  registered  as  Pharmacists. 

In  order  that  a  person  be  eligible  for  registration  as  an  Assistant 
Pharmacist  it  is  necessary  that  he  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  eighteen 
years,  have  had  at  least  two  years  actual  experience  in  the  retail  drug  busi¬ 
ness,  have  had  at  least  two  years  standard  high  school  training  and  shall 
have  attended  a  reputable  College  of  Pharmacy  for  at  least  one  full  session 
of  eight  months  and  be  in  good  standing  therein. 

Realizing  the  urgency  of  elevating  the  profession  to  the  plane  where  it 
belongs,  and  desiring  to  limit  the  examination  for  registration  to  those 
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persons  thoroughly  competent  to  engage  in  the  retail  drug  business,  your 
Board  was  largely  instrumental  in  having  this  action  taken  by  the  Legisla¬ 
ture.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  such  a  law  is  necessary  to  properly 
protect  the  profession,  and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  its  pro¬ 
visions  have  the  endorsement  of  the  members  of  the  profession  generally 
throughout  the  State. 

Upon  being  advised  that  this  law  had  been  enacted  and  that  it  was  to 
become  effective  on  June  1st,  1920  the  Board  sent  a  circular  letter  to  every 
drug  store  proprietor  in  the  State,  advising  him  of  the  enactment  of  the 
law,  its  provisions  and  the  date  upon  which  it  was  to  become  effective. 
The  spring  examinations  were  postponed  to  give  an  opportunity  to  every¬ 
one  to  submit  to  examination  under  the  pre-existing  law  as  there  were, 
no  doubt,  some  who  would  not  be  able  to  qualify  after  June  1st. 

A  copy  of  the  present  law  is  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  of  this 
report. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  held  eight  meetings,  at  four  of  which 
candidates  for  registration  as  Pharmacists  and  Assistant  Pharmacists 
were  examined,  the  remaining  four  meetings  being  necessary  for  the 
transaction  of  general  business.  A  brief  account  of  each  of  these  meetings 
follows: 

On  September  8th,.1919  a  meeting  was  held  at  Baltimore  for'the  purpose 
of  discussing  the  examination  to  be  held  on  Octobter  9th  and  10th,  1919, 
particularly  with  reference  to  the  character  of  the  questions  to  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  candidates.  There  were  present  Messrs.  Frames,  Millard 
and  Harris.  At  this  meeting  the  Board  ruled,  that  in  view  of  the  advanced 
educational  requirements  being  established  throughout  the  country, 
affecting  candidates  for  registration,  which  movement  has  the  endorse¬ 
ment  of  the  National  Association  Boards  of  Pharmacy,  the  Maryland  Board 
would  require  that  on  and  after  July  1st,  1921  all  applicants  for  examina¬ 
tion  as  Pharmacists  furnish  evidence  of  having  had  at  least  two  years 
high  school  training  before  they  be  permitted  to  take  the  examination,  and 
that  on  and  after  July  1st,  1924  they  furnish  evidence  of  having  had  at 
least  four  years  high  school  training.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  this  action 
was  taken  by  the  Board  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Pre-requisite  Law  above 
referred  to.  The  action  taken  by  the  Legislature  supercedes  the  ruling 
of  the  Board,  and  effective  June  1st,  1920  the  Board  is  governed  by  the 
provisions  of  this  Act. 

After  considering  and  adopting  the  questions  to  be  submitted  at  the 
examination  on  October  9th  and  10th,  the  meeting  adjourned. 
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On  October  9th,  1919  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  University  of  Maryland 
for  the  examination  of  candidates  as  Pharmacists  and  Assistant  Phar¬ 
macists,  due  notice  having  been  previously  given  by  advertisement  as 
prescribed  by  law.  There  were  present  for  examination  a  total  of  twenty- 
eight,  of  which  ten  were  applicants  for  registration  as  assistant  pharmacists 
and  eighteen  as  pharmacists.  The  classes  were  examined  in  the  theoretical 
branches  of  Pharmacy,  Materia  Medica  and  Chemistry,  and  in  addition 
thereto  the  applicants  for  registration  as  pharmacists  were  examined  in 
pharmaceutical  mathematics.  Upon  conclusion  of  the  theoretical  examina¬ 
tion  the  meeting  adjourned  until  the  following  day. 

On  October  10th,  1919  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  Pharmaceutical 
Laboratory  of  the  University  of  Maryland  for  the  examination  of  the 
candidates  in  practical  pharmacy,  both  classes  being  examined  at  this 
session. 

On  October  20th,  1919  a  meeting  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  examining 
and  grading  the  papers  submitted  by  the  candidates  at  the  examination  on 
October  9th  and  10th.  A  careful  examination  was  made  of  all  the  papers 
submitted  after  which  the  Board  granted  certificates  to  eight  assistant 
pharmacists  and  seven  pharmacists;  two  assistant  pharmacists  and  eleven 
pharmacists  were  refused  registration.  After  grading  the  papers  submitted 
the  meeting  adjourned. 

On  April  14th,  1920  a  meeting  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  transacting 
the  business  relative  to  the  examination  to  be  conducted  on  May  26th  and 
27th,  1920,  and  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  Prerequisite  Law  passed 
by  the  Legislature.  Members  present  Messrs.  Powell,  Frames  and  Harris, 
the  President,  Mr.  Meredith  being  prevented  from  attending  by  reason 
of  pressure  of  business.  It  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  at 
this  meeting  that  Mr.  J.  Newton  Gilbert  who  had  been  appointed  a  member 
of  the  Board,  had  declined  the  appointment.  The  members  discussed 
the  character  of  the  examination  to  be  conducted  in  May  and  familiarized 
themselves  with  the  provisions  of  the  new  Prerequisite  Law,  after  which, 
there  being  no  further  business  to  transact,  the  meeting  adjourned. 

On  May  26th,  1920  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  University  of  Maryland 
for  the  purpose  of  examining  candidates  for  registration  as  Pharmacists 
and  Assistant  Pharmacists,  due  notice  having  been  previously  given  by 
advertisement  as  prescribed  by  law.  There  were  present  for  examination 
forty-eight  candidates  for  registration  as  pharmacists  and  sixty-three  for 
registration  as  assistant  pharmacists,  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  eleven. 
The  entire  membership  of  the  Board  was  present  at  this  meeting.  Both 
classes  were  examined  in  the  theoretical  branches  of  Pharmacy,  Materia 
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Medica  and  Chemistry.  At  two-thirty  o’clock  p.  m.,  upon  conclusion  of 
the  examination,  the  meeting  adjourned  until  seven  thirty  o’clock  p.  m. 
for  the  transaction  of  general  business. 

At  seven  thirty  o’clock  p.  m.  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  the 
Hotel  Rennert,  Baltimore.  The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  received 
a  total  of  114  applications,  whereas  only  111  of  the  applicants  had  appeared 
for  examination.  The  President  ordered  that  the  three  persons  who  failed 
to  appear,  be  permitted  to  take  the  next  examination  conducted  by  the 
Board  without  being  required  to  pay  an  additional  fee.  The  President 
outlined  to  the  Board  the  provisions  of  the  new  Prerequisite  Law  passed 
by  the  1920  Session  of  the  Legislature.  After  a  general  discussion  by  the 
members  of  the  Board  the  President  directed  the  Secretary  to  notify  the 
Secretary  of  the  X.  A.  B.  P.  of  the  passage  of  the  law  and  advise  him  that 
in  the  future  applicants  for  certificates  under  the  reciprocity  rules  must  be 
qualified  as  outlined  in  the  Statute. 

On  May  27th,  1920  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Labora¬ 
tory  of  the  University  of  Maryland  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the 
candidates  in  practical  pharmacy.  Both  classes  were  examined  at  this 
session.  The  newly  appointed  member  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Robert  L.  Swain, 
was  present  at  this  meeting  and  familiarized  himself  with  the  w'ork  and 
materially  assisted  with  the  examination. 

On  June  29,  1920,  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  Hotel  Braddock  for  the 
purpose  of  examining  and  grading  the  papers  submitted  at  the  May  ex¬ 
amination.  All  papers  submitted  were  carefully  examined  and  graded 
according  to  their  merit,  after  which  the  Board  granted  certificates  of 
registration  to  30  pharmacists  and  52  assistant  pharmacists.  Registration 
was  refused  17  pharmacists  and  10  assistant  pharmacists. 

During  the  year  the  Board  granted  certificates  of  registration  to 
29  persons  under  the  Reciprocity  Rules,  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  registrants 
and  the  State  in  which  they  received  their  initial  registration  is  attached 
hereto. 

In  addition  to  these  certificates,  37  certificates  of  registration  as 
pharmacists  were  issued,  the  registrants  having  been  previously  examined 
by  the  Board. 

Certificates  were  also  issued  to  60  assistant  pharmacists.  A  list 
containing  the  names  of  the  persons  registered  as  Pharmacists  and  Assistant 
Pharmacists  after  examination  by  the  Board,  is  also  attached  hereto.

A  detailed  report  of  receipts  and  expenditures  will  be  contained  in 
the  Treasurer’s  Report. 

A  matter  of  grave  importance  which  deserves  the  serious  consideration 
of  the  profession  generally,  as  well  as  the  attention  of  the  State  and  Munici¬ 
pal  authorities,  is  the  frequent  violation  of  the  laws  pertaining  to  the 
practice  of  Pharmacy.  It  is  known  that  persons  in  Maryland  are  wrong 
fully  and  unlawfully  representing  themselves  as  registered  pharmacists 
and  by  many  are  recognized  as  such,  whereas  none  of  these  persons  have 
ever  passed  an  examination  or  been  otherwise  registered.  In  fact,  few,  if 
any,  of  this  class  possess  the  requirements  necessary  for  registration. 

While  the  Board  is  aware  that  the  laws  are  being  violated  and  is 
endeavoring  to  detect  the  violators  and  eliminate  the  practice,  however, 
it  is  apparent  that  if  these  laws  are  to  be  rigidly  enforced,  some  definite 
legislation  is  necessary,  empowering  this  Board  to  detect  and  prosecute 
the  offenders,  provision  being  made  for  the  investigation  and  incidental 
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expense  thereby  incurred.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  in  order 
to  ascertain  definitely  whom  the  actual  offenders  are,  a  re-registration  is 
necessary.  A  complete  record  of  registered  pharmacists  throughout  the 
State  could  then  be  prepared  and  should  any  question  arise,  relative  to 
any  individual  registration,  it  could  be  promptly  and  satisfactorily  dealt 
with.  This  is  a  matter  of  great  importance  and  should  be  given  every 
consideration. 

In  conclusion,  we  feel  that  this  report  would  be  incomplete  without 
reference  being  made  to  the  resignation  of  the  President  of  this  Board, 
Mr.  H.  Lionel  Meredith,  and  the  effect  which  an  acceptance  of  his  resigna¬ 
tion  will  have  upon  the  future  activities  of  this  body.  We  feel  that  in 
order  that  the  business  of  the  Board  be  successfully  transacted  and  its 
policies  be  efficiently  administered,  the  services  of  Mr.  Meredith  are 
essential,  particularly  in  view  of  his  long  experience  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  and  his  intimate  knowledge  of  the  profession.  Realizing  that  it 
means  a  personal  sacrifice  to  him  to  serve  in  the  future  as  he  has  in  the  past, 
we  neverless,  feel  that  in  the  interest  of  the  profession,  the  welfare  of  the 
public  and  the  greatest  efficiency  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of 
this  Commission,  it  is  necessary  that  he  continue  to  serve  as  a  member 
of  the  Board.  We,  therefore,  appeal  to  the  members  of  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  individually  and  collectively,  to  use  their 
influence  and  endeavor  to  persuade  Mr.  Meredith  to  reconsider  his  action 
and  withdraw  his  resignation.

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President  MILLARD:  According  to  the  usual  custom 
this  report  will  be  referred  to  the  Committee  to  be  named. 

Next  in  order  is  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Legis¬ 
lation. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  Mr.  President,  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association:  x^s  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Legislative  Committee  for  the  past  year  it  is  one 
of  my  duties  to  make  the  report  of  that  Committee.  The 
Committee  was  composed  of  Messrs.  Holtzman,  of  Cumber¬ 
land;  Williamson  of  Frederick;  J.I.  Kelly  of  Baltimore;  Mere¬ 
dith  of  Hagerstown  and  myself  as  chairman.  At  the  last 
meeting  of  this  ^Association,  held  at  Ocean  City,  Maryland, 
certain  legislative  activities  were  recommended.  There  was 
recommended  a  bill  which  was  known  as  the  Bill  to  Reorganize 
the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  to  place  under  its  control  all  the 
drug  laws  of  Maryland.  A  Prerequisite  Bill  and  an  ^Annual 
Registration  Bill. 

xAfter  a  number  of  conferences,  with  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  it  was  determined  that  it  would  be  rather  ill  advised 
to  attempt  to  have  an  annual  registration  bill  passed  by  this 
Legislature.  The  entire  time  was  directed  in  an  effort  to 
have  the  other  two  bills  passed.  We  had  hoped  to  go  before 
the  Legislature  and  present  these  bills,  backed  by  the  influence 
of  the  entire  drug  interests  of  the  State.  We,  of  course,  had 
the  support  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  xAssociation. 
We  secured  the  support  of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy, 
later  the  Baltimore  Retail  Druggists’  ^Association  joined  with 
us.  We  then  had  to  secure  one  other  drug  interest,  that  was 
the  Baltimore  Drug  Exchange,  representing  the  wholesalers 
and  manufacturers  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  State  of 
Maryland.  We  had  a  conference  with  representatives  of  the 
Drug  Exchange  in  ^August,  1919.  That  conference  was  at¬ 
tended  by  Mr.  H.  H.  Robinson,  of  H.  B.  Gilpin  Company; 
Mr.  R.  H.  Bond,  McCormick  Company;  Mr.  Joseph  Hines, 
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Emerson  Drug  Company;  Mr.  J.  E.  Hancock,  of  J.  F.  Hancock 
&  Sons.  There  was  a  discussion  of  the  bill  as  drawn  by 
Mr.  Kerr,  our  lawyer.  We  altered  our  proposed  bill  to  meet 
the  suggestions  made  by  the  gentlemen  at  the  conference, 
and  we  expected  we  would  have  some  quick  action  by  the 
Drug  Exchange.  This  committee  was  only  to  report  back 
to  the  Exchange  and  was  without  power  to  act.  They  were 
to  confer  with  us  and  report  back  to  the  Drug  Exchange  and 
then  the  Exchange  would  take  what  steps  they  deemed  wise. 
This  was  in  August,  1919.  We  then  determined  that  we 
should  confer  with  the  Maryland  State  Board  of  Health. 
Now,  we  did  not  go  before  the  Board  of  Health  until  January 
21,  1920.  Now,  we  had  no  reply  from  August  5,  1919,  until 
December  4,  1919,  from  the  Conference  Committee  of  the 
Drug  Exchange.  As  we  had  not  heard  from  the  Drug  Ex¬ 
change,  we  had  rather  presumed  and  supposed  they  were 
waiting  for  their  annual  meeting,  and  at  that  meeting  there 
was  apparently  no  intention  of  taking  this  matter  up  or  giving 
it  any  consideration.  Fortunately,  being  a  member  of  the 
Baltimore  Drug  Exchange,  I  was  present  at  that  meeting  and 
forced  some  action.  I  want  you  to  know  the  manner  in  which 
the  Drug  Exchange  acted  in  this  matter. 

We  found  that  the  Committee  had  never  reported  back 
to  the  Exchange,  and  it  had  no  intention  of  doing  so,  apparent¬ 
ly  their  intention  was  to  ignore  the  Maryland  Pharmaceuti¬ 
cal  Association.  Now,  we  come  down  to  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Drug  Exchange,  at  which  meeting  the  Conference  Com¬ 
mittee  said  they  had  forgotten  about  the  matter,  we  found 
this  out  because  of  the  fact  that  I  am  a  member  of  the  Ex¬ 
change.  I  found  that  of  the  45  members  of  the  Exchange, 
there  were  none  of  them,  outside  of  the  Conference  Committee 
and  a  few  others,  who  knew  anything  about  what  we  were 
trying  to  do.  I  explained  in  detail  our  plans.  It  was  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Exchange  for 
action,  that  was  on  December  4th.  We  had  an  interview 
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with  Doctor  Blank,  by  appointment,  and  asked  him  to 
arrange  for  us  a  conference  with  the  Maryland  State  Board  of 
Health,  which  he  promised  to  do.  We  then  found,  after  some 
little  waiting,  that  we  had  not  had  any  reply  from  the  Balti¬ 
more  Drug  Exchange,  so  we  got  in  touch  with  them  and  asked 
what  they  intended  to  do.  We  received  this  letter  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Baltimore  Drug  Exchange:

‘Resolved,  That  the  Baltimore  Drug  Exchange  take  no 
action  with  regard  to  the  proposed  bill  to  be  introduced  in 
the  present  session  of  the  Legislature  by  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  which  has  for  its  object  the 
separation  of  the  enforcement  of  the  law  with  regard  to  Drugs 
from  that  of  Foods,  and  the  transfer  of  the  execution  of  the 
law  pertaining  to  Drugs  to  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy.’

Dear  Sir: 

“I  wish'  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
January  12th,  1920,  advising  us  of  the  action  taken  by  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  Drug  Exchange,  and  to  take  this  op¬ 
portunity  of  saying  that  the  position  taken  in  the  matter  by 
your  Association  is  a  great  surprise  to  the  Retail  Druggists 
of  the  State. 

‘^We  had  with  confidence  expected  to  have  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  your  Association  in  the  matter  proposed,  if  not  exactly 
as  proposed,  to  be  modified  to  meet  any  of  the  v  ews  which 
the  interests  you  represent  would  seem  to  think  necessary. 

“We  certainly  did  not  think  that  the  matter  would  be 
treated  as  it  has  been  treated  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
interests  of  the  Manufacturers  and  Wholesalers  in  Drugs  is  so 
interwoven  with  the  interests  of  the  Retail  Drug  Merchants 
that  a  matter  of  such  vita  importance  to  the  entire  drug 
interests  would  certainly  call  for  an  earnest  conference  of  all 
branches  of  the  business  to  adjust  any  differences  of  opinion 
so  that  a  united  movement  behind  the  final  plan  to  accom¬ 
plish  the  desired  leg’slation  would  be  possible,  and  we  can 
not  help  but  believe  that  your  action  does  not  represent  the 
attitude  of  the  drug  and  pharmaceutical  interests  that  are 
members  of  the  Baltimore  Drug  Exchange.

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I  wish  to  say  that  when  the  Exchange  took  this  action 
there  were  some  members  of  the  Exchange  who  heartily  en¬ 
dorsed  the  action  of  this  Association.  Among  the  members 
of  the  Exchange  who  heartily  endorsed  the  action  of  this 
Association  were  Muth  Brothers,  H.  B.  Gilpin  Co  ,  Parke- 
Dav's,  Gilpin  Langdon  Co.,  Emerson  Drug  Company  and 
Burrough  Brothers  Manufacturing  Company,  x'^fter  finding 
where  we  stood  with  the  Exchange  we  then  determined  to  go 
ahead  without  any  hope  of  support  from  that  quarter.  We 
went  to  x^nnapolis  for  a  conference  with  Governor  Ritchie. 
The  first  conference  was  on  February  12th.  We  found  that 
the  Governor  has  already  made  up  his  budget,  we  were  too 
late  for  him  to  give  us  a  place  in  the  budget,  too  late  because 
we  had  confidently  waited  for  the  support  and  help  of  the 
Baltimore  Drug  Exchange,  which  support  and  help  the 
Exchange  knew  from  the  very  beginning  they  were  not  going 
to  give  to  us. 

He,  however,  saw  that  there  was  some  justice  in  the  effort 
we  were  making,  and  he  made  suggestions  that  we  postpone 
the  act  on  at  this  time,  delay  our  efforts  in  that  direction,  and, 
as  a  substitute,  accept  an  amendment  of  the  law  placing  a 
pharmacist  on  the  Maryland  Board  of  Health,  and  in  this  way 
have  some  control  of  the  enforcement  of  the  Pure  Food  and 
Drug  Law.  If  we  had  gone  counter  to  the  Governor’s  sug¬ 
gestion,  and  without  the  Governor  we  could  not  get  the 
money,  and  without  the  money  it  would  be  impossible  to 
operate  the  plan,  we  would  have  accomplished  nothing  at 
this  Legislative  Session. 

The  Governor,  in  our  presence,  wrote  a  letter  to  the 
Maryland  State  Board  of  Health  and  suggested  that  the 
Attorney-General,  a  member  of  the  Board  ex-officio,  be  no 
longer  a  member  of  that  Board,  and  that  in  his  place  a  phar¬ 
macist  be  appointed.  It  was  some  little  time  before  he 
received  a  reply  from  Doctor  Fulton,  as  a  matter  of  fact  the 
Governor  wrote  the  letter  on  the  12th  of  February,  and  it 
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was  ten  days  before  we  had  any  reply.  Doctor  Fulton  wrote 
as  follows: 

“State  of  Maryland 

Department  of  Health,  16  West  Saratoga  St. 
Baltimore,  Maryland. 

February  14,  1920. 

“To  His  Excellency,  Albert  C.  Ritchie, 

Governor  of  Maryland, 

x^nnapolis,  Maryland. 

Sir: 


I  am  replying  immediately  (without  consulting  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board)  to  your  Excellency’s  note  of  February  12th. 

The  Board  of  Health  would  object,  I  believe  to  the  release 
of  the  x'^ttorney-General  from  his  ex-officio  membership  in 
the  Board  of  Health.  The  Health  Board  and  Attorneys- 
General  have  generally  but  not  always  been  very  economical 
in  the  use  of  the  xAttorney-General’s  own  time;  but  his  avail¬ 
ability  in  case  of  urgent  necessity,  and  his  utility  in  such  cases, 
are  of  critical  importance  and  so  regarded  by  the  Board  of 
Health. 

I  also  believe  that  the  druggists,  if  generally  informed, 
would  object  to  the  addition  of  a  druggist  to  the  membership 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  There  are  druggists  of  very 
high  character  and  attainment’s  who  would  be  admirable 
colleagues  in  the  Board  of  Health,  but  these  men  would  not 
desire  to  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  because  they 
might  be  at  some  time  charged  or  chargeable  with  serving 
their  professional  or  trade  interest,  and  they  would  avoid  the 
mere  appearance  of  that  bias. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  examine 
pharmaceutical  products,  and  to  exercise  a  certain  discipline, 
including  a  very  small  percentage  of  prosecutions,  in  cases 
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where  druggists  are  found  incompetent,  careless,  ignorant,  or 
dishonest,  in  their  important  services  to  the  sick  or  to  the 
physicians  who  prescribe  for  the  sick.  The  Board  of  Health 
has  a  similar  supervision  over  canners,  ice  cream  makers, 
dairymen,  food  purveyors  generally,  commercial  beverage 
makers  and  cold  storage  operators.  Of  course  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  Food  and  Drug  Law  is  unsatisfactory  to  some  mem¬ 
bers  of  each  and  every  group  that  I  have  mentioned,  and  each 
of  these  groups  has  exactly  as  much  reason  for  desiring  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Board  of  Health,  and  exactly  as  much  reason 
as  pharmacists  have  for  objecting  to  such  membership. 

That  is  to  say,  druggists,  if  consulted,  would  say  that, 
in  all  pharmaceutical  cases,  a  pharmaceutical  member  of  the 
Board  would  incur  and  other  members  of  the  Board  would 
escape  the  main  burden  of  critic'sm  in  every  decision  against 
public  interest;  and  in  a  decision  against  a  private  or  trade 
interest  would  again  be  subject  to  private  or  trade  animosity, 
while  his  colleagues  remained  immune.  He  would  thus  learn 
that  the  membership  of  a  pharmacist  in  the  Board  of  Health 
can  be  more  hurtful  than  helpful  to  the  pharmaceutical  pro¬ 
fession.  I  believe  that  the  druggists,  if  consulted,  will  decide 
very  promptly  against  this  proposition,  on  the  simple  ground 
of  ethics. 

If  pharmacists  do  not  tuke  this  view,  what  may  be  ex¬ 
pected  from  undertakers,  canners,  packers,  cold  storage,  and 
other  groups  which  can  provide  as  much  special  knowledge,  as 
honest  men,  as  desirable  consultants,  as  the  pharmaceutical 
professTn  undoubtedly  can. 

While  I  have  not  consulted  any  of  my  colleagues  before 
answering  Your  Excellency’s  letter,  I  assume  that  their 
opinions  would  have  been  sought  if  they  could  have  been 
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obtained  as  promptly  and  I  will  inform  them.

It  so  happened,  at  that  time,  that  I  had  all  the  leading 
druggists  of  the  State  to  indicate  their  desire  for  such  a  change 
to  sign  a  petition.  So  Doctor  Fulton  was  entirely  wrong  in 
that  matter. 

We  introduced  this  bill  on  March  15,  1920,  a  bill  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  Governor’s  ideas,  namely,  place  a  pharm¬ 
acist  on  the  State  Board  of  Health  in  the  place  of  the  x4ttorney- 
General. 

We  had,  as  your  President  told  you,  the  very  active 
help  of  Mr.  Joseph,  who  has  some  retail  drug  interests.  So 
we  were  particularly  fortunate  in  having  some  representation 
in  the  Legislature, at  least  some  one  who  was  familiar  with  the 
pharmaceutical  interests  of  the  city.  Mr.  Joseph  was  at 
our  service  all  the  time,  and  as  a  consequence  of  that,  this 
bill  was  passed  through  the  House  of  Delegates  without  any 
serious  opposition.  It  then  went  to  the  Senate,  and  was  going 
along  very  nicely  until  we  heard  that  the  State  Board  of 
Health  was  there  and  represented  by  their  man  in  Annapolis, 
and  there  had  been  some  opposition  against  it  but  nothing 
in  the  open.  So,  as  the  legislative  session  was  drawing  to  a 
close  and  this  bill  was  still  in  the  Senate,  Mr.  Kerr  and  myself, 
through  a  kind  act  of  Providence,  simply  got  a  “hunch,”  a 
premonition  that  it  might  not  be  a  bad  idea  to  go  to  Annapolis 
and  see  where  our  bill  was.  So  we  went  down,  and  we  heard 
that  the  bill  had  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Health, 
and  we  hunted  up  the  room  of  the  Committee  on  Health  and 
found  the  room  of  the  Committee  on  Health  in  the  corridor. 
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and  we  rapped  on  the  door  and  then  went  in.  We  found  the 
Committee  in  the  act  of  adjourning  a  conference  with  the 
Board  of  Health  representatives,  Doctor  Fulton,  Doctor 
Jones  and  their  legal  representative  at  Annapolis,  and  this 
representative  was  in  the  act  of  redrawing  our  bill.  The 
Committee  had  adjourned  and  accepted  their  alteration  of 
our  Bill.  The  State  Board  of  Health  very  kindly  changed  our 
Bill  to  read  that  the  Attorney-General  would  be  on  the  Board, 
but  made  a  place  for  a  new  member  on  the  new  Board  That, 
made  no  difference  to  us.  We  made  no  objection  to  the 
Board  of  Health  having  as  a  member  the  x-\ttorney-General, 
but  so  that  the  Governor  could,  if  he  wished  to,  have  the 
power  to  appoint  an  additional  member  of  the  Board  of 
Health.  He  did  not  have  to  appoint  a  pharmacist,  could  have 
appointed  a  blacksmith,  or  anybody,  and  did  not  have  to  do 
that  unless  he  wanted  to.  It  would  have  been  all  right 
with  Governor  Ritchie,  but  Governor  Ritchie’s  term  of  office 
expires  in  four  years,  and  we  said,  “No,  we  would  not  stand 
for  such  a  Bill.”  In  the  meantime  all  of  the  Committee  had 
gone  out  of  the  room  with  the  exception  of  the  chairman,  and 
we  managed  to  hold  him,  and  we  were  able  to  show  him  that 
it  was  a  very  unfair  advantage  the  State  Board  of  Health  had 
taken  of  us,  in  holding  this  conference,  without  our  Committee 
being  present.  We  showed  our  indignation  at  such  unfair 
methods  on  the  part  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  the 
chairman  agreed  with  us.  We  succeeded  in  having  our  Bill 
stand  as  originally  drawn.  The  Senate  passed  the  Bill  in 
that  form  and  it  was  rushed  back  to  the  House  of  Delegates, 
and  was  passed  As  you  know,  the  Governor  signed  the 
Bill  and  has  filled  the  position  by  appointing  Doctor  E.  F. 
Kelly.  This  appointment  I  know  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  the 
Association. 


Of  course  the  Prerequisite  Bill  we  had  no  trouble  with 
at  all,  as  everybody  was  interested  in  that  and  approved  of  it. 
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We  have  let  the  Legislature  know,  we  have  let  the  State 
Board  of  Health  know,  and  we  have  let  the  Governor  know, 
that  it  is  not  our  intention  to  give  up  our  original  idea  of  hav¬ 
ing  the  enforcement  of  the  Drug  Laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland 
under  the  control  and  direction  of  drug  men,  and  we  hope 
this  will  be  in  the  near  future.  I  want  to  say  that  you  must 
not  overlook  the  influence  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association  when  it  puts  into  operation  a  movement  for  the 
benefit  of  its  members  and  the  public. 

The  Committee  was  very  harmonious  in  its  work.  We 
sent  out  many  letters  to  the  druggists  throughout  the  State 
requesting  their  help.  We  found  a  very  quick  response  to 
our  requests  A  very  prompt  response  on  the  part  of  every 
member  to  get  behind  his  representatives  in  the  House  of 
Delegates  and  Senate,  and  the  representatives  were  quick 
to  realize  that  there  was  a  live  body  of  men  interested  in  the 
Bil\  therefore  your  Legislative  Committee  always  were  given 
great  consideration  during  its  visits  to  the  State  House,  both 
by  the  Governor  and  the  Legislaturemen.  I  am  strongly 
ca’ling  your  attention  to  these  points  for  the  future  and  not 
so  much  for  the  past  It  should  always  be  borne  in  mind  that 
when  you  have  a  legislative  committee,  when  you  have  plann¬ 
ed  certain  work  for  them  to  do,  that  they  need  your  influence, 
that  you  must  stand  ready  to  answer  the  call  of  your  Legisla¬ 
tive  Committee,  answer  it  quickly,  and  promptly,  to  the 
fullest  extent  of  your  ability.  That  is  my  reason  for  going 
into  detail.  The  Association  wil  have  more  of  this  work  to 
take  care  of  and  nothing  will  be  attempted  by  this  Associa¬ 
tion  but  that  which  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  public  and 
the  Pharmacists  of  the  State.  (Applause  ) 

The  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  is  a  live,  active 
association  and  intends  to  continue  its  activities  for  the  im¬ 
provement  of  conditions  effecting  the  Pharmacists  of  the  State; 
therefore  I  want  you  to  realize  the  influence  your  Association 
is  able  to  exert  and  to  impress  upon  you  the  great  value  of 
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your  individual  influence  and  the  vital  necessity  for  you  to 
exert  that  influence  promptly  when  called  upon  by  your 
Association. 

President  MILLARD:  You  have  heard  this  very  ex¬ 
cellent  report  of  the  Legislat’ve  Committee.  What  is  your 
pleasure? 

A  MEMBER:  I  move  the  report  be  adopted  with 
thanks  to  the  Committee. 

(This  motion  duly  seconded  and  put  was  carried.) 

Mr  PEARCE:  Mr.  President,  I  name  as  the  Committee 
on  the  President’s  Report  the  following  members:  Mr.  R  E. 
L.  Williamson,  Mr  Charles  L.  Meyer,  Mr.  F.  W.  Dickson, 
Miss  Olive  Cole  and  Mr.  W.  K.  Edwards. 

President  MILLARD:  Next  in  order  is  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Laws. 

Secretary  KELLY;  They  have  no  report  to  make. 

President  MILLARD:  Next  in  order  is  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Deceased  Members. 

Secretary  KELLY:  I  would  like  to  ask  that  it  be  de¬ 
ferred  until  tomorrow. 

President  MILLARD:  If  the  Treasurer  is  ready,  we 
will  have  his  report. 

Mr.  HARRIS: 

Mr,  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

In  making  my  annual  report,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  once  again  bring  to 
the  attention  of  this  Association  the  vital  importance  of  some  definite 
action  whereby  we  may  continue  its  affairs  in  an  up-to-date  and  business¬ 
like  manner.  After  five  years  during  which  I  have  given  my  best  thought 
and  effort  to  arouse  that  interest  that  every  pharmacist  should  have,  I 
find  that  instead  of  advancing  we  are  steadily  going  back  in  a  financial 
way.  I  see  but  one  way  out  (and  I  believe  that  that  way  will  eventually 
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come),  that  is  an  annual  re-registration  such  as  the  State  of  Tennessee 
has.  Just  a  few  years  ago  it  had  an  Association  of  about  ninety  members, 
a  little  more  than  one-half  of  that  number  paying  their  dues.  Today  they 
have  more  than  fifteen  hundred  members,  all  paying  up  without  a  single 
objection,  I  am  told.  Why  not  Maryland?  Today  we  stand  at  the  very 
head  of  the  profession  and  I  assure  you  that  we  are  not  only  being  watched 
but  admired  by  men  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  I  hope,  as  our  President 
has  suggested  in  his  report,  that  this  Association  will  give  this  matter 
thought  and  take  another  step  forward.

You  will  notice  there  ev.dence  of  necessity  of  taking 
some  actions  to  help  the  cause  along.  It  has  been  brought 
out  by  the  President  and  by  the  Secretary,  that  we  have  been 
trying  to  run  a  ^100,000  corporation  on  310,000  capital — per¬ 
haps  the  ladies  account  for  the  inflated  stock.  It  is  time  to 
wake  up.  We  must  wake  up.  When  I  think  of  a  few  years 
ago,  when  I  tried  to  get  a  position  with  a  firm  in  Baltimore, 
after  having  graduated  from  the  Maryland  College  of  Phar¬ 
macy,  they  paid  me  the  princely  salary  of  350  per  month. 
Today,  I  am  paying  that  much  per  week.  How  do  you  ex¬ 
pect  us  to  continue  on  $2  a  year  dues  when  men  are  throwing 
two  dollars  around  like  they  were  postage  stamps.  Why  not 
get  together  and  endorse  the  President’s  report,  because  I 
think  that  is  the  greatest  report  ever  made  before  this  Phar¬ 
maceutical  xYssociation  (applause)  indeed,  it  is  common 
sense  from  beginning  to  end. 

If  we  went  out  here  today,  I  venture  to  say,  I  could  name 
three  men  who  could  raise  35,000  for  this  xYssociation.  Now, 
why  not  get  together  and  let  us  make  this  the  real  Association 
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of  the  country.  I  will  tell  you  that  at  Washington  at  the 
National  Boards  of  Pharmacy,  it  proved  that  Maryland  was 
being  not  only  watched  but  admired  by  men  from  all  parts 
of  the  country.  If  you  people  had  been  down  there,  I  am 
pretty  sure  that  every  person  would  have  worn  an  American 
flag  and  been  proud  he  was  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 
I  don’t  want  to  tire  you,  but  I  hope  you  will  get  together 
and  approve  the  President’s  report. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  I  don’t  know  whether  I  will  be  able 
to  be  here  tomorrow.  As  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Harris,  it  is 
a  very  important  matter  that  this  Association  gets  funds  back 
of  it,  so  that  it  can  be  more  active.  Mr.  Williamson’s  report 
impressed  upon  you  that  if  you  have  to  get  any  legislative 
matters  through,  or  laws  passed,  that  you  must  have  a  solid 
organization.  You  cannot  make  an  organization  any  stronger 
than  the  weakest  man  in  it,  and  the  history  of  the  human  race 
is  that  the  man  who  has  money  in  it  has  his  heart  in  it. 
Now,  we  are  interested  in  pharmacy  and  pharmacy  in  Mary¬ 
land,  but  to  get  a  law  on  the  books  you  must  have  a  concrete 
organization  back  of  you. 

If  a  five  dollar  fee  carried  with  it  annual  registration  and 
at  the  same  time  puts  that  pharmacist  in  the  State  Associa¬ 
tion  (the  Board  of  Pharmacy  paying  a  certain  amount  to 
the  Association )  when  you  get  that  man  in,  he  has  paid  his 
money,  and  is  interested  in  getting  something.  If  the  State 
Pharmaceutical  Associations,  throughout  the  country  adopt 
some  such  scheme,  as  suggested  by  the  President,  you  are 
going  to  have  more  pharmacists  and  you  are  going  to  have  their 
support. 

The  great  trouble  today  is  we  are  too  prone  to  allow  the 
other  fellow  to  do  the  job.  We  in  the  counties  say  the  men 
in  the  city  will  look  after  the  Legislature.  These  matters 
should  be  looked  after  by  the  members  in  the  counties  as 
much  as  in  Baltimore.  You  will  never  get  interest  in  the 
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Association  unless  the  men  put  their  money  into  it.  You  can 
show  him  where  he  is  going  to  get  his  money  s  worth,  because 
you  will  be  able  to  get  the  kind  of  law  that  will  help,  the  kind 
of  law  that  Mr.  Pearce  wants  in  his  section,  that  Mr.  Harris 
needs  in  Baltimore  and  I  need  in  Washington  County. 

While  I  have  the  floor,  if  I  have  your  permission,  at 
Washington  the  N  A.  B.  P.,  as  mentioned  by  your  Secretary, 
approved  the  examination  of  assistant  pharmacists.  Mary¬ 
land  has  had  that  smce  1902,  and  has  been  examining  right 
along  for  the  last  eighteen  years  assistant  pharmac'sts.  The 
National  Board  of  Pharmacy  has  just  come  to  that  point. 

Now,  I  want  to  say  for  your  College  of  Pharmacy  I  am 
impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  School  of  Pharmacy  as  you 
have  it  in  Baltimore  and  which  will  come  under  the  University 
of  Maryland  after  July,  is  far  in  advance  of  many  of  the  colleges 
throughout  the  country.  They  have  a  course  which  is  far  in 
advance,  and  which  is  well  balanced.  I  only  mention  this  just 
because  I  would  ike  you  to  know  it  before  you  decide  where 
you  are  going  to  send  your  boys. 

It  seems  that  the  new  Prerequisite  Law  came  into  effect 
very  quickly  after  its  passage.  The  Board  thought  it  might 
be  a  good  idea  to  examine  anybody  who  would  fail  under  the 
old  law  and  give  them  one  more  examination.  Of  course,  after 
June,  the  Board  must  accept  the  requirements  as  laid  down  in 
the  Prerequisite  Law.  Again,  Maryland  is  in  the  advance 
there.  We  have  now  the  four  years  required  high  school 
prerequisite.  Most  of  the  States  will  not  require  that  before 
1923. 

President  MILLARD:  Do  I  understand  that  candidates 
who  took  the  examination  last  June  and  happen  to  fail  can 
reappear.^ 

Mr  MEREDITH;  There  were  quite  a  number  who  did 
not  have  four  years  high  school  training  and  had  been  in  the 
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business  fifteen  years;  they  had  not  the  time  to  get  the  four 
years  high  school  training  and  we  thought  it  only  fair  to  give 
them  six  months  instead  of  one  by  allowing  another  trial. 
I  think  that  is  the  greatest  tradition  we  have  in  Maryland, 
being  fair  to  the  other  fellow. 

President  MILLARD:  In  disposing  of  the  Treaurer’s 
report,  I  might  say  that  I  will  refer  it  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  for  audit.  The  recommendation  contained  in  the 
report  will  be  referred  to  the  special  committee  appointed. 

Mr.  NEAL:  I  move  that  the  first  order  of  business 
tomorrow,  be  the  discussion  of  the  re-registration  proposition 
as  reported  in  the  President’s  Address. 

(This  motion  being  duly  seconded  was  put  and  carried  ) 

President  MILLARD:  The  next  order  is  the  naming  of 
the  Nominating  Committee.  I  think  it  is  customary  to  put 
ex-Presidents  of  the  Association  on  that  Committee.  I  will 
appoint  Mr.  Meredith,  Mr.  Frames  of  Baltimore;  Mr.  Turner 
of  Cumberland  Mr.  Williamson  of  Frederick;  and  Mr.  Mc¬ 
Kinney  of  Taneytown. 

President  MILLARD:  Next  in  order  is  the  reading  of 
papers.  Are  there  any  papers  you  w^ant  to  present? 

Next  in  order  is  New  Business.  Anything  under  the 
head  of  New  Business. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  will  be  in  order. 

(Thereupon  motion  to  adjourn  was  made,  duly  seconded, 
put  and  carried.) 

(An  adjournment  was  taken  until  Thursdav  morning, 
July  1,  1920) 


Third  Session 


Thursday,  July  1,  1920. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10:30  a.  m.  by  Presi¬ 
dent  Mihard. 

President  MILLARD:  •  I  think  the  first  in  order  of 
business  th's  morning  is  the  discussion  of  the  recommendation 
as  to  the  yearly  registration. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  Inasmuch  as  the  recommendation 
is  a  part  of  the  President’s  Address,  might  it  not  be  a  better 
plan  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  President’s 
Address  first. 

President  MILLARD:  I  would  like  to. have  this  parti¬ 
cular  part  of  the  Address  d’scussed.  I  think  it  is  a  matter  for 
discussion.  If  there  is  no  objection,  I  will  ask  for  the  report 
on  the  President’s  Address,  and  take  it  up  seriatim. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  Mr.  President,  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men:  The  Committee  appointed  by  the  presiding  officer 
yesterday  known  as  the  Committee  on  the  President’s  Address 
begs  leave  to  report  as  follows:  The  Committee  convened  last 
evening  and  carefully  considered  the  matters  referred  to  in 
the  address  delivered  by  the  President  yesterday  morn'ng. 
As  chairman  of  the  Committee  I  was  instructed  to  make  the 
following  report: 

First.  The  matter  of  vital  interest  that  would  require 
the  act  on  or  consideration  by  this  Convention  is  that  re¬ 
ferring  to  the  problem  of  dispensing  of  liquor,  alcholic  liquors 
through  the  avenue  of  the  retail  drug  business.  In  the 
President’s  report  he  believes  that  the  matter  of  dispensing 
and  filling  of  prescriptions  for  whiskey  and  other  liquors,  is, 
at  this  tijne,  in  an  experimental  stage,  and  there  has  not  been 
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sufficient  crystallized  opinion  on  the  part  of  the  individual 
pharmacist  as  to  the  best  method  to  pursue,  nor  has  the 
Government  apparently  sufficiently  and  definitely  promulgated 
rulings  for  any  hard  and  fast  action  to  be  taken  by  any  body 
of  pharmacists  at  this  time.  We  believe  such  action  should  be 
taken  as  would  reflect  the  good  judgment  and  experience  of 
the  Phai'maceutical  Association,  for  the  reason  that  such 
action  would  be  helpful  n  formulating  a  definite  stand,  and 
that  it  w(Duld  be  entirely  right  for  this  Association  to  designate 
in  concrete  form,  the  opinion  of  the  men  represented  at  this 
meeting. 

The  Committee  on  Committees.  We  believe  that  much 
good  can  be  done  by  a  Committee  on  Committees  as  suggested 
by  the  President,  and  we  believe  that  the  suggestion  is  a  very 
practical  and  desirable  one. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  the  suggestion 
as  to  the  Committee  on  Committees,  Mr.  Millard  has  certain 
ideas  and  states  specific  things  to  be  handled  under  the  various 
committees.  We  will  not  refer  to  those,  as  they  can  be  taken 
up  hy  this  body  when  they  discuss  the  advisability  of  either 
adopting  or  rejecting  the  plan  of  a  Committee  on  Committees. 

The  President’s  comments  and  recommendation  on  fin¬ 
ances,  this  Committee  heartily  endorses.  We  believe  that 
he  has  shown  good  business  judgment  in  recommending  that 
the  dues  of  this  Association  be  increased  to  3^.00  and  32.00 
respectively,  and  that  the  advertising  rates  be  increased  to 
320  a  page  and  312  for  a  half-page  We  believe  it  should  be 
known  that  this  Association  believes  more  advertisements 
should  be  secured  in  the  book,  in  order  that  a  part  of  the  ex¬ 
penses  can  be  taken  care  of.  In  connection  with  the  finances 
the  President  has  illustrated  his  reason  by  presenting  a  tenta¬ 
tive  budget  plan,  or  budget  calculation.  In  this  connection, 
we  think  the  expenses  should  be  controlled  and  guided  through 
a  budget. 
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In  reference  to  delinquents,  the  Committee  is  heartily 
in  favor  of  the  idea  presented  by  the  President  of  refusing  to 
supply  the  Proceedings  of  the  Association  to  any  members 
who  have  fai’ed  to  pay  their  dues  for  one  year;  and  we  further 
endorse  the  idea  that  any  member  failing  to  pay  dues  for  two 
years  should  be  dropped  from  the  rolls 

As  to  the  revision  of  the  lists  of  pharmacists  and  assistant 
pharmacists,  this  Committee  believes  that  such  a  list  should  be 
revised,  and  should  be  made  to  be  current  so  that  the  list  will 
be  of  value,  not  only  to  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  but  also  to 
the  entire  body  of  pharmacists  of  the  State.  While  we  believe 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  have  correct  y  and 
properly  kept  this  list,  we  understand  that  such  revised  list 
is  not  available.  We  believe,  as  the  President  suggests,  that 
the  Board  of  Pharmacy  should  have  the  help  of  the  committee 
proposed  by  the  President,  in  order  to  revise  the  roster 
promptly. 

In  reference  to  the  President’s  suggestion  as  to  the 
school  of  pharmacy  of  the  University  of  Maryland,  this  com¬ 
mittee  wishes  to  say  that  it  has  not  sufficient  force  in  words 
to  too  strongly  endorse  this  suggestion.  We  believe  that  one 
of  the  most  vital  and  important  features  of  this  State  Univer¬ 
sity — a  university  that  is  the  property  of  the  State  of  Mary¬ 
land — is  that  the  residents  and  citizens  of  Maryland  have  a 
deep  and  vital  interest  in  its  activities.  The  pharmacists  of 
the  State  through  their  State  Association  should  take  an  active 
interest  in  the  school  of  pharmacy,  put  its  entire  strength  and 
help  to  the  maintenance  of  the  school,  and  no  better  way 
could  be  suggested  that  to  appoint  a  committee  of  this  Associa¬ 
tion  to  work  in  close  connection  with  the  faculty  of  the  school. 
Therefore,  we  recommend  that  this  AssociatTn  see  that  such 
a  committee  is  appointed. 

As  to  the  President’s  remarks  and  references  on  yearly 
registration:  This  subject,  which  has  been  discussed  and  under 
consideration  for  a  considerable  length  of  time,  and  upon 
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which  there  is  a  variety  of  opinions,  is  of  such  vital  importance 
that  it  should  be  definitely  considered  at  this  meeting  as  an 
independent  matter  and  no  time  should  be  taken  from  the 
discussion  of  this  by  any  other  matters.  Therefore,  we  re¬ 
commend  that  this  meeting  give  careful  consideration  and 
thought  to  that  feature  of  the  President’s  address. 

Those,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  are  the  live  features  that 
were  referred  to  by  this  most  excellent  address  of  the  President 
of  this  Association.  This  Committee  feels  that  this  report 
would  not  be  complete,  and  this  Committee  would  have  been 
derelict  in  its  duties  without  saying  to  you  that  this  Com¬ 
mittee  compliments  Mr.  Millard  on  this  most  excellent  ad¬ 
dress.  This  address  is  of  vital  interest  to  members  of  this 
Association  who,  as  the  President  calls  them,  are  the  phar¬ 
maceutical  citizens  of  this  State.  We  compdment  this  Assoc¬ 
iation  as  being  very  fortunate  in  having  such  a  man  as  Presi¬ 
dent;  one  who  could  make  such  an  address.  (Applause.) 

President  MILLARD:  We  have  heard  the  report  of 
the  Committee.  What  is  your  pleasure? 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  Committee  I  would  like  to  point  out  just  one  or 
two  little  things,  I  supposed  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  to  have  kept  a  revised  list  of  registered  pharmacists 
and  I  am  very  glad  it  has  been  brought  to  the  Association 
in  this  way.  This  revision  of  the  list  is  a  very  vital  matter  to 
the  whole  State  Association,  and,  therefore,  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  is  nothing  more  than  a  channel  through  which  it 
is  to  function.  This  is  a  big  job  for  the  Secretary  of  the 
Association  I  want  to  make  a  motion  now  that  this  report 
be  accepted  with  the  thanks  of  the  Association. 

Mr.  SCHULTZE:  Simply  to  accept  the  report  means  to 
accept  all  that  it  contains.  There  are  so  many  vital  matters 
in  that  report,  I  would  like  to  move  that  we  accept  it  seriatim. 
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President  MILLARD:  It  is  so  understood,  and  we  will 
take  it  up  accordingly. 

Mr.  Williamson,  will  you  please  read  the  report? 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  There  is  a  motion  before  the 
house. 

President  MILLARD:  All  in  favor  say  Aye,  and  op¬ 
posed,  No. 

(Motion  carried.) 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  The  Chair  has  requested  me  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  Association  to  the  various  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  President’s  report  in  the  order  in  which 
they  occur  in  accordance  with  the  motion  made. 

The  first  recommendation  is,  the  Committee  on  Com¬ 
mittees.  Considering  them  seriatim,  this  would  be  the  first 
thing  that  is  before  you.  The  President’s  recommendation 
is  that  a  committee,  that  he  terms  a  Committee  on  Com¬ 
mittees,  should  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  con¬ 
solidate  and  rename  existing  committees  wherever  necessary, 
concisely  state  just  what  the  specific  duties  shall  be,  and  to 
see  to  it  that  the  committees  function  in  a  proper  way  and 
do  their  work. 

President  MILLARD:  I  might  say  my  original  idea 
was  to  have  this  special  committee  report  at  this  session,  but 
it  is  rather  late,  and  I  think  it  had  better  report  at  the  next 
annual  meeting. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  Now,  the  only  thing  to  consider 
is  whether  or  not  this  is  a  good  thing  to  do;  we  have  twelve 
standing  committees,  and  several  special  committees.  Now, 
if  you  agree  that  this  idea  of  the  President  is  a  good  one,  then 
you  must  authorize  a  Committee  on  Committees  and  this 
committee  is  empowered  to  change  the  work  of  committees, 
consolidating  the  work  and  cut  out  work,  and  the  like.  The 
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Committee  on  Adulterations,  and  the  Committee  on  New 
Remedies  could  be  made  one  committee.  The  Entertainment 
Committee  and  Publicity  Committee  could  be  made  one  com¬ 
mittee.  The  Committee  on  Pharmacy  and  Committee  on 
Trade  Interests  could  be  made  one. 

I  would  like  to  inquire  if  the  adoption  of  that  recom¬ 
mendation  would  conflict  with  our  By-Laws  as  they  stand 
at  the  present  time. 

President  MILLARD:  I  don’t  think  so. 

Secretary  KELLY :  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  it 
was  the  President’s  idea  to  have  this  Committee  make  a 
recommendation  to  this  Association.  I  understand  the  Presi¬ 
dent  wishes  the  Committee  to  be  an  advisory  committee. 

President  MILLARD:  My  original  idea  was  to  have 
this  Committee  report  at  this  meeting,  but  because  it  is  so  late 
in  the  session  now,  my  idea  would  be  to  have  it  report  at  the 
next  annual  meeting. 

A  MEMBER:  Don’t  you  have  a  session  tomorrow 
morning.^ 

President  MILLx^RD :  We  will  be  pretty  busy  tomorrow. 

MEMBER:  It  is  a  very  important  matter  and  I  make 
a  motion  that  this  Committee  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman 
at  this  session,  and  to  report  back  at  tomorrow’s  session. 

President  MILLARD:  What  is  your  pleasure.^  (This 
motion  duly  made,  seconded,  was  put  and  carried.) 

President  MILLx^RD:  I  appoint  on  that  committee, 
Mr.  Williamson,  Mr.  Meyer,  Mr.  Knight,  Mr.  McKinney 
and  Mr.  Strasburger.  The  President  and  Secretary  will 
serve  as  ex-officio  members. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  The  next  is  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  in  finances. 
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Mr.  McKinney :  I  move  the  adoption. 

President  MILLARD:  That  means  35  for  full  mem¬ 
bers  and  $2  for  clerks,  and  advertising  rates,  320  per  page  and 
312  for  the  half-page.  Any  discussion? 

(The  motion  being  duly  seconded,  was  put  and  carried.) 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  The  next  is  with  reference  to  de¬ 
linquents.  The  recommendation  reads  as  follows:  ‘T  re¬ 
commend  that  members  one  year  back  in  dues  be  not  sent  the 
year  book,  and  those  two  years  back  to  be  automatically 
dropped  from  the  rolls.” 

A  MEMBER:  Move  its  adoption. 

(Motion  being  duly  seconded  was  put,  and  carried.) 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  The  next  recommendation  is  that 
as  to  yearly  registration.  The  recommendation  reads  as 
follows:  “I  recommend  that  a  Committee  of  Six  be  named, 
two  retailers,  two  jobbers  and  two  traveling  men  to  co-operate 
with  a  committee  that  I  am  sure  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  whll 
name,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carefully  go  over  the  list, 
and  bring  it  up  to  date,  and  so  far  as  it  is  in  their  power  to 
do  so.” 

Mr.  SCHULTZE:  I  want  to  make  a  few  remarks.  As 
most  of  you  know,  I  was  on  the  Board  myself  and  know  the 
trouble  they  have.  I  am  going  to  uphold  the  Board. 

Mr.  SHEA:  I  don’t  think  it  is  fair  to  accuse  the  Board 
for  all  the  delinquency.  We  want  to  accuse  the  pharmacists. 
We  have  just  the  same  condition  in  our  town.  There  is  a 
man  who  has  been  operating  under  the  certificate  of  a  man 
who  has  been  dead  for  years.  It  is  our  fault  for  not  report¬ 
ing  it. 

President  MILLARD:  In  referring  to  the  proceedings 
of  last  year,  page  106,  you  will  find  it  will  read  thus:  “Note — 
Several  names  appear  in  both  classes.  These  parties  have. 
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after  becoming  assistant  pharmacists,  registered  as  phar¬ 
macists.”  It  is  not  supposed  to  be  a  revised  list,  as  there  is 
no  yearly  registration.  I  am  anxious  to  have  the  annual 
registration  put  into  effect.  Now,  you  will'  find  names  in 
both  classes.  I  can  pick  out  100  on  this  list  who  have  been 
dead  ten  years.  That  is  the  reason  why  I  want  this  system. 

Mr.  SCHULTZE:  The  law  has  no  objection  to  putting 
opposite  a  man’s  name  “deceased.”  It  is  simply  a  matter  of 
news. 

President  MILLx^RD:  “News”  is  a  bad  thing  to  go  by. 
Any  discussion?  The  motion  is:  To  appoint  a  committee 
of  six,  two  retailers,  two  jobbers,  and  two  traveling  men  to 
co-operate  with  a  committee  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  go  over  the  list  and  bring  it  up  to 
date  and  so  far  as  it  is  in  their  power  to  do  so. 

(Motion  being  duly  seconded,  was  put  and  carried.) 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  I  would  appoint  as  a  committee  for 
the  Board,  Mr.  Powell,  representing  the  Eastern  Shore;  Mr. 
Sam  Harris,  representing  Baltimore;  and  myself  representing 
Western  Maryland.  We  will  be  very  glad  to  co-operate  at 
any  time. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  The  next  is  the  school  of  phar¬ 
macy.  The  recommendation  reads:  “I  would  therefore 
recommend  the  appointment  of  a  standing  committee  on  the 
school  of  pharmacy  of  five  members  to  represent  this  Associa¬ 
tion  in  an  advisory  capacity  in  connection  with  the  school  of 
pharmacy.” 

This  is  a  very  important  matter,  and  you  can  not  start 
on  it  too  quickly.  We  thought  it  a  good  idea  to  have  this 
committee  appointed  before  this  meeting  adjourned.  I  make 
a  motion  that  the  President  appoint  such  a  committee  and  the 
President  be  a  member  of  that  committee. 
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President  MILLARD:  I  think  the  recommendation 
states:  “Those  who  have  the  time.” 

Any  discussion?  If  there  is  no  discussion,  I  will  put  the 
motion. 

(The  motion  being  duly  seconded,  was  put  and  carried.) 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  That  brings  you  down  to  the 
recommendation  under  the  heading  “yearly  registration,” 
which  I  believe  it  is  the  intention  of  this  meeting  to  consider 
as  a  separate  matter. 

President  MILLARD:  Yes,  sir;  will  you  please  read 
that?  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  please  give  attention  to  this, 
it  affects  you  all. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  “At  our  annual  meeting^  at  Ocean 
City  last  July,  the  Pharmacy  Board  made  several  recom¬ 
mendations  regarding  proposed  legislation,  all  of  which  un¬ 
fortunately,  were  adopted  without  discussion.  This  Associa¬ 
tion  was  instructed  to  lend  every  effort  to  have  these  recom¬ 
mendations  enacted  into  laws.  One  of  these  recommendations 
was  to  have  our  Pharmacy  Law  so  changed  as  to  require 
yearly  registration  for  pharmacists  and  assistant  pharmacists. 
It  was  thought  that  the  measure  would  automatically  correct 
the  Board  of  Pharmacy  rolls  and  also  provide  it  with  funds. 

“The  Board  of  Pharmacy  considered  it  unwise  to  have 
this  measure  introduced  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature 
as  it  was  thought  that  the  members  of  the  Association  should 
be  given  every  opportunity  to  express  themselves  on  such  a 
vital  subject,  and  to  this  the  Legislative  Committee  agreed. 
I  wish  to  ask  that  this  recommendation  shall  be  taken  up 
formally  by  the  full  membership  of  this  Convention.” 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  To  bring  this  before  the  Association 
in  a  concrete  way,  I  would  like  to  make  a  motion  that  the 
incoming  Legislative  Committee  be  instructed  to  bring  up 
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at  our  next  State  Association  meeting  a  concrete  resolution 
covering  this  point,  ready  for  adoption  or  rejection  at  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  Such  a  resolution, 
if  adopted,  to  be  given  to  the  following  Legislative  Committee 
to  be  presented  at  the  Legislature  of  1922. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  In  seconding  that  motion  I 
would  like  to  say  that  I  don’t  believe  that  there  are  any  phar¬ 
macists  or  registered  assistant  pharmacists  who  would  not 
gladly  co-operate  in  this  plan.  Based  on  observation,  that 
is  my  opinion. 

Mr.  SCHULTZE:  I  really  believe  that  we  have  con¬ 
sidered  re-registration  as  a  bugaboo.  I  believe  if  this  matter 
is  taken  up  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Meredith,  by  a  committee, 
and  that  their  ideas  be  widely  distributed  during  the  year  to 
all  of  the  pharmacists  of  the  State  and  they  take  into  their 
confidence  all  of  the  pharmacists,  I  don’t  believe  you  will  have 
any  objection  worth  while  to  this  effort. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  I  am  not  referring  to  any  charges 
for  this  registration,  that  is  entirely  immaterial  because  if 
there  is  a  charge  it  should  be  such  as  not  to  cause  dissatis¬ 
faction.  The  charge  should  be,  say,  just  sufficient  to  cover  the 
cost  of  carrying  on  the  re-registration,  that  is,  say,  25  cents. 
It  would  be  just  as  well  if  we  charged  35.  I  believe  this 
should  be  done  in  a  rational  and  practical  way. 

Mr.  PEARCE:  I  just  wanted  to  ask,  for  a  point  of 
information,  what  would  become,  under  the  resolution,  of  a 
registered  pharmacist  who  cont’nued  an  active  bus'ness  five 
or  ten  years,  then  discontinued  it  for  awhile  and  wants  to  go 
back  again? 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  The  question  of  registration  has 
only  proven  in  the  last  18  years  that  it  is  necessary.  The  fact 
that  you  can  not  keep  your  lists  clean  proves  that.  The 
question  of  a  fee  is  not  important.  If  you  charge  a  man  25 
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cents  and  give  him  a  lot  of  trouble  to  register,  he  may  get  sore; 
if  you  charge  him  a  $S  fee  and  you  make  him  a  member  of 
the  Association,  it  will  be  a  different  thing.  Now,  the  question 
raised  by  Mr.  Pearce,  if  a  man  goes  out  of  the  drug  business, 
if  he  is  out  of  the  business  ten  years,  he  pays  his  registration 
fee  and  goes  back  in  the  business  again.  It  is  one  of  those 
propositions  that  we  have  advanced  to.  We  ought  to  make 
our  law  the  acme  of  perfection.  The  best  law  so  far  is  in 
Tennessee;  there  is  a  charge  of  five  dollars,  and  the  person 
registered  is  automatically  made  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceu¬ 
tical  Association  for  the  same  time.  They  have  increased 
their  membership  to  1,600,  and  attendance  to  1,100. 

President  MILLARD:  We  are  in  a  very  happy  posi¬ 
tion,  now,  I  mean  by  that,  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature 
being  two  years  hence  we  can  “dope”  this  thing  out  to  suit 
ourselves.  I  think  we  are  very  fortunate  that  the  session 
of  the  Legislature  does  not  take  place  this  winter.  I  am  going 
to  ask  Mr.  Meredith  and  Doctor  Kelly  to  explain  that  Ten¬ 
nessee  law. 

Secretary  KELLY:  I  think  Mr.  Meredith  has  covered 
the  principal  point  of  the  Tennessee  law.  The  Tennessee 
pharmacists  felt  that  they  should,  in  some  way,  affiliate  their 
Association  with  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  and  they  did  it 
through  this  plan.  When  you  take  the  State  Board  there  and 
become  a  registered  pharmacist,  you  become  a  member  of 
the  Association;  so  long  as  you  have  that  registration  it  is 
annually  renewable.  If  you  don’t  renew  it  under  certain 
conditions,  your  license  expires,  but  you  can  by  making  good 
the  deficiency,  have  it  renewed.  That  registration  is  a  fran- 
schise  fron  the  State  by  which  you  are  given  the  right  to  do 
business  with  certain  protection.  We  might  compare  it  with 
the  Park  Tax  in  Baltimore  city,  which  the  United  Railways 
pays.  Under  such  a  plan,  we  could  operate  this  Association 
and  operate  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  with  the  registration 
fees  in  a  splendid  way,  with  less  dues  than  we  are  going  to 
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pay  now,  because  we  would  have  a  larger  membership;  it 
would  also  increase  our  income  as  the  value  of  our  advertising 
would  increase  in  proportion  to  the  increase  in  membership. 
I  would  like  to  emphasize,  that  if  you  do  not  pay  the  re¬ 
registration  fee  for  any  period  it  does  not  cancel  your  registra¬ 
tion  as  a  pharmacist.  You  are  required  in  Tennessee  to  take 
out  a  certificate  of  annual  re-registration  and  that  is  what  the 
inspector  asks  to  see  and  not  the  first  certificate,  when  your 
store  is  inspected. 

President  MILLARD:  In  the  event,  if  he  is  out  of 
business  five  years,  does  he  pay  for  the  interim? 

Secretary  KELLY:  No;  if  he  went  out  of  the  State  and 
came  back  he  simply  pays  his  fee  for  the  current  year.  Under 
such  a  law,  the  registration  would  be  in  the  State  in  which 
he  is  actually  engaged  in  practice.  If  a  pharmacist  does  not 
care  to  exercise  his  membership  in  the  State  Association,  he 
does  not  have  to,  and  if  he  wants  to  exercise  it,  that  is  all  right. 

Any  question  you  want  to  ask? 

A  MEMBER:  I  don’t  think  you  would  have  any 
trouble  in  having  your  dues  collected. 

Secretary  KELLY:  There  is  just  one  point  that  I  over¬ 
looked;  the  question  of  a  person  who  is  not  a  registered  phar¬ 
macist  but  who  is  eligible  to  this  ^Association.  For  instance, 
if  a  man  connected  with  a  wholesale  drug  concern  wishes  to 
become  a  member  of  the  xAssociation — if  elected,  he  pays  his 
dues  to  the  Association  instead  of  to  the  Board. 

Mr.  HARRIS:  Does  the  color  line  figure  in  that?  I 
realize  we  have  got  that  to  face. 

Secretary  KELLY :  I  come  from  a  section  of  the  country 
where  that  is  a  very  important  matter.  At  the  same  time, 
we  might  as  well  admit  the  facts,  if  we  register  a  man  under 
the  law  we  can  not,  under  the  law,  restrict  his  rights  as  a 
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registered  pharmacist.  Of  course,  there  is  the  possibility 
that  some  colored  person  might  take  that  right  and  take  part 
in  the  work  of  this  Association.  I  feel  the  people  of  this 
Association  can  handle  that  situation  if  it  should  arise. 

A  MEMBER:  We  had  two  full  pharmacists  and  one 
assistant  in  this  last  list. 

Secretary  KELLY:  You  could  not  exclude  them. 

Mr.  MEYER:  Speaking  about  the  registration,  I  am 
heartily  in  favor  of  the  yearly  registration  idea.  I  think  it 
should  be  done  through  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  and  not 
through  courts,  and  the  fee  should  be  possibly  a  dollar.  I 
don’t  believe  any  person  should  be  forced  to  join  the  State 
Association.  We  may  get  people  in  the  Association  we  don’t 
want  there.  I  would  keep  it  distinct.  Make  the  Association 
a  matter  of  its  own  and  the  registration  a  matter  of  its  own. 

A  MEMBER:  Is  it  your  idea  to  make  this  a  State  law? 

President  MILLARD:  Yes  sir.  I  will  be  glad  to  pro¬ 
long  this  discussion.  Maybe  some  of  the  ladies  will  have  some¬ 
thing  to  say. 

Miss  COLE:  I  agree  with  Mr.  Meyer:  I  do  not  see 
why  the  registration  should  not  be  separate  and  the  Associa¬ 
tion  separate.  I  think  that  really  the  roster  of  the  names 
should  come  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  to  keep  a 
list  accurate  they  need  the  services  of  the  pharmacists.  I 
think  it  is  a  fine  idea  to  help  them  get  it  up.  I  don’t  believe 
in  the  combination  because  there  are  some  people  that  we 
have  to  register  that  would  not  want  to  belong  to  the  Associa¬ 
tion. 


Mr.  HODSON:  I  think  your  idea  is  to  really  know 
whether  a  man  is  a  pharmacist,  or  whether  he  is  dead.  If  he 
does  not  register,  you  have  got  to  look  for  him  in  two  places, 
he  is  either  in  violation  of  the  law  or  he  is  dead.  I  am  also 
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opposed  to  merging  the  two.  I  think  we  should  go  along  as 
we  are  now,  we  simply  take  in  people  we  wish.  The  other 
way  we  would  have  to  take  in  every  Tom,  Dick  and  Harry,  or 
anybody.  I  think  it  would  be  very  nice  when  the  question 
comes  up  to  simply  vote  for  a  yearly  registration.  Of  course, 
the  fee  has  nothing  to  do  with  it. 

A  MEMBER;  What  is  the  motion  before  the  house? 

Secretary  KELLY :  The  motion  before  the  house  is 
that  this  recommendation  be  referred  to  the  incoming  Legisla¬ 
tive  Committee  with  the  instruction  that  they  make  a  report 
at  the  next  annual  meeting;  at  that  meeting  the  measure 
decided  upon  would  be  referred  to  the  next  Legislative  Com¬ 
mittee  for  introduction  into  the  General  Assembly. 

President  MILLARD;  What  is  your  pleasure? 

(The  motion  duly  made,  seconded,  put  and  carried). 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON;  That  is  all,  unless  you  wish  to 
bring  up  some  discussion  on  the  question  of  whiskey  pre¬ 
scriptions. 

President  MILLARD;  I  don’t  recommend  that  action 
be  taken  but  it  might  be  well  to  discuss  it.  The  Missouri 
Association  passed  the  following  resolution  unanimously, 
“believing  that  the  Government  committed  a  tactical  error  in 
wishing  the  liquor  business  upon  the  retail  druggist,  we  do, 
therefore  resolve,  in  the  interest  of  law  enforcement  and  that 
the  high  standard  of  pharmacy  may  be  preserved  untarnished, 
to  politely  but  very  firmly  decline  the  honor,  standing  pat 
on  the  proposition  that  liquor  should  be  distributed  through 
dispensaries,  owned,  operated  and  controlled  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment.” 

I  will  be  glad  to  entertain  any  remarks  on  that  subject. 

Mr.  SCHULTZE;  It  seems  that  it  is  a  little  premature, 
because  the  Government  has  not  gotten  down  to  that  yet. 
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I  think  it  would  be  best  to  delay  the  matter.  It  is  now  before 
Congress  and  we  ought  to  let  them  work  it  out. 

Mr.  MEREDITH;  Those  gentlemen  are  sent  to  Wash¬ 
ington  by  our  votes  and  are  maintained  by  our  taxes,  and  we 
ought  to  tell  them  what  to  do  once  in  a  while.  As  the  Presi¬ 
dent  remarked,  “if  you  want  to  look  for  a  pharmacist,  go  to 
the  Internal  Revenue  Office  and  look  for  him.”  It  does  take  a 
great  deal  of  a  druggist’s  time.  I  think  this  Association  should 
take  a  definite  stand  before  the  Treasury  or  Internal  Revenue 
Department  has  done  anything.  That  being  the  case  I  move 
that  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  x^ssociation  in  its  sessions, 
pass  a  resolution  and  send  it  to  the  Internal  Revenue  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Treasury  Department  of  the  Prohibition  Enforce¬ 
ment  Bureau,  “that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  ^Association  that  the 
sale  of  whiskey  and  narcotics  and  such  things  as  are  regulated 
by  the  Government  should  be  sold  by  agencies  established  by 
the  Government  so  that  the  body  pharmaceutical  shall  not  be 
pointed  at  by  the  finger  of  scorn.” 

Mr.  STRxASBL^RGER:  I  would  like  to  know  why  Mr. 
Meredith’s  resolution  includes  narcotics. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  One  of  the  two  things  the  Govern¬ 
ment  controls. 

Mr.  STRxASBURGER:  I  would  suggest  that  you  drop 
narcotics.  That  is  a  large  part  of  our  business. 

Mr.  MEREDITH.  You  can  leave  it  out. 

Mr.  MEYER:  I  think  this  whole  matter  regarding  the 
dispensing  is  in  an  embryo  state,  and  it  is  a  little  early  to  go 
into  the  matter  as  contemplated,  adopting  some  method  of 
disposing  of  whiskey  which  is  now  sold  to  the  drug  stores. 
I  for  the  present  suggest  that  we  get  an  opinion  from  the 
retail  druggists  on  that  matter.  Conditions  are  in  such 
a  chaotic  state  I  do  not  think  anything  should  be  done  at 
the  present  time.  Possibly  we  could  determine  on  a  policy 
at  the  next  meeting. 
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Mr.  MEREDITH:  I  don’t  like  to  have  the  Government 
solve  all  of  our  problems.  I  don’t  believe  in  holding  in  when 
you  know  it  is  right.  I  think  it  is  time  that  the  druggists 
should  stand  up  and  say  what  they  think  should  be  done. 

Mr.  McKINNEY:  I  think  the  best  time  is  before  the 
error  is  made.  I  thoroughly  agree  with  Mr.  Meredith’s 
proposition. 

President  MILLARD:  I  would  like  to  hear  from  more 
of  you. 

Mr.  SHEA:  If  they  do  handle  the  whiskey  problem, 
would  that  mean  all  prescriptions? 

President  MILLARD:  The  resolution  is  not  in  con¬ 
crete  form.  I  imagine  it  means  whiskey  straight. 

Mr.  SHEA:  I  think  it  would  be  a  very  good  thing  to 
recommend  that.  I  have  not  taken  out  any  Government 
license. 

A  MEMBER:  The  action  of  the  Missouri  xLssociation 
has  received  very  strong  endorsement. 

President  MILLARD:  Any  discussion  or  remarks? 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  The  resolution  is  that  the  State 
Pharmaceutical  Association  of  Maryland  go  on  record  as 
suggesting  to  the  Government  that  the  enforcement  of  the 
Volstead  Act  ,1919,  be  put  in  the  hands  of  a  Government 
agency  appointed  by  themselves  and  controlled  by  themselves. 
I  will  reduce  it  to  writing. 

(Motion  being  duly  seconded,  was  put  and  carried.) 

A  MEMBER:  I  move  the  adoption  of  the  recom¬ 
mendations  as  a  whole. 

(Motion  being  duly  seconded,  was  put  and  carried.) 
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Secretary  KELLY;  As  the  outcome  of  the  action  taken, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  revise  the  By-Laws  of  the  Association. 
Article  XIX  of  the  By-Laws  reads  as  follows:  “All  proposi¬ 
tions  to  altar  or  amend  these  By-Laws  must  be  submitted  in 
writing  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Laws  at  one  session 
and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  or  at  any  succeeding  session 
and  the  proposition  determined  by  a  majority  vote.”  The 
matters  affected  are  these: 

“Article  IX.  The  fiscal  year  of  this  ^Association  shall 
begin  June  1st  and  end  May  31st.  Annual  dues  of  each  active 
member  shall  be  two  dollars,  except  clerks  in  retail  drug  stores, 
whose  dues  shall  be  one  dollar,  and  shall  be  payable  in  ad¬ 
vance  for  the  current  fiscal  year.” 

“Any  member  three  years  in  arrears  for  his  annual  dues 
shall,  after  due  notification  from  the  Treasurer,  lose  his  rights 
as  a  member.” 

It  will  be  necessary  to  refer  this  to  the  Committee  on  Laws 
and  act  upon  it  at  the  next  session. 

President  MILLARD:  You  don’t  mean  we  can  not 
pass  these  measures  at  this  meeting? 

Secretary  KELLY :  The  next  session,  tomorrow  morning. 

President  MILLARD:  Is  there  any  unfinished  business 
you  know  of?  I  will  call  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Adulterations.  Is  there  any  report? 

Secretary  KELLY :  That  will  be  deferred  until  tomor¬ 
row  morning. 

President  MILLARD:  I  will  call  for  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Pharmacy. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  PHARMACY 

A  review  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion  for  several  years  preceedings  will  show  that  such  a  report  as  it  was 
originally  intended  for  the  Committee  on  Pharmacy  to  make  is  no  longer 
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of  interest  or  service  to  the  members,  because  of  the  changes  which  have 
gradually  occurred  in  the  work  of  State  Associations,  and  also,  because 
of  the  fact  that  drug  journals  have  largely  superceded  such  committees 
in  disseminating  information  throughout  the  year  to  the  pharmacist.  In 
other  words,  the  compilation  of  information  relative  to  the  professional 
side  of  pharmacy  would  be  a  needless  task  and  would  prove  tiresome  to  the 
members,  since  those  more  directly  interested  would  most  likely  have  been 
informed  as  to  these  subjects  through  the  channels  already  mentioned.  In 
addition,  the  advances  made  are  so  rapid  that  an  annual  review  of  them 
would  be  out  of  date. 

Of  these  matters,  only  two  are  of  such  recent  occurrence  and  or 
such  great  importance  as  to  warrant  discussion  in  this  report.  By  this 
we  refer  to  the  coming  revision  of  the  U.  S.  P.  and  the  N.  F.  Through  the' 
operation  of  national  and  state  drug  laws  these  publications  have  come 
to  have  a  personal  interest  to  every  pharmacist  whether  retailer,  whole¬ 
saler,  manufacturer  or  teacher. 

The  U.  S.  P.  Convention  met  in  Washington  early  in  May  and  be¬ 
gan  the  tenth  revision  of  the  U.  S.  P.,  this  being  the  one  hundredth  anniver¬ 
sary  of  this  publication.  The  pharmacists  of  this  country  may  well  take 
pride  in  the  fact  that  our  Pharmacopoeia  is  the  second  oldest  national 
Pharmacopoeia,  being  antedated  only  by  that  of  France,  and  that  it  is 
the  premier  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  world.  The  convention,  made  up  of 
delegates  from  medical  and  pharmaceutical  colleges  and  associations,  se¬ 
lected  a  committee  of  fifty — seventeen  physicians  and  thirty-three  phar¬ 
macists — of  whom  three  are  Marylanders,  to  revise  the  Pharmacopoeia,  and 
it  is  expected  that  the  revision  will  be  completed  within  three  years. 
The  most  important  general  changes  to  be  expected  in  the  new  Pharmaco¬ 
poeia  are  the  increase  in  the  number  of  biological  products  recognized; 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  biological  and  chemical  assays;  and  the 
transfer  of  most  of  the  compound  pharmaceutical  preparations  to  the  N. 
F.,  it  being  the  intent  to  make  the  U.  S.  P.  a  book  of  simples  while  the  N.  F. 
shall  include  the  compounds  and  also  those  drugs  and  preparations  of 
greater  interest  to  the  pharmacist  than  to  the  physician.  Reference 
should  be  made  to  the  greater  spirit  of  harmony  existing  between  the 
physicians  and  the  pharmacists  in  this  convention  than  theretofore  exist¬ 
ed,  and  the  recognition  of  the  interdependence  of  the  two  professions. 

The  A.  Ph.  A.  has  appointed  a  committee  to  revise  the  N.  F.  con¬ 
currently  with  the  revision  of  the  U.  S.  P.  and  we  may  also  take  pride  in  the 
fact  that  two  members  of  this  committee  are  Marylanders.  It  is  intended 
to  bring  the  N.  F.  into  even  greater  harmony  with  the  U.  S.  P.  and  for 
this  purpose  the  chairman  of  the  N.  F,  Revision  Committee  was  made 
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vice-chairman  of  the  U.  S.  P.  Revision  Committee.  It  is  believed  that  this 
harmonizing  of  these  two  standards  will  make  them  of  more  value  to  the 
pharmacists  and  easier  for  him  to  comply  with. 

The  other  developments  in  pharmacy  have  been  mainly  of  a  legisla¬ 
tive  or  educational  character  and  are  therefore  covered  by  the  reports 
of  the  other  committees. 

It  is  now  generally  recognized  that  investigations  and  improvements 
of  a  scientific  character  can  be  more  advantageously  carried  out  by  stu¬ 
dents  and  others  connected  with  colleges  of  pharmacy,  and  we  hope  that 
the  pharmacists  of  this  State  will  feel  free  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities 
and  service  of  our  School  of  Pharmacy  in  this  connection.  Several  inves¬ 
tigations  are  now  in  progress  in  the  School  which  we  hope  will  form  the 
basis  for  a  more  satisfactory  and  complete  report  at  the  next  annual 
meeting.

President  MILLARD:  The  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Proctor  Memorial. 

Secretary  KELLY:  I  will  say  for  Doctor  Hancock 
that  the  Proctor  Memorial  is  just  about  the  same  as  it  was 
last  year;  the  money  has  been  collected  and  will  be  used  as 
soon  as  Congress  feels  free  to  provide  money  for  the  site,  and 
the  foundation.  In  other  words,  the  pharmacists  have 
carried  out  their  part,  and  as  soon  as  this  period  of  high  ex¬ 
penses  is  past  the  Government  will  carry  out  their  part. 

President  MILLARD:  I  will  call  for  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  on  Trade  Interests. 
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Mr.  DORMAN:  As  far  as  I  know  there  is  no  report  at 
all.  I  did  not  know  anything  about  it  until  a  few  days  ago. 

President  MILLARD;  The  Report  of  Committee  on 
Medical  Societies. 

Secretary  KELLY :  There  is  no  report. 

President  MILLARD;  Report  of  Special  Committees. 
Secretary  KELLY:  There  is  no  report. 

President  MILLARD;  Reading  of  papers,  next. 

I  would  like  to  have  a  few  communications  read  here. 
Secretary  KELLY;  (Hear  read  communications.)

R.  D.  is  but  trifling,  the  annual  fee  being  but  ^25,  which  entitles 
your  State  Association  to  representation  in  our  national  convention,  with 
two  delegates  fully  equipped  to  voice  the  sentiment  of  the  pharmacists 
of  your  State  and  to  cast  their  vote  upon  all  questions  coming  before  the 
session  for  action. 

The  annual  convention  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  will  be  held  this  year  in 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  we  will  have  the  pleasure  of 
welcoming  two  regularly  appointed  delegates  from  the  Maryland  Phar¬ 
maceutical  x^ssociation. 
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It  is,  I  believe,  entirely  unnecessary  for  me  to  remind  you  of  the  many 
recent  achievements  of  this  organization,  as  they  are  so  well  known  to 
all  who  have  kept  in  touch  with  the  course  of  events.  Suffice  it  to  say 
that  we  will  ever  continue  to  carry  forward  the  work  which  has  been  en¬ 
trusted  to  us  and  in  a  manner  more  militant  than  heretofore,  by  reason  of 
our  consciousness  of  your  unqualified  and  whole-hearted  support. 

It  will,  I  am  sure,  be  gratifying  to  you  to  know  that  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 
continues  to  grow  and  prosper  and  that  this  organization  is  in  better 
condition  today,  both  numerically  and  financially,  than  ever  before  in 
its  history  to  battle  for  the  rights  of  the  pharmacists  of  the  land. 

In  every  line  of  human  endeavor  there  is  today  a  reawakened  sense 
of  the  need  of  organized  effort  to  protect  and  promote  the  interests  of  those 
engaged  therein.  This  is  especially  true  of  Pharmacy,  for  in  these  days  of 
restrictive  and  prohibitive  legislation  and  unusual  departmental  regulations, 
pharmacy  must  be  thoroughly  organized  in  order  to  combat  the  efforts  and 
influences  of  those  who  would  either  willfully  or  innocently  tear  down  the 
structure  that  has  been  reared  and  cripple  or  destroy  our  honored  calling. 

In  the  light  of  existing  conditions,  my  message  to  you  today  is  in  the 
nature  of  a  call  to  action.  Organize  your  State  Association  as  it  has 
never  been  organized  before.  Do  not  rest  content  until  you  have  gathered 
into  the  fold  every  available  man  and  thus  be  prepared  for  the  battles 
which  lie  directly  before  you,  because  I  assure  you  the  need  of  such  thor¬ 
ough  organization  will  soon  be  apparent  to  all.  Having  done  this,  do  not, 
I  beseech  you,  be  satisfied  with  the  result  of  your  efforts,  but  see  to  it 
that  your  members  are  affiliated  with  that  national  organization  which 
directly  and  specifically  represents  their  interests.  This,  you  will  readily 
see,  is  not  a  selfish  appeal  in  behalf  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  but  is,  upon  the 
other  hand,  an  appeal  for  increased  organized  effort  in  all  branches  of  the 
drug  trade,  believing  as  I  do  that  the  several  national  organizations  related 
to  pharmacy  can  be  relied  upon  to  co-operate  through  the  National  Drug 
Trade  Conference  and  through  that  instrumentality  pull  together  for 
the  common  good  of  all. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  assure  you  that  the  officers  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 
fully  realize  the  responsibility  resting  upon  them  during  this  critical 
period  in  our  nation’s  history  and  in  the  realization  of  this  responsibility, 
we  give  you  our  assurance  that  so  long  as  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  continues  to 
exist  its  every  effort  will  be  exerted  toward  the  promotion  of  the  welfare 
of  the  retail  pharmacists  of  the  nation,  never,  however,  being  unmindful 
of  the  rights  of  others. 
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If  at  any  time  this  office  can  be  of  service  to  your  State  Association 
or  to  the  individual  members  thereof,  I  trust  you  will  not  hesitate  to  call 
upon  us,  feeling  assured  that  such  service  will  be  cheerfully  rendered.

After  some  considerable  discussion,  we,  the  Committee, 
decided  to  name  Mr.  Harris  as  Treasurer  and  Mr.  Kelly  as 
Secretary.  (Laughter.) 

President  MILLARD:  YTu  have  heard  the  report  of 
the  Nominating  Committee,  what  is  your  pleasure? 

Mr.  SCHULTZE:  I  move  it  be  accepted,  and  the 
Secretary  be  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot. 

President  MILLARD:  Any  second  to  that  motion? 
Are  there  any  nominations  form  the  floor?  Sam  Harris 
might  have  some  opposition. 

(Motion  being  duly  made,  seconded,  was  put  and  carried.) 

Secretary  KELLY :  I  cast  the  ballot  for  the  officers 
as  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee. 

President  MILLARD:  The  next  is  New  Business. 

Mr.  HARRIS:  You  will  pardon  me,  you  know  I  have 
been  kicked  around  so  much  that  I  am  getting  used  to  it. 
This  question  of  meeting  place.  You  know  I  can  have  a 
good  time  if  you  send  us  out  to  Highlandtown.  There  are 
some  people  who  have  made  a  kick  and  say  first  it  is  Braddock 
Heights  and  Ocean  City,  then  Ocean  City  or  Braddock 
Heights.  If  any  one  could  wish  for  anything  better  than  we 
have  this  year,  they  are  pretty  hard  to  please. 
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I  just  wanted  to  have  the  question  settled  once  and  for 
all.  Two  years  ago  at  Ocean  City  I  raised  that  very  question 
and  I  asked  if  we  had  the  authority  to  meet  outside  of  the 
State.  Our  very  capable  Secretary  informed  me  on  the  floor 
that  we  did  not  have  the  right  to  meet  outside  of  the  State. 
Now,  I  have  enjoyed  myself  at  Braddock  Heights  and  I  don’t 
think  I  have  missed  two  meetings  in  twenty-one  years.  Let 
us  have  a  clear  understanding  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  has  the  right  to  meet  outside  of  the  State 
or  not.  There  is  nothing  in  the  By-Laws  which  states  that 
you  can  not  meet  outside  of  the  State;  if  there  is  something 
which  states  that  we  can  not  meet  outside  of  the  State  the 
Executive  Committee  should  be  instructed. 

Secretary  KELLY:  Article  VI  of  the  By-Laws  reads  as 
follows: 

“This  Association  shall  hold  its  meetings  anually  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  name. 
Special  meetings  shall  be  called  upon  the  written  application 
of  ten  members,  directed  to  the  President;  said  written  ap¬ 
plications  before  being  acted  on  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  receive  the  approval  of  a  majority  of 
said  Board  of  Trustees,  and  at  least  twenty-five  days’  notice 
be  given  of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  meeting  in  special 
session.  A  semi-annual  meeting  may  be  held  at  such  place  as 
the  President  may  designate  which  the  officers  and  chairman., 
of  committees,  especially,  shall  attend.’’ 

Mr.  KNIGHT:  Now  you  see  clearly  that  you  can  meet 
outside  of  the  State  if  you  choose  to  do  it.  That  is  all  right, 
if  you  do  not  choose  to  do  it.  I  think  this  Association  is 
getting  so  large  now  it  is  really  foolish  to  keep  us  down.  The 
lawyers  go  down  to  Atlantic  City.  If  you  don’t  think  you 
can  keep  the  people  together  at  Atlantic  City,  don’t  meet 
there.  You  have  druggists,  physicians,  electricians  and  other 
associations  meeting  there.  If  the  Executive  Committee 
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decides  to  meet  at  Braddock  Heights  or  Ocean  City,  Ocean 
City  or  Braddock  Heighs,  I  will  be  right  with  you. 

President  MILLARD:  Let  us  thrash  this  out. 

Mr.  HARRIS:  I  hope  if  this  Executive  Committee 
should  decide  to  go  to  Atlantic  City,  as  the  Bar  Association 
has  done  frequently,  it  will  not  have  the  same  effect  on  this 
Association  as  it  has  on  the  Bar  Association.  I  think  they 
had  nineteen  members  there  at  one  meeting.  If  we  dwindle 
down  to  nineteen  members — I  believe  we  had  better  stick  to 
oome  place  where  we  can  get  the  enthusiasm,  good  fellowship 
.^nd  spirit  as  shown  here. 

Secretary  KELLY:  The  Articles  of  Incorporation  read: 
‘We  do  further  certify  that  the  operations  of  the  said  cor¬ 
poration  are  to  be  carried  on  in  the  State  of  Maryland.” 

President  MILLARD:  During  the  Jamestown  Exposi¬ 
tion  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  met  at  James¬ 
town.  I  went  down  with  a  party  to  make  the  arrangements 
for  meeting  down  there.  It  was  decided  that  we  should  elect 
^ur  officers  before  leaving  the  State  of  Maryland.  The 
election  of  officers  must  take  place  in  Maryland,  and  that 
applies  to  the  Bar  Association  as  well.  They  adjourn  to 
Atlantic  City  and  have  a  good  time.  They  hold  their  business 
sessions  and  entertainment  there.  We  can  meet  at  Buena 
Vista  or  any  place,  but  we  have  to  go  over  to  the  boundary 
line  to  elect  our  officers. 

Mr.  SCHULTZE:  We  have  very  delightful  waters 
around  here,  and  we  ought  to  be  able  to  take  a  boat  trip  or 
something  of  that  kind.  We  could  hold  our  meetings  en 
route  to  Boston. 

A  VOICE:  Why  not  go  to  Cuba? 

Mr.  MILLARD:  I  don’t  doubt  if  we  went  to  Cuba 
that  we  would  have  a  large  attendance  of  male  members. 
I  won’t  vouch  for  the  ladies.

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  I  think  we  ought  to  make  this 
matter  clear.  Mr.  Schultze  refers  to  a  boat  trip  to  Boston; 
Mr.  Harris  refers  to  Buena  Vista;  and  Mr.  Knight  refers  to 
Atlantic  City.  That  would  indicate  that  there  is  a  variety  of 
opinion.  It  is  rather  embarrassing  that  we  are  only  able  to 
meet  at  Ocean  City  or  Braddock  Heights.  The  only  thing 
that  stands  in  the  way  is  the  election  of  officers,  and  con¬ 
sidering  the  time  that  we  devote  to  the  election  of  officers, 
we  might  be  able  to  do  it  at  Union  Station  before  we  left. 
I  am  opposed  to  the  election  of  officers  in  the  present  manner. 
I  think  we  elect  our  officers  most  ridiculously.  If  we  want  to 
go  to  Buena  Vista  we  should  go  over  the  line  before  any  one 
was  up  and  elect  our  officers.  I  think  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  should  be  very  strongly  impressed  that  we  are  not  to  be 
confined  to  these  two  places.  I  think  there  are  other  desirable 
places  to  go.  There  are  some  members  that  won’t  want  to 
go  out  of  the  State — but  the  election  of  officers  should  not 
stand  in  our  way. 

Mr.  MEYER:  I  am  willing  to  go  anywhere  the  Associa¬ 
tion  is  meeting.  I  would  much  prefer  holding  the  meetings 
out  of  the  State  from  time  to  time.  I  would  like  to  bring  this 
matter  to  an  understanding  by  having  a  vote  of  the  members 
here  present. 

I  would  like  to  suggest  that  the  Executive  Committee 
be  guided  by  our  registration  book,  the  people  who  are  here 
to  express  their  preference  on  that  book. 

Mr.  NEAL:  As  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
for  several  years  I  would  like  to  say  that  we  have  been  guided 
by  our  Articles  of  Incorporation.  If  you  will  refer  to  the 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting  at  Ocean  City,  it  was  asked  that  a 
vote  be  taken  on  the  next  meeting  place;  this  would  give 
everybody  an  opportunity  to  say  where  they  wanted  to  go 
and  give  the  Committee  an  idea.  It  is  a  hard  thing  for  a  half 
a  dozen  men  to  decide. 
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President  MILLARD:  I  would  suggest  that  we  don’t 
call  for  a  vote.  Some  of  the  members  have  not  registered. 
I  wish  you  would  go  and  sign  that  book  when  we  leave  this 
meeting,  and  state  where  you  want  to  go  next  year.  Those 
of  you  who  have  already  signed  the  registration  book  will 
please  state  the  place  you  want  to  go.  That  is  a  good  thing, 
you  will  do  two  things  at  one  time. 

President  MILLARD:  Any  new  business? 

Mr.  NEAL:  I  would  like  to  ask  if  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  is  to  be  actually  guided  by  this  vote  to  be  recorded  on 
the  book  outside? 

President  MILLARD:  That  is  a  very  important  ques¬ 
tion. 

Mr.  HARRIS:  I  think  that  it  is  not  a  fair  thing.  I 
think  that  the  Executive  Committee  should  be  empowered 
with  the  authority  to  select  the  place. 

Mr.  MEYER:  I  would  suggest  that  you  simply  say 
on  the  book,  “out  of  the  State,”  and  leave  it  to  the  Committee 
to  say  where. 

Mr.  NEAL:  The  trouble  with  our  Executive  Committee 
is  we  do  not  know  where  the  majority  of  the  people  would 
prefer  to  go. 


Mr.  SHEA:  I  think  your  suggestion  was  that  the  mem¬ 
bers  present  would  suggest  where  they  preferred  to  go,  and 
leave  it  to  the  Executive  Committee  to  decide. 

President  MILLARD:  Don’t  you  think  the  Executive 
Committee  should  be  guided  by  that  vote? 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  I  don’t  think  you  can  take  away 
from  the  Executive  Committee  the  power  to  say  where  the 
Association  shall  meet.  It  should  be  left  to  their  discretion. 
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Mr.  PIERCE:  I  was  present  at  the  meeting  when  they 
selected  Braddock  Heights.  I  think  probably  the  concensus 
of  opinion  at  that  time  would  have  been  Deer  Park  if  the 
Committee  had  consulted  their  own  personal  desires.  When 
we  went  over  the  whole  situation  we  decided  the  place  to  get 
most  people  was  Braddock  Heights.  In  regard  to  Deer  Park, 
there  is  no  nicer  place  in  the  country.  It  is  hard  to  get  to. 
It  is  hanl  to  get  the  Baltimore  people  up  there. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  To  say  nothing  of  the  Eastern 
Shore. 

Mr.  KNIGHT:  I  think  the  easiest  way  for  you  to  get 
this  thing  settled — you  have  no  right  to  take  the  power  from 
the  Executive  Committee’s  hands  to  say  where  this  Associa¬ 
tion  shall  meet,  but  you  can  vote  and  give  them  an  idea. 
Register  on  the  book  for  inside  or  outside  the  State. 

Mr.  PIERCE:  I  would  suggest  that  you  vote  as  you 
leave. 

President  MILLARD:  We  will  leave  the  book  on  this 
table.  Those  who  have  registered  and  those  who  have  not 
registered  will  please  state  their  preference. 

President  MILLARD:  If  there  is  nothing  more  under 
New  Business  a  motion  to  adjourn  will  be  in  order. 

(Thereupon  the  meeting  adjourned  at  12:20  p.  m.  until 
Friday  morning,  July  2nd.) 


Special  Meeting 


Hehl  at  5:15  p.  m.,  Thursday,  July  1st, 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Millard 
to  act  upon  certain  proposed  amendments  to  the  By-Laws. 

Secietary  KELLY:  Since  the  last  session  adjourned, 
the  Special  Committee  on  Committees  met  and  wish  to 
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submit  the  following  amended  by-law  as  their  report  after  a 
careful  Cionsideration  oi  the  whole  subject.  /Article  XVII  will' 
have  to  be  amended  to  read  as  follows; 

Article  XVII. 

The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  annually: 

1.  A  Committee  on  Pharmacy,  composed  of  five  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  represent  this  Association  in  all  scientific  and  professional 
matters. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Commercial  Interests,  composed  of  five  members, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  represent  this  Association  in  all  commercial 
matters. 

3.  A  Committee  on  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  composed  of  seven  mem¬ 
bers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  represent  this  Association  in  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  School  of  Pharmacy  and  Pharmaceutical  Education. 

4.  A  Committee  on  Legislation,  composed  of  ten  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  represent  this  Association  in  all  legislative  matters. 
They  shall  also  be  empowered  to  bring  before  all  state  and  national  bodies 
all  needed  legislation  pertaining  to  pharmacy. 

5.  A  Committee  on  Membership,  composed  of  ten  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  induce  eligible  persons  to  become  members  of  this 
Association;  and  shall  also  report  all  deaths  of  members  occurring  during 
the  year  and  present  fitting  memorials  for  publication. 

6.  A  Committee  on  Entertainment  and  Publicity,  composed  of  five 
members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  entertainment  features  of  this 
Association  and  who  shall  keep  the  public  informed  as  to  the  activities 
of  this  Association  through  the  pharmaceutical  and  lay  press. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  Will  the  committee  look  after  the 
School  of  Pharmacy  of  the  University  of  Maryland? 

Secretary  KELLY:  The  Committee  felt  if  they  would 
say  the  school  of  pharmacy  and  not  specify  further,  it  would 
allow  this  Association  to  be  represented  in  connection  with 
any  other  school. 

President  MILLARD:  I  would  like  to  have  a  motion 
to  refer  this  proposed  amendment  to  the  Commit^tee  on  Laws. 
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It  can  then  be  acted  upon  finally  at  the  session  tomorrow 
morning  along  with  the  amendments  proposed  at  this  morn¬ 
ing’s  session. 

A  MEMBER:  I  move  that  the  Committee  on  Commit¬ 
tees  recommendation  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Laws  and  submitted  back  tomorrow  for  adoption  or  rejection. 

(Motion  being  duly  made,  seconded,  was  put  and  carried.) 

Secretary  KELLY :  The  other  proposition  to  be  pre¬ 
sented  is  done  so  at  the  request  of  the  Travelers’  Auxiliary 
and  since  it  involves  a  change  in  the  By-Laws,  it  should  be  read 
at  the  meeting  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Laws.  The 
proposition  is  that  the  Travelers’  Auxiliary  shall  consist 
of  associate  instead  of  active  members  as  at  present.  They 
have  asked  the  Association  to  suggest  methods  to  accomplish 
this.  The  Executive  Committee  met  last  night  and  a  pro¬ 
position  was  worked  out  on  this  basis.  They  ask  that  an 
associate  membership  be  formed  in  the  Association.  The 
members  of  the  Auxiliary  would  be  associate  members  and 
not  active  members,  would  not  pay  any  dues,  would  not 
hold  office,  and  they  could  set  their  own  auxiliary  dues.  Now, 
they  have  asked  that  the  By-Laws  be  amended  as  far  as 
Article  XIII  to  read  as  follows: 

“Section  1.  (x^uthorization.)  The  Maryland  Pharmace¬ 
utical  Association  hereby  authorizes  the  organization  of  the 
Travelers’  x-\uxiliary  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  x'\ssocia- 
tion  to  be  a  permanent  organization  to  aid  in  the  upbuilding 
and  entertainment  of  the  ^Association. 

“Section  2.  (Membership.)  Membership  of  the  xAuxili- 
ary  shall  comprise  all  representatives  who  sell  to  the  pharm¬ 
acists  and  to  the  drug  trade  in  general. 

“Section  3.  (Dues.)  Each  member  of  the  ^Auxiliary 
shall  pay  S3. 00  in  annual  dues  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Auxiliary. 
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“Section  4.  (Funds.)  The  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  is  hereby  authorized 
to  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Auxiliary  each  year  an 
appropriate  sum.  This  fund,  together  with  the  dues  paid  by 
the  members  to  the  Auxiliary,  and  such  other  funds  as  it  may 
collect,  shall  be  used  by  the  Auxiliary  to  provide  entertain¬ 
ment  for  the  Association  at  its  meetings. 

“Section  5.  (Function.)  The  Committee  on  Enter¬ 
tainment  and  Publicity  shall  devise  with  the  Travelers’ 
Auxiliary  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  program  of  entertain¬ 
ment  for  each  meeting  of  the  Association. 

“Section  6.  (Powers.)  The  Travelers’  Auxiliary,  and 
the  Entertainment  and  Publicity  Committee  shall  have  ex¬ 
clusive  control  of  the  entertainment  features  of  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association  at  its  meetings.’’ 

To  carry  out  this  idea  it  will  be  necessary  to  amend 
Article  III  of  the  Constitution  so  that  it  will  read  as  follows: 

“Article  III.  This  Association  shall  consist  of  active, 
associate,  life  and  honorary  members.” 

That  can’t  be  done  except  after  one  year’s  time.  It  is 
not  necessary  for  that  to  come  up  officially  now. 

This  does  not  prevent  any  member  of  the  Travelers’ 
Auxiliary  becoming  an  active  member  if  he  chooses  to  do  so 
and  is  eligible.  It  simply  relieves  him  of  any  obligation  as  to 
active  membership.  The  Travelers  feel  they  can  increase 
the  membership  of  their  Auxiliary  if  it  is  carried  out,  and  that 
this  increase  will  more  than  make  up  what  we  might  lose  in 
dues. 

President  MILLARD:  What  is  your  pleasure? 

A  MEMBER:  Move  the  report  be  accepted  and  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Committee  on  Laws. 
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Mr.  STRASSBURGER:  Let  the  Secretary  read  Sec.  4, 
Article  18  once  more. 

Secretary  KELLY:  “Section  4.  (Funds.)  The  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Auxiliary  each  year  an  appropriate  sum.  This  fund,  together 
with  the  dues  paid  by  the  members  to  the  Auxiliary,  and  such 
other  funds  as  it  may  collect,  shall  be  used  by  the  Auxiliary 
to  provide  entertainment  for  the  Association  at  its  meetings.” 

Mr.  STRASBURGER:  Don’t  you  think  it  would  be 
wise  to  put  in  “not  to  exceed”  a  certain  amount?  The  Assoc¬ 
iation  pays  3100  a  year,  which  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  Auxili¬ 
ary.  It  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  give 
them  3100,3200  or  3300. 

Secretary  KELLY:  Mr.  Strasburger,  the  Travelers’ 
Auxiliary  wanted  to  suggest  an  amendment  of  that  Section 
by  striking  out  the  appropriation  entirely.  They  wanted  to 
show  their  appreciation  of  this  action  by  taking  out  the  ap¬ 
propriation  entirely,  and  we  only  felt  that  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  should  have  that  right  if  they  cared  to  exercise  it. 
It  is  conceivable,  that  such  an  emergency  might  arise. 

Mr.  STRASBURGER:  It  is  just  as  a  safeguard  to 
the  Association.  I  think  you  ought  to  put  it  in  there. 

Secretary  KELLY:  Would  you  make  an  amendment? 

Mr.  STRASBURGER.  Not  to  exceed  3100  annually. 
That  amount  was  put  down  in  your  budget,  Mr.  President. 

Mr.  SHEA:  If  it  was  put  down  in  the  budget,  that  is 
as  far  as  you  can  go. 

Mr.  HARRIS:  Isn’t  it  a  fact  that  we  will  lose  that 
much  from  dues  from  members  in  the  Auxiliary?

Mr.  STRASBURGER:  Mr.  Frames  suggested  that  this 
x‘\ssociation  is  growing,  and  3100  might  not  be  sufficient.  I 
am  willing  to  make  it  anything  you  would  think  sufficient. 

President  MILLARD:  I  think  as  the  thing  stands  now 
it  is  all  right.  The  Committee  has  discretionary  power  in  the 
matter  to  give  them  as  much  as  they  want,  or  as  little  as 
necessary.

Friday,  July  2,  1920. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10:30  a.  m.  by  Presi¬ 
dent  Millard. 

President  MILLARD:  We  will  take  up  any  unfinished 
business. 

Secretary  KELLY:  Under  the  head  of  unfinished  busi¬ 
ness  we  are  to  act  upon  the  recommendations  as  to  changes  in 
Sections  IX,  XI,  XVII  and  XVIII  of  the  By-Laws.  •  They 
were  read  at  yesterday’s  meeting  and  the  Committee  on  Laws 
recommend  their  adoption.  If  there  is  no  objection  I  will 
not  read  them  again. 

President  MILLARD:  Does  anybody  wish  to  have  them 
read  over  again? 

Mr.  PEARCE:  I  move  you  suspend  reading  of  those 
By-Laws  and  adopt  them. 

(Motion  being  duly  made,  seconded,  was  put  and  carried.) 

President  MILLARD:  The  next  in  order  is  the  report 
of  the  Auditing  Committee. 

Mr.  NEAL.  The  Auditing  Committee  begs  leave  to 
report  that  we  find  your  Treasurer’s  account  all  right. 

Next  order  of  business  is  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Ethics. 

Secretary  KELLY :  There  is  no  report. 

President  MILLARD:  Next  is  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  New  Remedies. 
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Secretary  KELLY:  There  is  no  report. 

President  MILLARD:  Next  order  of  business  is  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Publicity. 

Secretary  KELLY :  There  is  no  report. 

President  MILLARD:  Next,  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Adulterations,. 

Secretary  KELLY:  I  have  the  report  here;  it  is  rather 
lengthy  and  if  satisfactory  I  would  like  to  make  a  motion  to 
accept  it  for  publication. 

(Motion  being  duly  made,  seconded,  was  put  and  carried.) 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ADULTERATIONS. 

In  presenting  this  report  the  chairman  requests  that  you  pardon  its 
brevity  as  he  was  aware  of  the  fact  that  he  was  at  the  head  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  only  two  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting. 

The  number  of  cases  of  adulterations  reported  in  the  literature  reviewed 
are  not  very  numerous  but  are  extremely  interesting  in  that  practically 
everyone  indicates  wilful  sophistication.  The  greed  for  gold,  no  matter 
by  what  means  obtained  still  permeates  many  human  beings,  and  the 
adulteration  of  drugs  offers  a  means  to  the  end. 

American  Centaury — An  instance  of  deliberate  adulteration  of  the 
crude  drug  is  reported  by  Oliver  Atkins  Farwell.  Three  bales  of  American 
Centaury  weighing  472'pounds  contained  just  113  pounds  of  drug  true  to 
name.  Two  adulterations  were  present — Rhexia  virginica — Linn  and 
Stylosanthes  biflora-Linn.  What  points  to  deliberate  sophistication  is 
the  fact  that  all  three  species  were  definitely  distinct,  one  from  another; 
each  occupying  a  distinct  layer  by  itself.  The  true  American  Centaury 
comprised  the  outermost  layer,  completely  hiding  the  adulterants;  the 
Stylosanthes  occupied  the  middle  portion  of  the  bales;  while  the  Rhexia 
occupied  the  space  between  the  other  two.  Neither  of  the  adulterations 
bears  sufficient  resemblance  to  the  true  American  Centaury  to  escape 
detection  if  intermixed  with  it.  (Bulletin  of  Phar.  June  1920.) 

Chamomile  Flowers — Clevinger  and  Ewing  have  detected  a  new 
adulterant  of  Matricaria  chamomilla,  not  heretofore  mentioned,  namely, 
Santolina  chamaecyparissuo-Linn.  A  shipment  invoiced  as  “Chamomile 
Flowers”  labeled  in  Spanish  “La  Manzanilla  Aroma”  consisted  entirely 
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of  the  flower  heads  of  this  species.  The  Spanish  name  for  chamomile  is 
“Manzanilla.”  Under  that  title  the  following  species  are  recognized  in 
the  present  Spanish  Pharmacopoeia;  Anthemis  Nobilis-L.,  (Manzanilla 
Romana),  Matricaria  chamomila-L.,  (Manzanilla  ordinario),  Cotula 
aurea-L.,  (Manzanilla  fina).”  Whether  or  not  the  name  “La  Manzanilla 
Aroma”  was  intended  to  convey  the  impressslon  that  the  product  was  “La 
Manzanilla  Romana”  is  a  matter  of  conjecture,  but  since  it  was  invoiced 
as  “Chamomile  Flowers”  and  since  Matricaria  Chamomila  is  the  only 
chamomile  official,  it  must,  of  course,  be  considered  an  adulterant.  (J.  Am. 
Phar.  Ass’n.  July  1919.) 

Gentian — L.  Kofler,  University  of  Vienna  found  a  sample  of  powered 
gentian  to  consist  of  about  49%  powered  gentian,  45%  powered  olive  pits, 
2%  powdered  wormwood  and  4.27%  tartar  emetic.  (Chem.  Ab.  Vol. 
13.1364.) 

Horehound — Ewing  and  Clevenger  found  several  shipments  labeled 
“horehound”  to  consist  entirely  of  Ballota  hirsuta  (Bentham).  Other 
shipments  contained  about  25%  of  the  same  adulterant.  The  odor  of  this 
species  closely  resembles  that  of  true  horehound,  and  candy  made  from  it 
tasted  very  much  like  that  prepared  from  horehound.  (J.  Am.  Phar. 
Ass’n.  May  1919.) 

-  Maidenhair  Fern — This  shipment  consisting  of  five  bags  was 
adulterated  with  coarse  gravel.  No  attempt  was  made  to  intermix  the 
gravel  with  the  drug,  for  a  layer  of  drug  alternated  with  a  layer  of  gravel 
in  regular  succession.  The  total  weight  of  the  five  bags  was  increased 
50  pounds  by  the  addition  of  the  gravel.  (Oliver  Atkins  Farrell,  Bulletin 
of  Phar.  June  1920.) 

Oil  of  Sandalwood — Azor  Thurston  reports  results  obtained  from 
the  analysis  of  20  samples  of  commercial  sandalwood  oil.  Of  this  number 
only  four  filled  the  requirements  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia. 
One  sample  contained  cottonseed  oil,  while  another  was  probably  mostly 
cedarwood  oil.  A  number  were  below  standard  in  optical  rotation  and 
several  failed  to  dissolve  in  5  parts  of  75%  alcohol.  (J.  Am.  Phar.  Ass’n. 
Jan.  1920.) 

White  Pine — C.  O.  Ewing  reports  an  unusual  case  of  wilful  adultera¬ 
tion.  White  Pine  Bark  is  comparatively  cheap  and  it  is  not  difficult  to 
obtain  the  genuine  article.  During  the  war  the  demand  increased  enorm¬ 
ously,  and  as  a  result  the  price  was  raised,  thus  encouraging  sophistication. 
A  shipment  of  white  pine  from  North  Carolina,  but  collected  in  Michigan, 
contained  a  160  pound  bale,  the  outer  part  of  which,  to  the  depth  of  about 
one  foot  consisted  of  genuine  white  pine,  the  interior,  however,  was  com¬ 
posed  almost  entirely  of  rossed  outer  elm  bark.  (Ulmus  fulva.  L.).  The 
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official  X.  F.  Ulraus  consists  of  inner  bark  from  which  the  outer  layer  has 
been  removed.  The  bark  in  question  consisted  mostly  of  cut  pieces 
about  2  to  10  cm  wide  and  about  5  to  50  cm  long.  The  outer  corky  layer 
had  been  removed;  where  the  rossing  had  been  superficial  the  outer  surface 
had  a  somewhat  reticulated  appearance.  The  monoclinic  prisms  of  cal¬ 
cium  oxalate  characteristic  of  elm  bark  are  so  striking  that  the  presence 
could  readily  be  detected  by  microscopic  examination.  (J.  Am.  Phar. 
Ass’n.  March  1920.) 

Cocaine  Hydrochloride — J.  Herzog  and  A.  Hanner  give  the  follow¬ 
ing  analysis  of  a  sample  of  cocaine  hydrochloride:  Sodium  salicylate  85.5%, 
Cocaine  Hydrochloride  12.05%  and  water  2.45%.,  Both  seal  and  label 
bore  the  mark  “E.  Merck,  Darmstadt,”  but  were  counterfeit.  (From 
Apoth.  Ztg.  Chem.  Ab.  Vol.  13,  2963.) 

Morphine  Hydrochloride — Eric  Funck  reports  in  the  Pharm. 
Tentralhalle  a  sample  of  morphine  hydrochloride  adulterated  with  20% 
of  calcium  carbonate.  (Chem.  Ab.  Vol.  14,  797.) 

Neosalvarsan — A  sample  of  this  drug  analysed  by  J.  Herzog  was 
found  to  consist  of  crude  calcium  sulphate  contaminated  with  barium 
sulphate,  strontium  sulphate  and  lead  chromate.  (Apoth.  Ztg.  Cyem. 
Ab.  Vol.  14,  309.) 

Appended  is  a  report  from  Dr.  Herman  Engelhardt,  a  member  of  the 
Committee.

Committee  on  Adulterations,  Md.  Phar.  Assn. 

About  6,000  shipments  of  chemicals  were  examined.  Since  of  these 
only  a  very  small  number  referred  to  below  had  to  be  rejected,  it  is  obvious 
that  the  quality  of  the  products  offered  on  the  market  at  the  present  time 
is  a  very  good  one. 

Aluminum  Sulphate — One  shipment  contained  an  excess  of  iron. 

Gelatin — Quite  a  good  deal  of  difficulty  was  experienced  with  obtain¬ 
ing  good  gelatin  which  seems  to  be  a  rather  scarce  article  on  the  market  at 
the  present  time.  Most  of  the  gelatin  offered  had  a  rather  yellow  color 
and  contained  an  excess  of  heavy  metals,  although  it  remained  well  within 
the  limits  of  the  permitted  amount  of  arsenic. 

Benzyl  Benzoate — Several  shipments  of  this  article  had  to  be  re¬ 
jected  because  the  product  had  too  low  a  saponification  number  and  very 
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probably  contained  benzyl  alcohol.  Also  a  slight  odor  of  benzaldehyde 
was  perceptible. 

Camphor — One  shipment  of  this  commodity  contained  only  91.1 
per  cent  of  camphor  (estimated  polarimetrically)  and  was  in  a  moist  con¬ 
dition  due  to  the  presence  of  camphor  oil. 

Zinc  Valerate — Contained  an  excess  of  iron. 

Sodium  Bromide — Assayed  only  88  per  cent  of  absolute  Na  Br. 

Citric  Acid — One  shipment,  although  showing  a  purity  of  99.5  per 
cent,  contained  an  excess  of  iron. 

Potassium  Bicarbonate — One  shipment  contained  a  large  amount  of 
mechanical  admixtures.  Another  shipment  assayed  only  97.8  per  cent 
and  also  contained  quite  a  large  amount  of  foreign  matter. 

Dlgitalin — One  shipment  of  digitalin  assayed  physiologically  only 
70  per  cent. 

In  regard  to  the  standardization  of  this  product  the  following  may  be 
said.  When  with  the  advent  of  the  U.  S.  P.  IX  a  physiologic  standardiza¬ 
tion  of  the.  heart  tonics  Digitalis,  Strophanthus,  Squill,  etc.,  was  advised  for 
these  products  we  adopted  a  physiologic  standard  for  the  so-called  “Ger¬ 
man”  digitalin  also.  This  product  which  is  used  by  us  in  large  quantities 
both  in  tablets  (hyprodermic  as  well  as  triturated)  and  also  in  liquid  pre¬ 
parations  is  prepared  from  digitalis  seed  and  is  composed  chiefly  of  true 
digitalin  (gitalin)  and  digitalein.  Being  a  mixture  of  several  glucosides, 
the  product,  could  not  well  be  standardized  by  the  estimation  of  chemical 
standards,  such  as  the  determination  of  the  melting  point,  etc.  and  phy¬ 
siologic  assay  had  to  be  resorted  to.  The  U.  S.  P.  requirements  for  the 
heart  tonics  are  based  on  the  one  hour  M.  S.  D.  (minimum  systolic  dose) 
in  frogs,  i.  e.  the  amount  of  the  heart  tonic  in  question  necessary  to  make  the 
frog’s  heart  stop  in  systole  within  one  hour.  Since  a  solution  of  digitalin 
in  physiologic  salt  solution  is  only  very  slowly  and  imperfectly  absorbed 
by  frogs  in  one  hour  and  the  results  by  this  method  are  very  irregular,  we 
adopted  the  cat  method,  i.  e.  we  determined  the  M.  L.  D.  in  cats  i.  e.  the 
amount  of  digitalin  necessary  to  kill  one  kilo  cat.  A  digitalin,  which  had 
been  found  to  give  good  therapeutic  results  had  a  M.  L.  D.  of  5.65  mgms. 
per  kilo  cat,  and  with  this  standard  all  the  shipments  of  digitalin  are 
compared. 

Several  shipments  barely  met  with  the  requirements  of  the  U.  S.  P., 
N.  F.  or  the  standards  laid  down  in  the  text-books,  but  their  quality  was 
such  as  not  to  justify  rejection. 
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In  regard  to  the  quality  of  crude  drugs  it  may  be  said  that  almost 
all  the  shipments  came  fully  up  to  the  standards  given  in  the  Pharmacopoeia. 
This  was  especially  the  case  with  those  drugs  w^hich  are  cultivated  in  this 
country,  for  instance:  Belladonna,  Digitalis,  Cannabis,  etc.  We  had  to 
reject: 

Nutgall  Powder — The  shipment  had  to  be  rejected  because  the 
product  did  not  come  up  to  the  U.  S.  P.  requirements. 

Red  Gum — One  shipment  of  this  article  had  not  the  proper  color 
and  was  not  sufficiently  astringent. 

June  28,  1920.  H.  EXGELHARDT. 

President  MILLARD:  Next  order  of  business  is  read¬ 
ing  of  papers. 

Next  is  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Membership. 
We  will  have  to  wait  until  the  Committee  is  ready  to  report, 
in  the  meantime  we  will  go  on  to  unfinished  business. 

Mr.  MEYER:  Under  the  head  of  unfinished  business, 
I  would  like  to  ask  that  the  Government  or  Internal  Revenue 
officers  should  change  the  wording  on  the  retail  license  from 
“retail  liquor  dealers,”  for  druggists,  to  something  more 
harmonious  and  not  so  objectionable.  I  make  a  motion 
that  the  Association  go  on  record  as  making  that  request. 

A  MEMBER:  I  second  the  motion. 

President  MILLARD:  Don’t  you  think  you  had  better 
put  that  in  writing  so  that  it  will  be  more  exact? 

Mr.  SCHULTZE:  Would  not  that  be  in  direct  con¬ 
flict  with  the  action  taken  yesterday?  Yesterday  we  de¬ 
cided  against  the  wffiole  thing. 

Mr  MEYER:  This  is  a  matter  of  itself.  We  don’t 
know  whether  the  Government  is  going  to  agree  as  to  the 
other  or  not. 

President  MILLARD:  Any  other  remarks?  If  not, 
we  will  put  the  question. 
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The  motion  is  to  request  the  Internal  Revenue  Depart¬ 
ment  to  designate  druggists  by  some  other  name  than  “retail 
liquor  dealers.” 

(Motion  deing  duly  made,  seconded,  was  put  and  carried.) 

President  MILLARD:  There  will  be  nothing  done. 
I  had  a  talk  with  Mr.  Dobson  about  it,  and  he  said  that  it  is 
sold  under  the  retail  liquor  dealers’  license  and  nothing  could 
be  done. 

Is  there  anything  else? 

Mr.  SCHULTZE:  There  seems  to  be  some  sentiment 
among  the  members  against  the  method  of  electing  officers. 
It  seems  it  might  be  advisable — of  course  you  have  to  leave 
it  lay  over  for  a  year — to  appoint  a  committee  to  work  out 
a  plan  such  as  that  used  by  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  As  you  know,  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association  Nominating  Committee  selects  three  names  for 
each  office.  Those  names  are  printed  on  a  slip  and  sent  out 
to  the  members,  and  they  vote  on  one  name  for  each  position, 
and  the  slip  is  returned  to  the  Committee  on  Election.  Of 
course,  a  person  who  receives  the  majority  of  votes  is  elected 
to  office.  The  officers  elected  are  reported  at  the  next  meeting 
and  installed. 

President  MILLx^RD:  As  a  matter  of  fact  I  think  the 
way  we  elect  our  officers  is  absolutely  ridiculous.  It  is  not 
in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

Secretary  KELLY:  The  Nominating  Committee  and 
the  election  of  officers  is  simply  a  matter  of  agreement.  It  is 
perfectly  proper  to  change  it  at  any  time. 

President  MILLx^RD:  The  incoming  President,  if  he 
chooses,  can  call  for  nominations  the  first  day  of  the  meeting 
or  post  them,  if  he  wants  to. 
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Mr.  SCHULTZE:  The  method  I  suggested  would  give 
every  member  a  chance  to  vote. 

Mr.  STRASBURGER:  I  might  state,  Mr.  Schultze, 
that  the  Committee  on  Committees  brought  that  out  in  its 
meeting  yesterday.  The  incoming  president  has  a  splendid 
idea  about  just  what  he  wants  to  do. 

Secretary  KELLY :  This  final  report  consists  in  reading 
names  of  the  members  obtained  by  the  Membership  Committee 
and  the  request  that  they  be  elected  by  the  Association.

Mr.  CATLIN:  I  want  to  thank  you  for  your  co-opera¬ 
tion  in  helping  us  entertain  and  hope  that  next  year  we  can 
go  you  one  better. 

Miss  COLE:  I  want  to  report  that  we  can  not  find 
the  Vice-President;  he  has  gone  out  with  his  wife.

Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  That  we,  M.  L.  Byers,  David  M. 
R.  Culbreth,  Joseph  B.  Garrott,  E.  M.  Foreman,  John  W.  Geiger,  Samuel 
Mansfield,  J.  Charles  Smith,  Columbus  V.  Emich,  Albion  J.  Corning, 
John  J.  Thomsen,  D.  C.  Aughinbaugh,  Edwin  Eareckson,  William  Simon 
and  J.  Walter  Hodges,  being  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  a  majority 
of  whom  are  citizens  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  do  hereby  certify  that  we 
do,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  General  Laws  of  this  State,  authorizing 
the  formation  of  corporations,  hereby  form  a  corporation  under  the  name 
of  “The  Maryland  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  Baltimore  City.” 

We  do  further  certify,  that  the  said  corporation,  so  formed  is  a  cor¬ 
poration  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  together  the  reputable  Pharmacists, 
Chemists  and  Druggists  of  the  State,  that  they  may  by  thorough  organ¬ 
ization  and  united  effort  advance  the  science  of  Pharmacy,  promote 
scientific  research,  and  in  the  interest  of  the  public  strive  to  have  enacted 
just,  stringent  laws,  to  prevent  the  adulteration  of  food  and  medicines, 
and  to  confine  the  compounding  and  sales  of  medicines  to  regularly 
educated  Pharmacists;  that  the  term  of  existence  of  said  corporation  is 
limited  to  forty  years;  and  that  the  said  corporation  is  formed  upon  the 
articles,  conditions  and  provisions  herein  expressed,  and  subject  in  all 
particulars  to  the  limitations  relating  to  corporations,  which  are  con¬ 
tained  in  the  General  Laws  of  this  State. 

We  do  further  certify,  that  the  operations  of  said  corporations  are  to 
be  carried  on  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  that  the  principal  office  of 
the  said  corporation  will  be  located  in  Baltimore  City.

A  Code  of  Ethics 


For  the  guidance  of  members  of  this  Association  and  all  pharma¬ 
cists  of  the  State  who  may  wish  to  follow  the  higher  practice  of  their 
profession. 


Respecting  the  Pharmacist  Himself 

First — He  should,  by  study,  experimentation,  investigation  and 
practice,  thoroughly  qualify  himself  to  fully  meet  and  competently  transact 
the  daily  requirements  of  his  vocation. 

Second — He  should  possess  a  good  moral  character  and  should  not 
be  addicted  to  the  improper  use  of  narcotic  drugs  nor  the  excessive  use 
of  alcoholic  stimulants. 

Third — He  should  constantly  endeavor  to  enlarge  his  store  of  knowl¬ 
edge;  he  should,  as  far  as  possible,  read  current  pharmaceutical  literature; 
he  should  encourage  all  such  pharmaceutical  organizations  as  seem  to 
be  helpful  to  the  profession,  and  so  deport  himself  as  not  to  detract  from 
the  dignity  and  honor  of  the  calling  this  Association,  especially  is  trying 
to  elevate. 

Fourth — He  should  accept  the  standards  and  requirements  of  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  National  Formulary  for  the  articles 
of  Materia  Medica  and  the  preparations  recognized  by  these  publications, 
and,  as  far  as  possible,  should  promote  the  use  of  these  and  discourage  the 
use  of  proprietaries  and  nostrums. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  Those 
FROM  Whom  He  Makes  Purchases 

First — He  should  deal  fairly  with  these;  all  goods  received  in  error 
or  excess,  and  all  undercharges,  should  be  as  promptly  reported  as  are 
shortages  and  overcharges.  Containers  not  charged  for  and  not  included 
in  the  charge  for  contents  should  be  carefully  returned,  or,  if  used,  should 
be  credited  to  the  party  to  whom  they  belong. 
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Second — He  should  earnestly  strive  to  follow  all  trade  regulations 
and  rules,  promptly  meet  obligations,  closely  follow  all  contracts  and 
agreements,  and  should  not  encourage  or  sanction  any  division  of  quantity 
purchases  not  contemplated  in  the  terms  of  sale. 


Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  His 
Fellow-Pharmacist 

First — In  this  relationship  he  should,  especially,  “do  as  he  would  be 
done  by.”  He  should  not  make  any  comment  or  use  any  form  of  ad¬ 
vertisement  that  will  reflect  upon  a  member  of  the  profession,  generally 
or  specifically.  Nor  should  he  do  that  which  will  in  any  way  discredit 
the  standing  of  other  pharmacists  in  the  minds  of  either  physicians  or 
laymen. 

Second — He  should  not  obtain,  surreptitiously,  or  use  the  private 
formulas  of  another,  nor  should  he  imitate  or  use  another’s  preparations, 
labels  or  special  forms  of  advertising. 

Third — -He  should  not  fill  orders  or  prescriptions  which  come  to 
him  by  mistake.  Prescription  containers  with  copies  and  labels  of  an¬ 
other  pharmacist  upon  them  may  be  filled  by  him  upon  request,  but  he 
must  invariably  replace  the  labels  with  his  own,  thereby  assuming  proper 
responsibility. 

Fourth — He  should  never  request  a  copy  of  a  prescription  from 
another  pharmacist;  the  owner  of  the  prescription,  being  alone  entitled 
to  a  copv,  is  the  proper  person  to  ask  for  it. 

Fifth — He  may  borrow  merchandise  from  another  pharmacist,  pro¬ 
vided  the  practice  is  reciprocal  and  equally  agreeable  to  both  parties; 
but  the  better  form  is  to  pay  a  sum  for  the  desired  article  equal  to  the 
cost  and  half  of  the  profit  to  be  obtained. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  Physicians 

First — He  should  positively  refuse  to  prescribe  for  customers  ex¬ 
cept  in  cases  of  urgent  emergency. 

Second — He  should  not,  under  any  circumstances,  substitute  one 
article  for  another,  or  one  make  of  an  article  for  another,  in  a  physi¬ 
cian’s  prescription,  without  the  physician’s  consent. 
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Third — He  should  refuse  to  re-fill  prescriptions  or  give  copies  of 
them  when  so  instructed  by  the  physician. 

Fourth — He  should  not  place  copies  of  prescriptions  upon  containers 
unless  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  prescriber,  even  though  the  patient  should 
request  it.  Nor  should  he  use  any  word  or  label,  like  “For  External 
Use,”  “Posion,”  “Caution”  etc.,  without  due  regard  for  the  wishes  of  the 
prescriber,  provided  the  safety  of  the  patient  and  family  is  not  jeopardized- 

Fifth — Whenever  there  is  a  doubt  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  physi¬ 
cian’s  prescription  or  directions,  he  should  invariably  confer  with  the 
physician  in  order  to  avoid  possible  mistakes  or  unpleasantness;  changes 
in  prescriptions  should  not  be  made  without  such  conference. 

Sixth — He  should  never  discuss  physician’s  prescriptions  with  cus_ 
tomers  nor  disclose  to  them  their  composition. 

Resfecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  His  Patrons 

First — -He  should  seek  to  merit  the  confidence  of  his  customers, 
which,  when  won,  should  be  jealously  guarded  and  never  abused  by 
extortion  or  misrepresentation. 

Second — He  should  supply  products  of  standard  quality  only  to 
patrons,  excepting  when  sometimes  inferior  is  specified  and  paid  for  by 
them. 

Third— He  should  charge  no  more  than  fair,  equitable  prices  for 
merchandise  and  prescriptions;  the  time  required  for  the  proper  prepara¬ 
tion  of  prescriptions  should  be  duly  considered  and  paid  for. 

Fourth — He  should  hold  the  safety  and  health  of  his  patrons  to  be 
of  first  consideration;  he  should  make  no  attempt  to  treat  diseases  nor 
strive  to  sell  nostrums  or  specifics  simply  for  the  sake  of  profit. 

Fifth — -He  should  consider  the  reckless  or  continued  sale  of  drugs 
to  habitues  and  the  illicit  sale  of  abortive  medicines  or  poisons  to  be 
practices  unbecoming  a  gentleman,  a  pharmacist  and  a  member  of  this 
Association. 


Constitution  and  By-Laws 


Preamble 


Whereas,  To  promote  progress  and  to  guard  the  well-being  of 
our  profession  within  the  State,  Pharmacists  should  be  thoroughly  or¬ 
ganized,  and 

Whereas,  The  business  relations  existing  between  Pharmacists, 
Chemists,  Wholesale  and  Manufacturing  Druggists  are,  and  ought  to  be, 
of  the  most  intimate  and  confidential  character,  and 

Whereas,  There  exists  great  necessity  for  the  enactment  of  just, 
yet  stringent  laws,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  to  guard  against  the 
adulteration  of  food  and  medicine  and  to  confine  the  compounding  and 
dispensing  of  drugs  and  medicines  to  those  who  are  thoroughly  competent. 
Therefore  be  it 

Resolved.  That  we,  the  Pharmacists,  Chemists,  Wholesale  and 
Manufacturing  Druggists  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  in  convention  ass¬ 
embled  do  hereby  organize  ourselves  into  a  permanent  association  and 
adopt  the  following  Constitution  and  By-Laws: 

Constitution 


Article  I. 


This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 


Article  II. 

The  object  of  this  Association  is  to  bring  together  the  reputable 
Pharmacists,  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  the  State,  that  they  may,  by 
thorough  organization  and  united  effort,  advance  the  science  of  Pharmacy, 
promote  scientific  research  and,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  strive  to 
have  enacted  just,  yet  stringent  laws  to  prevent  the  adulteration  of  food 
and  medicines  and  to  confine  the  compounding  and  sale  of  medicines  to 
regularly  educated  pharmacists. 
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Article  III. 

This  Association  shall  consist  of  active,  life  and  honorary  members 

Article  IV. 

The  Officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  an 
Executive  Committee  of  five  members,  of  this  Committee  three  are  to  be 
elected  from  the  City  of  Baltimore,  one  from  Eastern  Shore,  and  one 
from  the  Western  Shore  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

All  Officers  of  this  Association  except  the  Local  Secretary  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  have  qualified.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President  after  the  place  of  meeting  shall  have  been  selected. 

Article  V. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  must  be  sub¬ 
mitted  in  writing,  and,  after  being  read,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Laws,  and  lie  over  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  when,  upon  receiving  an  affirmative  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present,  it  shall  become  part  of  this  Constitution. 

Article  VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 


By-Laws 


Article  I. 

The  President  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  this  Association: 
he  shall  announce  all  business  received  and  submit  all  proper  motions  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Association.  Upon  calling  the  yeas  and  nays, 
and  in  cases  of  equal  division,  he  shall  vote;  upon  all  other  occasions  he 
shall  not  vote.  He  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject,  however, 
to  an  appeal.  He  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless  their  appointment 
is  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Association,  and  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member 
of  the  Executive  and  each  Standing  Committee.  He  shall  present  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  an  address  upon  any  subject  he 
may  elect,  and  shall  make  such  suggestions  as  may  seem  to  him  suitable 
to  promote  the  interests  and  better  carry  out  the  objects  for  which  this 
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Association  has  been  organized.  He  shall  sign  all  certificates  of  member¬ 
ship,  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer,  and  authenticate  the 
proceedings  by  his  signature. 

Article  II. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  his  inability  to  act,  his  duties 
shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice-Presidents  in  their  order  of  rank. 

Article  HI. 

The  Secretary  shall  make  and  keep  correct  minutes  of  the  proceedings 
and  conduct  all  the  correspondence  of  the  Association.  He  shall  be, 
ex-officio,  a  member  and  Secretary  of  the  Executive  and  each  Standing 
Committee.  He  shall  carefully  preserve  on  file  all  reports,  essays  and 
papers  of  every  description,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  under  direction  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  to  edit,  publish  and  distribute  the  Proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary  of  one  hundred 
dollars.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  reside  at  or  near  the  place  of  annual 
meeting  and  have  charge  of  arrangements  for  the  same. 

Article  IV. 

The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  safely  hold  all  dues  and  other  funds 
belonging  to  the  Association,  to  the  order  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
He  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  before  each  annual  meeting 
the  names  of  all  members  who  have  failed  to  pay  their  dues.  He  shall 
at  each  annual  meeting  render  a  statement  of  his  accounts  to  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  for  audit,  and  report  a  copy  of  same  to  the  Association. 
He  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall 
be  paid  an  annual  salary  of  fifty  dollars. 

Article  V. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  roll;  shall  investi¬ 
gate  the  claims  of  all  candidates  for  membership,  and  have  charge  of  all 
business  not  otherwise  assigned. 

Article  VI. 

This  Association  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  name.  Special  meetings  shall 
be  called  upon  the  written  application  of  ten  members,  directed  to  the 
President;  said  written  applications  before  being  acted  on  must  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  receive  the  approval  of  a  majority 
of  said  Board  of  Trustees,  and  at  least  twenty-five  days’  notice  be  given 
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of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  meeting  in  special  session.  A  semi¬ 
annual  meeting  may  be  held  at  such  place  as  the  President  may  designate 
which  the  officers  and  chairmen  of  committees,  especially,  shall  attend. 

Article  VII. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Trustees 
for  the  transaction  of  any  business  that  may  be  intrusted  to  it. 

Article  VIII. 

Eligibility — Active  Members.  Pharmacists,  Chemists,  Wholesale  or 
Manufacturing  Druggists  of  good  moral  and  professional  standing  and 
their  representatives.  Teachers  of  Botany,  Materia  Medica  or  any  other 
science  pertaining  to  Pharmacy  are  eligible  to  active  membership  and 
shall  pay  the  annual  dues. 

Article  IX. 

The  fiscal  year  of  this  Association  shall  begin  June  1  and  end  May  31. 
Annual  dues  of  each  active  member  shall  be  five  dollars,  except  clerks 
in  retail  drug  stores,  whose  dues  shall  be  two  dollars,  and  shall  be  payable 
in  advance  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

All  applications  for  membership  must  be  handed  to  the  Executive 
Committee  for  investigation,  and  by  them  reported  to  the  Association. 
Election  of  members  shall  be  by  ballot.  Five  black  balls  shall  defeat  an 
election. 

Application  for  membership  ad  interim  may  be  acted  upon  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  if  they  receive  an  unanimous  vote,  shall  be 
declared  members  of  the  Association. 

Members  elected  within  three  months  of  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
will  not  pay  dues  until  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  following. 

Any  member  one  year  in  arrears  for  his  dues  shall  not  receive  the 
publications  of  this  Association  and  any  member  two  years  in  arrears 
for  his  dues  shall,  after  due  notification  from  the  Treasurer,  lose  his  rights 
as  a  member. 


Article  X. 

Any  person  may  be  expelled  for  cause  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of 
all  the  members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association;  provided, 
however,  that  due  notice  has  been  served  upon  the  offending  member 
and  he  has  had  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  own  defense. 
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Article  XL 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  at  one  time  fifty  dollars 
shall  be  declared  a  life  member,  and  be  forever  exempt  from  the  paying 
of  annual  dues,  and  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  membership  as  a  life 
member. 

Article  XII. 

A  certificate  of  membership  will  be  issued  to  any  member  upon  the 
payment  of  one  dollar. 

Article  XIII. 

All  certificates  of  membership  and  life  membership  shall  be  signed 
by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

Article  XIV. 

Pharmacists,  physicians,  chemists  and  other  scientific  men  of  merit 
may  be  elected  honorary  members  of  this  x\ssociation,  and  be  entitled  to 
all  privileges  of  the  ’Association,  excepting  the  right  to  vote  and  to  hold 
office.  They  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  the  annual  dues. 

Article  XV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  arrange  the  order  of  business  for 
each  annual  meeting  and  shall  furnish  the  Secretary  a  draft  of  program 
at  least  thirty  days  before  the  date  of  such  meeting. 

Article  XVI. 

Three  members  of  the  Association  in  good  standing  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting,  from  which  three  members  so  elected, 
the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  be  requested  to  appoint  one  as  a  member 
of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  succeed  the  member  of  the  said 
board  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  on  the  1st  day  of  May  next  following 

Article  XVII. 

The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  annually: 

1.  A  Committee  on  Pharmacy,  composed  of  five  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  represent  this  Association  in  all  scientific  and  professional 
matters. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Commercial  Interests,  composed  of  five  members, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  represent  this  Association  in  all  commercial 
matters.

3.  A  Committee  on  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  composed  of  seven  mem¬ 
bers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  represent  this  Association  in  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  School  of  Pharmacy  and  Pharmaceutical  Education. 

4.  A  Committee  on  Legislation,  composed  of  ten  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  represent  this  Association  in  all  legislative  matters. 
They  shall  also  be  empowered  to  bring  before  all  state  and  national  bodies 
all  needed  legislation  pertaining  to  pharmacy. 

5.  A  Committee  on  Membership,  composed  of  ten  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  induce  eligible  persons  to  become  members  of  this 
Association;  and  shall  also  report  all  deaths  of  members  occurring  during 
the  year  and  present  fitting  memorials  for  publication. 

6.  A  Committee  on  Entertainment  and  Publicity,  composed  of  five 
members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  entertainment  features  of  this 
Association  and  who  shall  keep  the  public  informed  as  to  the  activities 
of  this  Association  through  the  pharmaceutical  and  lay  press. 

Article  XVIII. 

Section  1  (Authorization).  The  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion  hereby  authorizes  the  organization  of  the  Travelers’  Auxiliary  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  to  be  a  permanent  organization 
to  aid  in  the  up-building  and  entertainment  of  the  Association. 

Section  2  (Membership).  Membership  of  the  Auxiliary  shall  com¬ 
prise  all  Traveler  Members  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
and  only  such  Traveler  members.  (Every  Member  of  the  Auxiliary  shall 
be  a  regular  active  Member  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association), 
and  nothing  in  this  article  of  the  By-Laws  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to 
deprive  him  of  any  of  his  rights  or  privileges  as  such. 

Section  3  (Dues).  Each  Member  of  the  Auxiliary  shall  pay  the 
regular  dues  in  the  sum  of  32.00  per  annum  to  the  Maryland  Pharmaceu¬ 
tical  Association,  and  in  addition  thereto,  shall  pay  33.00  in  annual  dues  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Auxiliary. 

Section  4  (Funds).  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  over  to  the  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Auxiliary  each  year  an  appropriate  sum.  This  fund,  together 
with  the  dues  paid  by  its  Members  to  the  Auxiliary,  and  such  other  funds 
as  it  may  collect,  shall  be  used  by  the  Auxiliary  to  provide  entertainment 
for  the  Association  at  its  annual  meetings. 


ARTICLE  XVHI,  AS  AMENDED 


Section  1.  (Authorization.)  The  Maryland  Pharmaceu¬ 
tical  Association  hereby  authorizes  the  organization  of  the 
Travelers’  Auxiliary  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion  to  be  a  permanent  organization  to  aid  in  the  upbuilding 
and  entertainment  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  (Membership.)  Membership  of  the  Auxili¬ 
ary  shall  comprise  all  representatives  who  sell  to  the  pharm¬ 
acists  and  to  the  drug  trade  in  general. 

Section  3.  (Dues.)  Each  member  of  the  Auxiliary 
shall  pay  33.00  in  annual  dues  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Auxiliary. 

Section  4.  (Funds.)  The  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  is  hereby  authorized 
to  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  ot  the  Auxiliary  each  year  an 
appropriate  sum.  This  fund,  together  with  the  dues  paid  by 
the  members  to  the  Auxiliary,  and  such  other  funds  as  it  may 
collect,  shall  be  used  by  the  Auxiliary  to  provide  entertain- 
tuent  for  the  Association  at  its  meetings. 

Section  5.  (Function.)  The  Committee  on  Entertain¬ 
ment  and  Publicity  shall  devise  with  the  Travelers’  Auxiliary 
in  matters  pertaining  to  the  program  of  entertainment  for 
each  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  6.  (Powers.)  The  Travelers’  Auxiliary,  and 
the  Entertainment  and  Publicity  Committee  shall  have  ex¬ 
clusive  control  of  the  entertainment  features  of  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association  at  its  meetings. 
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Section  5  (Function).  The  President  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceu¬ 
tical  Associatio-n  shall  appoint  an  entertainment  committee  of  three  from 
among  the  Members  of  the  Association  who  are  also  Members  of  the 
Auxiliary,  and  two  other  members  of  the  Association,  which  Committee 
shall  devise  with  the  Travelers’  Auxiliary  in  matters  pertaining  to  the 
program  of  entertainment  for  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  6  (Powers).  The  Travelers’  Auxiliary,  and  the  Entertain¬ 
ment  Committee,  shall  have  exclusive  control  of  the  arrangements  for 
the  entertainment  features  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association 
at  its  annual  meetings. 


Article  XIX. 

All  propositions  to  alter  or  amend  these  By-Laws  must  be  submitted 
in  writing  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Laws  at  one  session,  and 
may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  or  at  any  succeeding  session  and  the  propo¬ 
sition  determined  by  a  majority  vote.

Article  43 :  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland,  Title:  “Health” 
Sub-Title  “Commissioners  of  Pharmacy.” 


Section  178.  (1902  Chapter  197,  Sec.  2.  1906  Chapter 

585^  Sec.  2.)  No  person  shall  open,  conduct  or  keep  a  phar¬ 
macy  in  this  State,  either  as  a  principal  or  agent,  unless  such  a 
person  shall  have  obtained  a  pharmacist’s  certificate,  as  here¬ 
inafter  provided,  and  no  pharmacy  shall  be  at  any  time  left  in 
charge  of  any  person  who  is  not  a  certified  pharmacist,  a  cer¬ 
tified  acting  pharmacist,  or  a  certified  assistant  pharmacist, 
to  compound  prescriptions  or  sell  or  dispense  poisonous  drugs, 
and  providing,  that  in  the  case  of  a  certified  assistant  pharma¬ 
cist,  he  shall  not  be  left  in  charge  of  any  pharmacy  in  this 
State  for  a  period  of  more  than  twenty-four  hours,  and  then 
acting  only  in  the  temporary  absence  of  a  certified  acting 
pharmacist,  regularly  and  continuously  employed  in  that 
pharmacy.  It  shall,  however,  be  lawful  for  physicians  and 
dentists  to  compound  and  dispense  their  own  prescriptions, 
but  unlawful  for  any  person,  dealer  or  firm,  not  a  certified 
pharmacist,  a  certified  acting  pharmacist  or  certified  assistant 
pharmacist,  to  compound  a  physician’s  prescriptions.  Any 
person  violating  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  179.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  3.)  Every  store 

or  shop  where  drugs,  medicines  or  chemicals  are  sold  at  retail, 
displayed  for  sale  at  retail,  where  physician’s  prescriptions 
are  compounded,  which  has  upon  it  or  in  it  as  a  sign  the  words, 
“Pharmacist,”  “Pharmacy,”  “Apothecary,”  “Drug  Store,” 
Druggist,”  or  any  of  these  words  or  exhibits  the  character¬ 
istics  show  bottle  or  globes  filled  with  colored  liquids,  shall 
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be  considered  a  pharmacy  within  the  meaning  of  this  sub¬ 
title. 

Section  180.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  4.)  The  Gover¬ 

nor  shall  appoint  five  persons  who  are  skilled  and  com¬ 
petent  pharmacists,  who  have  had  ten  years’  active  phar¬ 
maceutical  experience,  are  actively  engaged  in  the  retail 
drug  business  and  not  connected  with  any  school  of  phar¬ 
macy  or  medicine  either  as  teachers,  instructors  or  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  board  of  trustees,  to  be  Commissioners  of  Phar¬ 
macy,  two  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  the  city  of  Baltimore 
and  three  residents  of  the  counties  of  the  State.  Said  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  constitute  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy, 
and  shall  hold  office  as  follows:  One  to  serve  five  years,  one 
four  years,  one  three  years,  one  two  years  and  one  one  year 
from  the  first  of  May,  1902;  in  the  first  instance  the  Governor 
to  designate  in  the  appointment  who  to  serve  one,  two,  three, 
four  and  five  years,  and  thereafter  annually  the  Governor 
shall  appoint  one  person  to  serve  as  a  member  of  said  board 
for  the  term  of  five  years.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  within 
ten  days  after  notification  of  their  appointment  each  sub¬ 
scribe  to  an  oath  before  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
Baltimore  City,  or  the  clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  any 
county,  to  impartially  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  pre¬ 
scribed  herein.  The  position  of  any  commissioner  so  ap¬ 
pointed  who  shall  fail  to  qualify  within  the  time  and  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  named  shall  be  deemed  vacant.  The 
Governor  shall  fill  all  occurring  vacancies  from,  such  sections 
of  the  State  as  will  cause  the  board  to  be  constituted  as  here¬ 
inbefore  provided. 

Section  181.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  5.  1910  Chapter 

494,  Sec.  2.)  Said  board  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a 
president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  serve  for  the 
term  of  one  year,  and  who  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed 
by  the  board.  Meetings  for  the  examination  of  applicants 
for  registration  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Thursday  in  April  and 
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October  in  each  year,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  at  such 
times  and  places  as  may  be  fixed  upon  by  the  board;  provided, 
that  ten  days’  public  notice  of  the  hour  and  place  of  each 
meeting  at  which  there  is  an  examination  of  candidates  for 
registration  shall  be  given.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board 
to  receive  all  applicants  for  examination  and  registration  sub¬ 
mitted  in  proper  form,  to  grant  certificates  to  such  persons 
as  may  be  entitled  to  the  same  hereunder,  to  report  annually 
to  the  Governor  and  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion,  upon  the  condition  of  pharmacy  in  the  State,  which  re¬ 
port  shall  also  furnish  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
board,  as  well  as  the  names  of  all  persons  registered  under 
these  provisions;  to  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  registered 
the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all  persons  so  registered 
and  all  facts  pertaining  to  the  granting  of  certificates.  The 
said  board  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  any  rules  and  by¬ 
laws  not  inconsistent  herewith,  necessary  to  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  the  board,  to  demand  and  receive  from  appli¬ 
cants  the  fees  herein  provided,  which  shall  by  the  treasurer  of 
the  board  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  State. 

Section  182.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  6.)  The  salaries  of 

said  board  shall  be  fifty  dollars  per  annum  to  each  member, 
and  all  legitimate  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  official 
duties.  The  secretary  of  said  board  shall  receive  an  additional 
salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  and  not  to  exceed  two  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  per  annum;  he  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  at  each 
meeting,  or  whenever  the  board  may  direct,  such  funds  of 
the  board  as  may  be  in  his  possession,  and  take  the  treasurer’s 
receipt  therefor.  In  its  annual  report  to  the  Governor,  the 
board  shall  render  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and 
expenses  incurred  pursuant  herewith,  and  the  secretary 
and  treasurer  shall  give  such  bond  as  the  board  shall  from 
time  to  time  direct. 

Section  183.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec. 7.)  Any  person 

who  on  April  8th,  1902,  is  registered  or  entitled  to  registration 
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in  Baltimore  City  as  managing  owner,  managing  assistant  or 
relief  clerk,  and  who  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July, 
1902,  pay  to  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  a  fee  of  one 
dollar,  shall  be  entitled  to  registration  as  pharmacist  and  re¬ 
ceive  a  certificate  of  such  registration. 

Section  184.  (1920  Chapter  179,  Sections  8,  9,  10  and  11 

1910  Chapter  494,  Sec.  3,  1920  Chapter  525.)  Any  person  of 
good  moral  character,  who  has  had  four  years’  active  experi¬ 
ence  in  a  pharmacy  where  physicians’  prescriptions  are  daily 
compounded  and  has  attailed  the  age  ot  twenty-one  years, 
who  shall  present  satisfactory  evidence  to  the  Maryland  Board 
of  Pharmacy,  that  he  or  she  has  had,  at  least,  a  lour  years’ 
standard  high  school  training  or  its  equivalent  and  is  a  gadu- 
ate  of  a  reputable  school  or  college  of  pharmacy  approved  by 
the  said  Board,  and  who  after  examination  by  the  said  Board 
shall  be,  by  it,  deemed  competent,  shall  be  resistered  as  a 
pharmacist,  and  be  given  a  certificate  of  such  registration. 
Such  person  shall  make  application  to  the  secretary  of  the 
said  board,  at  least  ten  days  before  any  stated  meeting  of 
the  board  and  shall  pay  to  the  board  a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars. 
Any  person  of  good  moral  character,  who  has  had  two  years’ 
active  experience  in  a  pharmacy  where  physicians’  prescrip¬ 
tions  are  daily  compounded,  and  has  attained  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  who  shall  present  satisfactory  evidence  to  the 
said  board  that  he  or  she  has  had,  at  least,  a  two  years’ 
standard  high  school  training  or  its  equivalent  and  has 
attended  a  reputable  school  or  college  of  pharmacy,  approved 
by  the  said  board,  for  a  period  of  one  full  session  of  at  least 
eight  months  and  in  good  standing  therein,  and  who  after 
examination  by  the  said  board,  shall  be,  by  it  deemed  comp¬ 
etent,  shall  be  registered  as  an  assistant  pharmacist,  and  be 
given  a  certificate  ot  such  registration.  Such  person  shall  make 
application  to  the  secretary  of  the  said  board,  at  least,  ten 
days  before  any  stated  meeting  of  the  board,  and  shall  pay 
to  the  board  a  fee  of  ten  dollars.  Provided,  however,  that  the 
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actual  time  of  attendance  at  a  reputable  school  or  college  of 
pharmacy,  not  to  exceed  two  years,  in  the  case  of  an  applicant 
for  registered  pharmacist,  and  one  year,  in  the  case  of  an 
applicant  for  registered  assistant  pharmacist,  may  be  deducted 
from  the  time  required  for  active  experience  in  a  pharmacy 
as  hereinbefore  prescribed;  and  provided  further  that  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  section  prescribing  a  pre-requisite  standard  high 
school  training  or  its  equivalent  shall  not  apply  to  any  one 
now  licensed  as  an  assistant  pharmacist,  or  who  shall  become 
so  licensed  before  the  time  when  this  act  shall  become  effective. 
The  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  reciprocate  with 
the  District  of  Columbia  and  any  State  in  the  United  States 
which  it  shall  deem  proper. 

Section  185.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  12.)  Every  appli¬ 

cant  for  examination  shall,  with  his  application  to  the  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  board,  file  a  written  declaration,  duly  sworn  to 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary  public,  stating  the 
pharmacy  or  pharmacies  in  which  he  has  had  the  experience 
demanded  in  Section  184.  Anyone  swearing  falsely  in  the 
affidavit  so  filed  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury. 

Section  186.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  13.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  3.)  Every  person  receiving  a  pharmacist’s  or  as¬ 
sistant  pharmacist’s  certificate  shall  keep  the  same  conspicu¬ 
ously  posted  in  his  place  of  business.  Violations  of  this  sec¬ 
tion  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  ^25.00  in  each  instance. 

Section  187.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  14.)  Any  certi¬ 

ficate  obtained  by  false  representation  shall  be  void,  and  the 
offender  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  be  im¬ 
prisoned  for  thirty  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Section  188.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  14A.  1906  Chap¬ 

ter  585,  Sec.  14A.)  .  It  shall  be  within  the  power  of  the  Mary¬ 
land  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  enter  into  reciprocal  relations 
with  the  Boards  of  Pharmacy  of  such  other  States  as  do  like¬ 
wise,  and  whose  requirements  are  satisfactory  as  regards  the 
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awards  and  interchanging  of  certificates  for  registration  of 
registered  pharmacists.  Applicants  for  registration  under  this 
clause  to  produce  satisfactory  documents  bearing  upon  his 
previous  examination  from  the  secretary  of  that  board,  and 
paying  the  secretary  of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  the 
accustomed  fee.  Applicants  in  addition  will  be  required  to 
furnish  satisfactory  record  as  to  his  morality,  sobriety  and 
close  observance  of  the  more  important  laws  touching  the  life 
of  a  pharmacist. 

Section  189.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sections  15  and  15>^. 

1906  Chapter  585,  Section  16  and  1908  Chapter  612.)  This 
sub-title  shall  repeal  and  supersede  all  prior  acts  and  parts  of 
acts  pertaining  to  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  this  State,  but 
shall  not  apply  to  Talbot  County.  Provided  that  all  per¬ 
sons  now  holding  certificates,  and  all  person  who  shall  here¬ 
after  hold  certificates  from  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy, 
authorizing  them  to  practice  as  a  pharmacist  or  assistant 
pharmacist,  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  1906,  chapter  571, 
entitled  “An  Act  to  Regulate  the  Practice  of  Pharmacy  in 
Talbot  County,”  shall  be  entitled  to  practice  as  a  pharmacist 
or  assistant  pharmacist,  as  the  case  may  be,  anywhere  within 
the  State  of  Maryland.  Any  person  holding,  or  who  shall 
hereafter  hold,  a  certificate  from  the  Maryland  Board  of 
Pharmacists,  authorizing  him  or  her  to  practice  as  a  phar¬ 
macist  or  assistant  pharmacist  in  any  place  within  the  State 
of  Maryland,  shall  also  have  the  right  to  practice  as  a  phar¬ 
macist  or  assistant  pharmacist,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  Talbot 
County. 

(Xote) — The  law  when  original  passed,  exempted  Talbot 
County  from  its  operation;  but  Talbot  County  has  since  been 
brought  within  its  provisions. 

Section  190.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  16.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  17.)  Nothing,  however,  in  this  sub-title  shall  be 
construed  as  preventing  gen€ral  merchants  of  the  counties 
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of  the  State  or  of  Baltimore  City  from  selling  such  drugs  and 
medicines  as  have  heretofore  been  handled  by  the  general 
merchants  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 


Section  2S4A.  It  shall  not  be  unlawful  to  manufacture, 
buy,  sell,  or  deal  in,  any  medicinal,  pharmaceutical,  scientific, 
sacramental,  mechanical,  culinary  or  toilet  preparations  which 
may  contain  such  percentage  of  alcohol  as  may  be  necessary 
to  hold  the  constituents  in  solution,  preserve  the  preparation 
or  keep  it  from  freezing;  provided,  however,  that  no  such 
preparation  shall  be  manufactured,  bought,  sold  or  dealt  in, 
for  use  as  a  beverage  or  intoxicant. 


Maryland  Anti-Narcotic  Law 

.\rticle  27:  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
Title:  “Crimes  and  Punishments” 
Sub-Title:  “Health — Narcotic  Drugs” 


SECTION  251.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  to  furnish,  sell,  give  away  or  other¬ 
wise  dispense  any  cocaine,  eucaine,  opium,  morphine,  heroin, 
chloral  hydrate,  or  any  salts  or  compounds  of  any  of  the 
foregoing  substances  or  any  preparation  or  compound  con¬ 
taining  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  their  salts  or 
their  compounds,  except  upon  the  original  written  order  or 
prescription  of  a  lawfully  authorized  practitioner  of  medicine, 
dentistry  or  veterinary  medicine  of  good  standing  in  his 
profession,  not  of  intemperate  habits  or  addicted  to  the  use 
of  any  drugs,  and  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  penitentiary  of  this  State 
for  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  five  years  or  both 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Court  for  each  offense.  Provided, 
that  the  above  provisions  shall  not  apply  to  paregoric,  laud- 
num  or  to  bona  fide  proprietary  medicines  containing  codeine 
or  not  more  than  two  grains  of  opium  or  not  more  than  two- 
fifths  grain  of  morphine,  or  not  more  than  two-fifths  grain 
of  morphine,  or  not  more  than  one-fourth  grain  of  heroin, 
or  not  more  than  ten  grains  of  chloral  hydrate  in  one  fluid 
ounce,  or,  if  a  solid  preparation,  in  one  avoirdupois  ounce; 
provided,  also  that  the  above  provisions  shall  not  apply 
to  preparations  containing  opium  and  recommended  and 
sold  in  good  faith  for  diarrhoea  and  cholera,  each  bottle  or 
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package  of  which  is  accompanied  by  specific  directions; 
and  provided,  further,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  said  drugs  by  any 
licensed  manufacturing  pharmacists  or  chemists,  or  whole¬ 
sale  or  retail  pharmacists  or  druggists  to  other  licensed 
manufacturing  pharmacists  or  chemists,  or  wholesale  or 
retail  pharmacists  or  druggists,  or  to  hospitals,  colleges, 
scientific  or  public  institutions,  or  to  licensed  physicians, 
dentists  or  practitioners  of  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery; 
nor  to  the  use  of  any  of  the  said  drugs  by  any  licensed  physi¬ 
cian,  dentist  or  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery 
in  the  regular  course  of  his  practice. 

SEC.  252.  If  any  person  except  a  licensed  physician, 
dentist  or  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery, 
manufacturing  pharmacist  or  chemist  or  wholesale  or  retail 
pharmacist  or  druggist  have  in  his  possession  cocaine,  eu- 
caine,  opium,  morphine,  heroin,  chloral  hydrate  or  any 
‘Salts  or  compounds  of  any  of  the  *  foregoing  substance  or 
their  salts  or  compounds  other  than  paregoric  and  lauda¬ 
num  or  bona  fide  proprietary  medicine  containing  codeine 
or  not  more  than  two  grains  of  opium  nor  not  more  than 
two-fifths  grain  of  morphine  or  not  more  than  one-fourth 
grain  of  heroin  or  not  more  than  ten  grains  of  chloral  hy¬ 
drate  in  one  fluid  ounce,  or  if  a  solid  preparation  in  one 
avoirdupois  ounce,  or  any  of  them  with  intent  to  sell,  give 
away  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  confinement  in  the  peni- 
itentiary  of  this  State  for  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more 
^than  five  years  or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  and 
possession  of  any  of  the  above  enumerated  drugs  or  mix¬ 
tures  thereof,  except  by  a  licensed  physician,  dentist,  prac¬ 
titioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery,  manufacturing 
■chemist  or  pharmacist,  wholesale  or  retail  pharmacist  or 
‘  druggist  -or  on  the  prescription  of  a  licensed  physician,  den- 
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tist  or  veterinarian  in  good  standing  in  his  profession  not 
of  intemperate  habits  and  not  addicted  to  the  use  of  any 
drug,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  an  intent  to  sell,  give 
away  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same.  Provided,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  any 
hospital,  college  or  scientific  or  public  institution. 

SEC.  253.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  practitioner 
of  medicine  or  dentistry  to  furnish  or  prescribe  for  the  use 
of  any  person  any  cocaine,  heroin,  alpha  or  beta  eucaine, 
opium,  morphine,  chloral  hydrate  or  any  salts  or  compounds 
of  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  any  preparation  con¬ 
taining  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  their  salts  or 
compounds,  except  to  such  persons  who  are  under  his  care 
and  for  whom  he,  in  good  faith,  prescribed  as  necessary 
for  their  professional  treatment;  and  no  practitioner  of 
veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  shall  prescribe  the  same 
for  the  use  of  any  human  being.  Any  written  order  or  pre¬ 
scription  given  or  made  by  any  practitioner  of  m.edicine, 
dentistry  or  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  in  the  course  of 
his  professional  treatment  shall  be  dated  and  shall  contain 
the  name  of  the  person  for  whom  prescribed,  or  if  ordered 
by  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  shall 
state  the  kind  of  animal  for  which  ordered  and  said  pre¬ 
scription  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  giving  the  prescrip¬ 
tion  or  order.  Such  written  order  or  prescription  shall 
be  permanently  retained  on  file  by  the  person,  firm  or  cor¬ 
poration  who  shall  compound  or  dispense  the  article  or¬ 
dered  or  prescribed,  and  it  shall  not  be  again  compounded  or 
dispensed  except  upon  the  written  order  of  the  original 
prescriber  for  each  and  every  subsequent  compounding  or 
dispensing.  No  copy  or  duplicate  of  such  written  order 
or  prescription  shall  be  made  or  delivered  to  any  person 
but  the  original  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by 
the  prescriber,  the  State’s  Attorney  for  the  county  or  Bal¬ 
timore  City  or  committee  of  the  Grand  Jury  of  the  county 
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or  of  Baltimore  City  in  which  said  prescription  was  filled. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  there¬ 
of  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  may,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Court,  be  confined  in  the  county  or  city  jail  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  said  fine  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  one 
year. 

SEC.  254.  It  shall  be  the  duty  under  this  act  of  all 
judges  of  Courts  having  criminal  jurisdiction  in  this  State 
at  every  regular  term  thereof  to  charge  all  regularly  im¬ 
panelled  juries  to  diligently  inquire  into  and  investigate 
all  cases  of  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title,  and 
to  make  a  true  presentment  of  all  persons  guilty  of  such 
violations.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Maryland  Board  of 
Pharmacists,  as  well  as  all  prosecuting  officers,  to  cause  the 
prosecution  of  all  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
sub-title.  In  any  proceedings  under  the  provisions  of  sections 
251,  252,  253  and  this  section  the  charge  may  be  brought 
against  any  and  all  of  the  members  of  a  partnership,  or 
against  the  directors  or  executive  officials  of  a  corporation 
or  against  the  agent  of  any  person,  partnership  or  corpora¬ 
tion.  All  criminal  proceedings  pending  or  which  may  be 
hereafter  instituted  for  offenses  already  committed  shall  be 
instituted,  proceeded  with  and  prosecuted  to  final  determination 
and  judgment  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 


Maryland  Poison  Law 

Article  27:  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
Title:  “Crimes  and  Punishments’’ 

Sub-Title:  “Poison’’ 

SECTION  410.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  retail  any  of  the  following  poisons:  Arsenic  and  its  pre¬ 
parations,  corrosive  sublimate,  white  precipitate,  red  precipit¬ 
ate,  biniodide  of  mercury,  cyanide  of  potassium,  hydrocyanic 
acid,  strychnine  and  all  other  poisonous  vegetables  alkaloids 
and  their  salts,  essential  oil  of  bitter  almonds,  opium  and  its 
preparations,  aconite,  belladonna,  colchicum,-  conium,  nux 
vomica,  henbane,  savine,  ergot,  cotton  root,  cantharides, 
creosote,  digitalis  and  their  pharmaceutical  preparations, 
croton  oil,  chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc, 
mineral  acids,  carbolic  acid  and  oxalic  acid,  without  distinctly 
labeling  the  box,  vessel  or  paper  in  which  the  said  poison  is 
contained,  with  the  name  of  the  article,  the  word  “Poison”  and 
the  name  and  place  of  business  of  the  seller. 

SEC.  411.  Nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  registered  phar¬ 
macist  or  other  person  to  sell  any  of  the  poisons  in  section  410 
enumerated  without  causing  an  entry  'to  be  made  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  date  of  sale,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  purchaser,  the  name  of  the  poison  sold,  the 
purpose  for  which  it  is  represented  by  the  purchaser  to 
be  required  and  the  name  of  the  dispenser,  such  a  book  to 
be  always  open  for  inspection  by  the  proper  authorities 
and  to  be  preserved  for  at  least  five  years.  The  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  dispensing  of  poisons 
in  not  unusual  quantities  or  doses  upon  the  prescription  of 
practitioners  of  medicine.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  sections  410  and  411  shall  make  the  offender  liable  to  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  five  dollars  and  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars. 


Bichloride  of  Mercury  Law 
of  Maryland 


Article  27:  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
Title:  “Crimes  and  Punishments” 
Sub-Title:  “Narcotic  Drugs.” 


Section  255.  All  tablets  made  of  bichloride  of  mercury  in 
sufficient  quantity  to  render  said  tablets  strong  enough  for 
antiseptic  purposes,  each  tablet  shall  be  triangular,  diamond, 
square,  oblong,  or  other  irregular  shape,  and  the  color  of  each 
and  every  one  of  said  tablets  shall  be  blue,  green  or  purple 
with  the  word  “Poison”  impressed  or  embossed  upon  it. 

Section  256.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  sell,  dispense  or  give  away  bichloride  of  mercury 
in  tablet  form,  if  said  tablets  contain  more  than  one-tenth  of 
a  grain  of  the  said  bichloride  of  mercury,  unless  tablets  are 
of  the  color  and  shape,  and  marked  as  described  in  Section  255. 

Section  257.  The  bottle  in  which  said  tablets  for  anti¬ 
septic  purposes  of  bichloride  of  mercury  are  sold,  dispensed, 
or  given  away,  shall  have  the  word  “Poison”  blown  in  one 
side  of  said  bottle,  and  a  label  on  the  opposite  side  bearing 
the  word  “Poison”  in  conspicuous  letters. 

Section  258.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  Sections  255-257  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor  and  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  or 
be  imprisoned  in  the  County  or  City  Jail  not  less  than  thirty 
days  nor  more  than  three  months  or  both  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Court. 


Selling  Liquors  or  Drugs  to 
Lunatics 


Article  67:  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
Title:  “Lunatics  and  Insane” 
Sub-Title:  ‘‘Liquors  and  Drugs” 


Section  67.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  knowingly 
sell,  give,  send,  procure  or  purchase  any  spirituous  or  intoxicat¬ 
ing  liquor  or  narcotic  drugs  to  or  for  any  inmate,  patient,  at¬ 
tendant  or  employee  of  any  State  hospital  for  the  insane, 
or  of  the  Rosewood  State  Training  School,  or  of  any  private 
institution  for  the  insane  licensed  by  the  State  Lunacy  Com¬ 
mission,  unless  with  the  permission  and  consent  of  the  super¬ 
intendent  or  chief  medical  officer  of  such  hospital  or  institu¬ 
tion,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  for  each  offense,  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  for  not 
less  than  ten  days  not  more  than  sixty  days,  or  both;  and  the 
justices  of  the  peece  of  the  respective  counties  of  the  State 
shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  over  such  offenses  with  the 
circuit  court  for  their  respective  counties,  and  the  justices 
of  the  peace  selected  to  sit  at  the  respective  station-houses 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
over  such  offenses  with  the  criminal  court  of  Baltimore  City.

Section  149.  Any  person  or  corporation  engaged  in  the 
business  of  selling  drugs,  medicines,  chemicals  or  preparations 
for  medical  use  or  of  compounding  or  dispensing  physicians’ 
prescriptions,  who  shall,  in  person  or  by  his  or  its  agents  or 
employees,  or  as  agent  or  employee  of  some  other  person, 
knowingly  sell  or  deliver  to  any  person  a  drug,  medicine, 
chemical  preparation  for  medicinal  use,  recognized  or  authoriz¬ 
ed  by  the  latest  edition  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoea, 
or  prepared  according  to  the  private  formula  of  some  individual 
or  firm,  other  or  different  from  the  drug,  medicine,  chemical 
or  preparation  for  medicinal  use,  recognized  or  authorized 
by  the  latest  edition  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoea,  or 
prepared  according  to  the  private  formula  of  some  individual 
or  firm,  ordered  or  called  for  by  such  person,  or  called  for  in 
a  physicians’  prescription,  shall  be  gui.lty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
or  by  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  twelve  months’ 
imprisonment,  or  by  both,  and  any  person  so  convicted  shall 
forfeit  the  right  to  practice  pharmacy  under  any  certificate 
or  registration  issued  under  the  laws  of  this  State.

Section  211,  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged 
in  the  business  of  making,  manufacturing,  compounding  or 
dispensing  drugs,  medicines,  medicinal  or  chemical  prepara¬ 
tions  for  human  consumption,  who  shall  in  person  or  by  his, 
their  or  its  agents  or  employes,  make,  mix,  manufacture, 
compound,  dispense,  sell  or  deliver  to  any  person,  any  drug, 
medicine,  medicinal  or  chemical  preparation,  intended  for  inter¬ 
nal  use,  wherein  ethyl,  or  grain  alcohol  usually  enters  as  part  of, 
or  is  in  anywise  employed  in  the  making,  mixing  or  manufac¬ 
ture,  compounding  or  preparation  of  such  drug,  medicine,  med¬ 
icinal  or  chemical  preparation;  and  who  shall,  in  the  making, 
mixing,  manufacturing  or  compounding  of  such  drug,  medic¬ 
ine  or  medicinal  or  chemical  preparation,  substitute  or  use,  in 
part  or  in  whole,  methyl,  or  wood  alcohol,  in  place  and  stead 
of  ethyl,  or  grain  alcohol,  or  who  shall  in  any  manner  put  or 
introduce  methyl,  or  wood  alcohol,  into  such  drug,  medicine, 
medicinal  or  chemical  preparation,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor,  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hun¬ 
dred  dollars,  or  by  not  less  than  three  months  nor  more  than 
twelve  months  imprisonment,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court.
